MEETING  OF  THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  first  Executive  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  met  on  September 
8th  at  8:30  a.m.in  the  Commonwealth  Ballroom  North,  Holiday  Inn,  Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan. 


MEETING  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  DEPUTIES 

At  10:30  a.m.  the  Provincial  Deputies  met  in  Commonwealth  Ballroom  North, 
Holiday  Inn. 

Present  were  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  of  the  33°:  J.  V.  Lawer,  N.  M. 
MacLean,  L.  A.  Marquis,  W.  A.  Milligan,  G.  C.  Phair,  A.  E.  Auclair,  J.  C.  Bassey,  H.  T. 
Vallevand,  J.  A.  Bourne,  G.  L.  Bennett,  J.  W.  Lowry,  J.  I.  Carrick. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill  .\Bro.\  John  V.  Lawer  welcomed,  together  with 
P.S.G.C.’s  J.  A.  Bourne  and  G.  L.  Bennett,  all  the  Deputies  to  this  meeting  which  has 
become  a  traditional  part  of  the  Supreme  Council  Sessions.  All  felt  that  these  meetings 
are  very  worthwhile  for  an  informal  discussion  of  valley  problems. 

Some  of  the  subjects  raised  at  last  year’s  session  were  briefly  covered.  Some  would 
be  discussed  again  this  year. 

Question  &  Answer  Period 

The  Question  &  Answer  Period  was  immediately  raised.  Each  Deputy  thought  it 
very  worthwhile,  but  felt  it  needed  to  be  restructured.  Some  questions  that  had  been 
submitted  by  brethren  last  year,  to  the  Deputies,  were  not  presented,  and  some  that  were 
used  were  not  answered  thoroughly.  There  were  some  who  thought  that  each  Deputy 
should  make  sure  that  each  person  submitting  a  question  receives  a  written  reply.  Some 
Deputies  thought  that  it  was  too  well  structured.  It  should  be  left  wide-open.  We  should 
take  our  chances  on  the  level  of  difficulty  in  providing  adequate  answers  to  the  ques¬ 
tions  asked.  If  there  is  a  wide  interest  in  some  questions,  a  list  could  be  compiled,  and 
answered  in  a  simple  newsletter  to  all  brethren. 

It  has  been  said  time  and  time  again,  we  must  encourage  Honorary  members  to  par¬ 
ticipate. 

Waiting  Period  between  3°  and  4° 

A  subject  discussed  at  each  of  these  meetings,  and  not  resolved,  is  the  waiting  peri¬ 
od  between  the  3°  and  4°.  This  is  predicated  on  the  ruling  of  provincial  grand  lodges. 
Some  have  a  waiting  time  of  6  months,  while  others  have  a  year.  All  felt  that,  whatever 
the  time  period,  it  should  be  enforced.  Rules  for  admission  into  the  York  Rite  are  the 
same,  but  it  was  intimated  that,  in  many  valleys,  they  are  not  strictly  enforced.  Perhaps 
some  dialogue  between  the  provincial  Deputy  and  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  York 
Rite  might  correct  this  situation. 
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Commutation  of  Dues 

Commutation  of  Dues  was  again  a  topic  for  a  very  interesting  discussion.  Each 
Deputy  said  that  some  direction  was  needed  on  how  best  to  approach  this  dilemma.  A 
valley  with  a  well-established  and  invested  commutations  fund  is  one  thing,  but  today, 
in  this  era  of  volatile  economic  conditions,  it  is  another  thing  to  attempt  to  properly  set 
this  arrangement  in  place.  Specific  instructions  and  directions  are  required. 

The  Deputies  were  assured  that  there  was  a  committee  working  closely  with 
Ill.  \Bro.'.  Harold  Crosby  to  supply  the  direction  that  is  so  desperately  required.  It  is  a 
procedure  that  will  not  be  easy,  but  once  set  up,  the  benefits  will  assist  the  valley 
Secretaries  and  Registrars  in  not  having  to  chase  delinquent  members  for  their  dues. 

A  report  will  be  forthcoming  from  the  committee. 

Applause 

The  subject  of  applause  after  a  degree  was  brought  to  the  floor  for  discussion.  The 
Deputies  were  polled  for  their  opinions  which  were  as  varied  at  the  landscape  of  our 
country.  The  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  the  cast  could  be  presented  and  introduced 
after  the  degree,  and  them  some  recognition  could  be  afforded  them. 

Term  of  Provincial  Deputy 

A  previously  broached  subject  is  the  appropriate  length  of  term  for  a  provincial 
Deputy.  No  decision  was  reached.  As  has  been  expressed  in  the  past,  it  was  suggested 
that  terms  have  been  too  long,  depriving  other  individuals  from  serving  and  introducing 
new  and  innovative  ideas  to  the  provincial  jurisdictions. 

This  subject  will  certainly  be  raised  again. 

Easter  Ceremonies  Procedure 

No  session  passes  by  without  the  introduction  of  the  Easter  Ceremonies  procedure. 
Here  again  there  is  no  semblance  of  order. 

It  appears  that  each  valley  has  its  own  interpretation  of  the  suggested  directions. 
The  Deputies  were  polled  on  the  subject: 

Valleys  in  Atlantic  provinces,  as  a  whole,  have  wives  and  families  present. 

Valleys  in  Ontario,  as  a  whole,  do  not. 

Valleys  in  the  Prairies  and  the  West  Coast  have  a  mixture. 

It  was  decided  therefore  that  the  Supreme  Council  office  would  prepare  a  specific 
outline  of  how  Supreme  Council  would  encourage  each  valley  to  conduct  the  Maundy 
Thursday  and  Easter  Morning  Ceremonies. 

Open  Installations 

Specific  instructions  are  required  in  the  area  of  open  installations.  There  was  no 
clear  cut  opinion  on  the  subject.  Some  felt  the  ceremony  is  not  interesting  enough  for 
invited  guests,  other  than  wives  and  families  of  officers  to  be  installed.  Nevertheless,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  Provincial  Deputies  could  grant  permission  to  any  valley  that  wish¬ 
es  to  follow  that  path,  with  the  following  specific  rules  as  to  the  procedure: 

1.  No  guests  present  at  the  Opening  of  Lodge. 

2.  No  signs  used  during  the  Ceremony. 

3.  No  guests  present  at  the  Closing  of  Lodge. 
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Supplementary  Awards 

There  was  a  discussion  regarding  supplementary  awards  for  members  not  nominat¬ 
ed  to  receive  the  Honorary  33°. 

Some  bodies  have  such  awards.  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  has  the  Walter  C. 
McDonald  Medal.  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  has  the  William 
Mercer  Wilson  Medal  for  Masons  who  have  not  received  grand  lodge  honours.  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia  has  a  Meritorious  Service  Award. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  that  a  committee  had  discussed  this  before, 
but  he  would  certainly  consider  having  a  small  committee  discuss  it  further. 

Duties  of  an  Honorary  33°  Mason 

One  of  the  Deputies  raised  a  very  valid  point,  because  he  had  been  queried  many 
times  on  this  subject:  “What  are  the  duties  of  an  Honorary  33°  Mason”.  The  comments 
were  varied  from  valley  to  valley.  Some  Honoraries  overstep  their  positions  by  usurping 
the  positions  of  the  presiding  officers  of  their  valleys.  This  can  happen  if  the  presiding 
officers  are  not  strong  and  not  secure  in  their  positions.  The  Deputies  can  make  sure, 
when  they  make  their  visits,  that  this  situation  is  not  occurring.  It  was  suggested  that 
when  the  Manual  for  Officers  is  being  reprinted,  a  summary  of  duties  of  an  Honorary  be 
outlined  briefly,  so  that  officers  have  some  guidelines  to  follow. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  thanked  all  the  Deputies  for  their  wholehearted 
participation  in  this  meeting.  He  felt  that  these  meetings,  over  the  past  few  years,  have 
been  most  meaningful,  and  many  interesting  topics  have  been  discussed.  He  wished  to 
remind  each  Deputy,  as  the  year  progresses,  to  think  of  next  year’s  Session,  and  secure 
questions  for  the  Question  &  Answer  Period,  encourage  your  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General  to  be  more  involved,  particularly  at  the  craft  lodge  level,  and  urge  the  Honorary 
members  to  encourage  the  local  valley  officers  with  wholehearted  support. 

An  agenda  will  be  sent  prior  to  the  next  Session,  including  suggested  subjects  for 
discussion. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  3:00  p.m.

Ill. ’.Bro.*.  Wm.  Fairley,  Grand  Prior,  offered  a  prayer  in  their  honour. 

SGC  Lawer  said  that  on  the  opening  day  of  Supreme  Council,  flowers  will  be  sent 
to  Mesdames  Doane,  Bergstrom,  Allan,  Vallieres,  and  Taylor. 

One  of  our  time  honoured  guests.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Francis  G.  Paul, 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  will  not  be  with  us  at  this  Session  because  of 
recent  surgery.  Rowers  have  been  sent  to  him  and  his  wife,  to  wish  him  well.  It  also 
coincides  with  his  birthday. 

One  of  our  Active  Members,  Ill.'.  Bro  .‘.Douglas  A.  Rennie  is  seriously  ill  at  this 
time  and  flowers  have  also  been  sent  to  him  to  help  cheer  his  days. 

SGC  Lawer  said  how  pleased  he  was  to  welcome  seven  new  Active  33°  Masons 
representing  four  Provinces  in  our  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  the  persons  of 
Ill.*. Bros.'. Robert  A.  Barnett,  James  C.  Bassey,  Norman  E.  Byrne,  Robert  T.  Comrie, 
Glenn  M.  Martin,  Ross  A.  Wilson,  and  John  E.  Winch.  He  hoped  that  each  would  thor¬ 
oughly  enjoy  his  first  session  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  executive  level.

SGC  Lawer  noted  that,  as  the  work  was  progressing  so  quickly,  and  that  it  was 
only  11:10,  perhaps  a  few  of  the  shorter  reports  could  be  covered  at  this  time.  He  asked 
Ill Bro W.  Alexander  Milligan  if  he  could  give  the  report  Of  The  Special  Committee 
On  Location  of  Annual  Sessions.  Bro.  Milligan  said  he  was  prepared  to  do  so. 

Ill.’.  Bro  .‘.Milligan  presented  his  report,  outlining  the  locations  for  future  sessions 
through  to  the  year  2004  with  the  exception  of  2003.

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Milligan’s  report  Bro.  Robert  Barnett,  of  London,  arose  to  say  that  the  London  Valley 
wished  to  offer  an  invitation  for  the  year  2002.

Since  Bro.  Milligan  had  no  objection,  he  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Martin,  that  this 
be  the  sequence.  Carried.  Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Milligan  for  this  excellent  report. 

Bro.  Lawer,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  attempting  to  meld  the  meeting  dates  of 
the  Rite  and  other  Concordant  Bodies,  gave  his  review  of  the  situation  as  it  presently 
stands.  He  said  this  committee  continues  to  meet  to  attempt  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory 
arrangement. 

Fixed  dates  past  the  year  1995  for  some  of  the  bodies,  make  any  movement  up  to 
that  date  impossible.  Supreme  Council  have  fixed  venues  into  the  next  century.  Our 
statutes  would  have  to  be  altered  if  we  are  to  meet  other  than  during  September.  Bro. 
Lawer  said  the  committee  members  are  still  in  agreement  that  some  accommodation  can 
be  made,  but  it  will  take  some  time.  Bro.  Lawer  said  he  was  considering  appointing 
another  committee  to  further  review  this  situation,  hoping  that  some  definitive  answer 
can  be  forthcoming  by  next  session. 

Bro.  Lawer,  not  wishing  to  prolong  the  discussion  further,  did  ask  for  any  com¬ 
ments  from  the  Brethren.  A  few  points  were  raised  which  might  warrant  further  investi¬ 
gation. 

1)  include  Saturday  &  Sunday  in  schedule  to  benefit  from  cheaper  air  fares.

SECOND  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

After  a  very  delicious  lunch  at  the  Station  Place  Restaurant  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  reconvened  the  2nd  Executive  Session,  at  2:00  p.m.  in  the  Commonwealth 
Ballroom  North,  Holiday  Inn. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  the  session  to  order  and  asked  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Charles  A.  Sankey  to 
give  his  report  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matters. 

Bro.  Sankey  gave  a  very  thorough  report  on  the  work  he  and  his  large  committee 
have  carried  out  since  the  last  Supreme  Council  Session.  He  paid  special  tribute  to 
Ill  .'.Bro  .’.Bruce  Grant  for  the  work  he  has  done  with  revision  to  the  prologue  to  the 
31°,  which  his  committee  will  discuss  further  before  recommending  it  be  adopted.

THURSDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  10, 1992 
THIRD  EXECUTIVE  SESSION 

The  Executive  Committee  resumed  at  8:30  a.m.,  in  the  Commonwealth  Ballroom 
North,  Holiday  Inn. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  welcomed  everyone  to  this  morning  session  and 
expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  brethren  from  Saskatoon  for  the  very  pleasant  evening 
we  enjoyed  at  the  Western  Development  Museum.  The  brethren  concurred. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Ill  Bro  Harold  Crosby  for  his  report  on  Audit  &  Finance 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  report,  Bro.  Crosby  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lambie,  that 
the  report  be  received  for  presentation  to  the  General  Session.  Carried. 

SGC  Lawer,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  On  Fraternal  Relations,  proposed  that 
he  give  his  report  at  this  time.  After  the  report,  Bro.  Bennett  moved,  seconded  by  Bro. 
Mortlock,  that  the  report  be  received  for  presentation  at  General  Session.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  declared  that  the  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  regarding  the  1993 
Session. 

Bro.  Milligan  reported  on  the  arrangements  and  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lowry, 
that  the  1993  Supreme  Council  Session  be  held  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  with  the  Vesper 
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Service  and  Formal  Opening  on  Thursday,  September  9,  and  Chain  of  Union  on 
Saturday,  September  11.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Ill . \Bro.‘.  Eldon  Greer  for  his  report  on  the  Special 
Committee  of  The  Supreme  Councillor,  after  which  Bro.  Greer  moved,  seconded  by 
Bro.  Band,  that  the  report  be  received  for  presentation  at  the  General  Session. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Greer  for  the  amount  of  time  and  effort  he  had  put  into 
this  excellent  report,  and  asked  if  there  were  any  comments. 

Bro.  Crosby  raised  a  point  which  impacted  on  his  Financial  Report,  i.e.  if  Bro. 
Greer’s  report,  including  the  suggested  second  edition  of  the  Supreme  Councillor,  be 
adopted,  an  extra  $2500  must  be  added  to  the  1993  budget.  Bro.  Crosby  questioned  the 
timing  of  the  publication,  as  he  is  aware  that,  in  the  past,  some  publications  are  not 
mailed  for  months  after  printing. 

Bro.  Loftus,  informed  the  session  that,  when  he  was  the  editor,  a  second  edition 
was  considered  but  timing  was  a  problem.  At  that  time,  the  late  Ill.’.Bro.'.L.  Bergstrom 
suggested  that  input  from  lodge  notices  would  be  of  interest  to  presiding  officers  and 
secretary/registrars.  As  a  result  “Gleanings”  was  initiated — the  name  arising  from  the 
“Presbyterian  Record”.  Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Loftus  for  this  historical  note. 

Many  comments  were  made  regarding  the  timing  of  the  publication.  Mailings 
could  be  missed,  particularly  when  some  Valleys  send  out  bi-monthly  notices. 

Bro.  Greer  advised  that  he  would  like  to  clarify  the  printing  of  spring  and  fall 
issues.  The  fall  issue,  which  we  now  print  in  November,  is  sometimes  not  mailed  until 
the  new  year,  and  thus  could  be  construed  as  the  spring  issue.  An  issue  printed  in  the 
spring,  if  included  in  the  first  mailing  of  all  valleys  in  September,  could  then  be  con¬ 
strued  as  the  fall  publication.  Bro.  Greer  hoped  this  explanation  would  clarify  any  con¬ 
fusion. 

Bro.  Richards  suggested  that  we  should  not  underestimate  the  impact,  on  our  mem¬ 
bers,  of  receiving  two  publications  each  year.  The  proposal  is  most  worthy  of  considera¬ 
tion,  and  we  should  not  reject  it  solely  on  monetary  grounds. 

Bro.  Barnett  raised  another  point  regarding  the  size  of  the  publication,  which  was 
brought  to  his  attention  by  the  London  Lodge  Secretary.  He  asked  if  London  Valley 
could  receive  its  copies  unfolded,  so  that  they  could  then  be  placed  lengthwise,  in  order 
to  fit  more  easily  into  a  #10  envelope. 

Grand  Secretary-General  replied  that  this  did  not  pose  a  problem,  and  publications 
could  be  sent  as  each  valley  wished.  All  the  valleys  will  be  polled  to  determine  how 
they  wish  to  receive  their  copies  of  The  Supreme  Councillor  &  Foundation 
Newsletter — folded  or  unfolded. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  the  brethren  for  the  interesting  discussion  on  this  subject.  He 
made  this  excellent  comment.  We  can  suggest  to  our  secretaries,  means  of  solving  to 
our  mailing  problems,  but  if  each  of  them  does  not  agree  and  carry  them  out,  the  publi¬ 
cations  still  sit  on  the  floor  of  the  secretary’s  office. 
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The  Grand  Secretary-General  said  that  the  valleys  have  been  told  to  mail  these 
publications  at  their  convenience  in  order  to  save  postage.  If  we  wish  them  mailed  at  a 
specific  time,  the  mailing  cost  devolves  upon  Supreme  Council,  at  a  cost  of  at  least  50 
cents  per  mailing.  Bro.  Crosby  didn’t  react  lightly  to  this  added  cost,  which  would 
affect  the  budget  before  it  was  formally  passed.  SGC  Lawer  confirmed  that  Bro.  Greer’s 
motion  contained  a  suggestion  that  a  second  issue  of  the  Supreme  Councillor  be  printed 
for  mailing  later  in  the  year.  There  was  some  confusion  when  Bro.  Lawer  put  the 
motion  but  after  some  clarification  the  motion  was  carried. 

Bro.  Crosby  commented  that  Grand  Treasurer-General  should  be  instructed  to 
amend  his  budget  in  the  light  of  this  motion  just  passed. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.John  Bourne  PSGC  to  present  the  report  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 

Before  Bro.  Bourne  gave  his  report,  he  said  that  there  were  items  pertaining  to 
Articles  22(s),  26(a),  40(2),  and  47(a)iii,  which  had  not  been  circulated  to  all  actives 
prior  to  the  session  and,  before  they  can  be  discussed,  must  receive  unanimous 
approval. 

Bro.  Bourne  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Byrne,  that  these  items  be  approved.  Carried 
unanimously. 

Bro.  Bourne  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Byrne  that  the  report  be  received  for  presen¬ 
tation  at  the  General  Session.  Carried. 

SGC  Lawer  called  upon  Ill.'.Bro.'.Lambie  to  present  his  report  on  Library  & 
Archives. 

Moved  by  Bro.  Lambie,  seconded  by  Bro.  Trenholm,  that  this  report  be  received 
for  presentation  at  General  Session.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  reported  that  our  application  for  the  registration  of  our  Grant  of  Arms, 
which  was  granted  by  Lord  Lyon  King  of  Arms  some  time  ago,  is  progressing 
favourably,  and  will  possibly  be  finalized  this  year  for  presentation  in  Hamilton, 
Ontario,  next  year. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  the  brethren’s  attention  to  a  tie  which  he  was  wearing.  It  was 
made  for  the  Consistory  brethren  in  Hamilton.  He  raised  the  point  only  to  suggest  that 
the  Active  and  Past  Active  members  of  Supreme  Council  might  adopt  this  tie  to  wear 
with  their  morning  dress,  so  that  all  would  be  the  same.  The  colour  would  be  pearl  grey 
with  the  eagle  in  mauve.  Moved  by  Bro.  Carrick,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lowry,  that  the  tie 
be  adopted  for  the  purpose.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Ill  .'.Bro .'.Gordon  L.  Bennett  PSGC  for  his  report  on 
Officer  Nominations. 

Bro.  Bennett  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  McDonald,  that  this  report  be  received  for 
presentation  at  the  general  session.  Carried. 
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Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Richards  who  had  asked  to  make  a  motion  re:  The 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation. 

Bro.  Richards  thanked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  giving  him  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  address  the  meeting.  He  said  that,  at  previous  Sessions,  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Foundation  had  been  presented  and  received  on  Saturday  morning  of  our  General 
Session,  but  nothing  was  printed  in  the  Proceedings.  Bro.  Richards  said  he  would  like  to 
suggest  that  a  summary  of  the  report  be  included  in  all  future  proceedings,  not  only  for 
the  interest  and  information  of  the  brethren,  but  for  historical  purposes.  He  said  that  this 
would  form  a  bridge  and  a  bond  between  the  Foundation  and  Supreme  Council. 

Bro.  Richards  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Austin,  that  the  report  be  received  for  pre¬ 
sentation,  in  summary,  to  the  General  Session  and  to  be  included  in  the  Proceedings. 
Bro.  Lawer,  before  asking  for  any  comments,  fully  agreed  with  Bro.  Richards  remarks. 
Supreme  Council  and  Foundation  are  one  and  this  cannot  fail  to  cement  the  bond.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Bro.  Richards  added  a  few  further  comments.  He  had  received  indication  that  some 
cheques  will  be  presented  to  the  Foundation  on  Friday.  He  would  be  pleased  to  hear  if 
there  were  any  more  to  be  presented. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  the  Grand  Secretary-General  if  he  had  any  announcements  to  make. 

Bro.  Carrick  said  that  at  the  present  time,  LGC  Crosby  is  meeting  with  the 
Executive  Secretary,  Bro.  Wands,  and  the  candidates-elect,  to  welcome  them  to  this 
118th  Annual  Supreme  Council  Session.  Bro.  Carrick  went  on  to  outline  arrangements 
for  the  Supreme  Council  Dinner — seating  arrangements  for  candidates,  their  ladies, 
table  hosts,  and  those  seated  at  the  head  table  and  sub-head  tables.  Ill  .’.Bro. '.Pierre 
Phaneuf  will  speak  on  behalf  of  the  candidates. 

SGC  Lawer  called  upon  the  Grand  Marshal,  Bro.  Greer,  to  outline  the  arrange¬ 
ments  for  mustering  and  seating  of  Active  and  Past  Actives,  at  the  Vesper  Service.  No 
special  seating  has  been  designated  for  the  ladies  of  the  Active  &  Past  Active  members. 
Bro.  Dixon  asked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  if  any  thought  had  been  given  to 
having  the  ladies  accompany  the  Active  &  Past  Active  members  into  the  Sanctuary. 
Bro.  Lawer  said  it  had  been  considered  but  rejected.  Reserved  seating  for  the  ladies  was 
also  considered  but  the  logistics  made  it  impossible  to  implement. 

Bro.  Sankey  asked  to  address  the  brethren.  He  said  that,  at  a  recent  meeting  of 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton,  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  gave  an 
excellent  paper  on  the  historic  background  of  the  Rite.  Bro.  Sankey  moved,  seconded 
by  Bro.

If  the  valley  needs 
further  information,  the  Supreme  Council  office  will  advise  what  other  valleys  have 
done  recently. 
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Bro.  Barnett  asked  if  any  thought  had  been  given  to  preparing  past  presiding  offi¬ 
cers  lapel  pins.  Bro.  Lawer  said  the  subject  had  not  been  addressed,  but  it  would  be  put 
on  the  agenda  for  the  next  advisory  board  meeting. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  adjourned  the  session  until  8:30  a.m.  Friday  morning.

The  benefits  derived  from  accepting  privileges  and  assuming 
responsibilities,  that  arise  from  the  love  of  God,  are  evident  as  we  live  through  every 
event  in  life. 

In  I.  John  4:  7-11  the  Apostle  writes,  “Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another;  for  love  is 
of  God;  and  everyone  that  loveth  is  bom  of  God,  and  knoweth  God.

This  love  is  our  defense  against  fear,  ignorance,  bigotry,  self-righteousness,  or  any¬ 
thing  else  that  tries  to  violate  the  revealed  love  of  God.  The  ancient  history  of  the 
Hebrew  people,  as  recorded  in  Holy  Scripture,  should  be  read  and  interpreted  in  the 
light  of  the  glorious  truth,  God  is  love.  Indeed  we  should  apply  the  same  frame  of  mind 
when  reading  the  history  of  all  mankind  in  all  ages. 

The  mysterious  forces  of  evil  from  the  beginning  of  time  have  tried  to  distort  in  the 
human  mind  the  acceptance  of  the  perfect,  pure,  and  moral  love  of  God.  Evil  constantly 
tempts  us  with  the  false  concept,  that  we  can  control,  rather  than  submit  to  the  love  that 
is  of  God. 

The  composer  of  Psalm  103  invites  each  individual  to  bless  the  Lord  with  all  that  is 
within  us,  for  all  his  benefits  towards  us.  All  within  us  includes  temptations,  difficulties, 
as  well  as  achievements.  All  experiences  that  have  created  the  person  we  are  at  this 
moment. 

The  benefits  the  Psalmist  records  includes,  forgiveness  for  loveless  thoughts;  heal¬ 
ing  from  mental,  physical  and  spiritual  ailments;  redeeming  life  from  forces  of  destruc¬ 
tion;  crowning  us  with  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies,  so  that  our  life  is  renewed 
spiritually. 

The  Psalmist  reminds  us  that  through  Moses,  the  people  of  Israel  learned  that  the 
Lord  is  merciful,  gracious,  slow  to  anger,  and,  as  a  natural  father,  has  pity  on  his  chil¬ 
dren,  so  God  the  Father  of  mankind  has  pity  on  those  who  hold  his  name  in  reverence. 

The  dramatic  moment  in  the  life  of  Moses  was  when  he  turned  aside  to  see  why  a 
bush  was  burning  yet  not  consumed.  The  act  of  turning  his  head  and  asking  himself  the 
question,  “  Why?”  led  Moses  to  trust  and  love  the  God  of  his  forefathers,  the  God  of 
Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob. 
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Why  did  Abraham  leave  home  in  search  of  a  God  not  made  with  hands?  Why  did 
Isaac,  in  contrast  to  his  father,  find  satisfaction,  not  in  travel,  but  trying  to  live  in  peace 
beside  the  wells  dug  by  his  father?  Why  did  Jacob  attach  greater  importance  to  the  fam¬ 
ily  birthright  than  did  his  twin  brother  Esau? 

Why  do  many  religious  leaders  condemn  Masonry,  claiming  it  violates  the  word  of 
God,  while  we  as  members  of  the  fraternity  believe  the  virtues  and  principles  of  our 
craft  are  in  harmony  with  Holy  Scripture?  “Why”,  in  spiritual  terms,  can  only  be 
answered  by  personal  experience  with  the  voice  of  God. 

Moses  heard  his  name  being  called  from  the  uncreated  flame  that  is  from  all  eterni¬ 
ty  to  all  eternity.  A  flame  that  was  a  symbol  of  eternal  love  that  does  not  need  anything 
beyond  itself  to  be  sustained. 

The  voice  Moses  heard  was  the  same  voice  that  declared  before  creation,  “Let 
there  be  light”,  and  there  was  light;  the  voice  that,  subsequent  to  creation,  asked  man 
hiding  from  love  and  judgement,  ‘Where  are  you?”. 

The  prophet  Isaiah,  standing  on  the  threshold  to  the  temple  which  was  filled  with 
the  glory  of  the  Lord,  heard  the  same  voice  ask,  ‘Whom  shall  I  send  and  who  will  go 
for  us?”;  to  which  Isaiah  responded,  “Here  am  I,  send  me”. 

The  prophet  Micah  was  inspired  by  the  voice  of  God  to  declare  to  the  people  what 
the  Lord  required  from  them,  “To  do  justly,  love  mercy,  and  walk  humbly  with  thy 
God”. 

This  is  the  voice  from  heaven  that  spoke  concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  “This  is  my 
beloved  Son.  Hear  Him.” 

John  The  Divine,  while  a  prisoner  on  the  Isle  of  Patmos,  heard  the  voice  say  “I  am 
Alpha  and  Omega,  the  beginning  and  the  ending”. 

This  is  the  eternal  voice  that  cannot  be  silenced.  It  responds  to  the  cry  of  the 
oppressed  and  those  held  in  bondage.  The  voice  that  made  known  to  Moses,  “I  Am  That 
I  Am”,  will  always  be  with  you.  The  One  that  cannot  be  named,  but  can  only  be  known 
through  trial  and  tribulation,  has  triumphed  over  all  things  that  are  contrary  to  the  love 
of  God. 

There  are  those  of  us  who  can  identify  with  Moses  having  been  born  under  difficult 
and  trying  circumstances.  Others  can  identify  with  him  due  to  the  advantages  we  had  in 
education  and  opportunity  under  privileged  circumstances.  Some  of  us  may  have  to 
confess  that,  like  Moses,  we  have  used  violence  in  defense  of  someone  who  is  the  vic¬ 
tim  of  unprovoked  attack.  Each  one  of  us  turns  aside  to  see  why  certain  events  in  life 
unfold  as  they  do.  “I  Am  That  I  Am”  is  the  name  that  is  sufficient  to  make  known  to  us, 
that  the  God  of  love  and  judgement  is  in  full  control  of  the  world  He  created. 

Why  did  death  overtake  men  at  worship  in  the  temple  by  the  hands  of  Pilate's  sol¬ 
diers? 

Why  did  workers  die  under  tragic  circumstances  when  a  tower  they  were  building 
collapsed? 
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Jesus  did  not  respond  with  a  direct  answer  to  the  question  why  these  things  hap¬ 
pened.  He  made  it  clear  that  victims  of  religious,  political,  industrial  tragedies,  are  not 
worse  sinners  than  other  people.  More  important  than  why  these  things  are  allowed  to 
happen,  is  the  need  to  repent  in  our  attitude  to  such  events. 

This  vast  continent,  on  which  we  live,  is  a  beautiful  vineyard.  It  was  opened  up  by 
men  and  women  who  believed  we  live  in  a  covenant  relationship  with  God.  The  terms 
of  this  covenant  express  the  will  of  a  perfect,  pure,  and  moral  God  of  love. 

The  past  history  of  events  within  this  vineyard  is  already  under  the  judgement  and 
love  of  God.  It  is  the  present  and  future  that  should  be  our  main  concern.  While  there  is 
yet  time,  let  us  uproot  all  forms  of  immorality  in  public  and  private  life.  Get  rid  of  seeds 
of  bigotry  sown  through  religious  intolerance.  Replace  hate  among  national  groups  with 
compassion  and  understanding.  Let  us  produce  fruits  acceptable  to  the  judgement  of 
God.  This  is  true  repentance. 

Let  us  turn  aside  and  see  the  flame  that  expresses  the  covenant  love  of  God  as 
revealed  through  the  patriarchs,  prophets,  and  Jesus  Christ. 

Pray  that  the  voice  we  hear  through  our  Lord  is  the  voice  that  God  declares  to  the 
Jews,  Moslems,  and  all  mankind,  as  we  believe  there  is  but  One  Voice  of  Eternal  Love.

If  I  mention  this  deed,  it  is  surely  not  with  a  view  to  boast  about  our  good  work, 
but  to  give  a  concrete  example  of  what  can  be  accomplished  in  harmony  when  men  of 
good  will,  albeit  of  different  cultural  and  linguistic  background,  get  together  with  a 
meaningful  goal.  And  we  shall  do  it  again,  hand  in  hand.  And  there  shall  be  no  more 
fear  of  declining  membership  or  dusty  reputation.  If  this  type  of  cooperation  and  good 
will  spread,  the  Rite  will  endure  and  prosper,  for  it  shall  remain  in  motion.

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  that  there  were  guests  without,  wishing  to 
bring  greetings  to  our  118th  Annual  Session.  He  therefore  suspended  labour  in  the  33° 
in  order  that  we  may  meet  and  greet  them. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  that  Grand  MarshalX  Greer  bring  the  guests  to  the  Al^r  that  he 
may  meet  and  greet  them  there. 

Bro.  Greer  introduced  Mr.  Eric  Klein,  MLA  for  Saskatoon-Idlewyled,  representing 
the  Premier  of  Saskatchewan. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Mr.  Klein  for  finding  time  to  come  to  our  Annual  Session  to 
bring  greetings  from  the  Government  of  Saskatchewan. 

Mr.  Klein  said  how  very  pleased  he  was  to  represent  the  Premier  at  this  most  pres¬ 
tigious  gathering  of  Masons.  He  remarked  that  although  he  was  not  a  member,  he  had 
an  uncle  who  was,  and  in  preparation  for  this  visit  he  did  some  research  into  the  history

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of  Freemasonry.  He  was  very  pleased  that  we  had  chosen  to  visit  Saskatoon  for  the  first 
time  and  to  the  Province  for  the  second.  Mr.  Kline,  in  reading,  found  that  so  many  of 
the  early  leaders  were  revolutionaries  -  Garibaldi,  Simon  Bolivar,  George  Washington, 
so  many  prominent  Americans,  Roosevelt,  Truman,  Mark  Twain,  Will  Rogers,  Henry 
Ford,  Irving  Berlin,  sixteen  Premiers  of  Ontario,  and  six  Prime  Ministers  from  John  A. 
McDonald  to  John  Defienbaker.  This  places  each  of  you  in  very  distinguished  compa¬ 
ny. 

Mr.  Klein  went  on  to  say  that  he  was  surprised  to  read  that  Freemasonry  has  been 
banned  in  many  countries  and  suppressed  by  governments  of  the  extreme  right  and  left. 
He  was  pleased  to  note  that  in  spite  of  all  these  vicissitudes,  this  organization  has  sur¬ 
vived  and  thrived  because  of  its  moral  teachings,  its  religious  tolerance,  and  its  tradi¬ 
tions  of  fellowship.  Those  values  and  traditions  are  alive  and  well  at  this  conference. 
Mr.  Kline,  in  conclusion,  wished,  on  behalf  of  the  Premier  and  the  Government,  an 
enjoyable  and  happy  stay  in  Saskatoon  and  the  Province  of  Saskatchewan. 

With  these  remarks,  Mr.  Klein  was  received  with  very  warm  applause. 

Bro  Greer  presented  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Brethren,  the 
Mayor  of  Saskatoon,  Mr.  Henry  Dayday.

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  the  Mayor  to  the  Session,  thanked  him  for  the  excellent 
warm  and  friendly  reception  we  had  all  received  by  the  people  of  this  beautiful  and 
pleasant  City  of  Bridges. 

Mayor  Dayday  thanked  Bro.  Greer  and  Bro.  Lawer  for  their  very  kind  and  gracious 
remarks.  He  said  that  he  has  never  been  greeted  and  received  so  warmly  before.  In  his 
opening  remarks,  he  hesitated  as  he  was  going  to  say  “Ladies”  but  looking  around  the 
auditorium  he  saw  there  were  none  present.  He  thanked  all  for  coming  to  Saskatoon  to 
receive  and  enjoy  the  warm  hospitality  of  this  western  city.  Mr.  Dayday  hoped  we 
would  all  enjoy  the  people,  the  beauty  of  the  city,  and  its  many  attractions.  He  said  that 
the  people  make  the  city  glow  with  magic  by  their  devotion  to  the  community  and  to  its 
many  charities.  The  amount  of  volunteerism  is  outstanding.  He  said  “your  organization 
is  the  same — a  fraternity  based  on  a  brotherhood  of  caring,  concerned  people.  Together 
we  can  make  a  difference  in  this  world.” 

The  Mayor  suggested,  that  before  leaving  Saskatoon,  a  visit  to  the  heritage  park 
and  its  culture  centre,  would  be  well  worth  the  time.  In  conclusion  he  said,  “SHOP- 
SPEND-ENJOY-and  do  COME  AGAIN”. 

All  received  the  Mayor’s  remarks  warmly. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  called  upon  Bro.  Greer  to  introduce  the  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  He  also  asked  that  Bro.  Fenton,  Grand 
Treasurer-General,  join  him  in  greeting  these  Brethren. 

Bro.  Greer  presented  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  C.  Fred  Kleinknecht  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  and  his  delegates,  Bros.  David  Kruger  and  Jack  D. 
Rehberg. 
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Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  and  greeted  them  to  the  118th  Session  of  our  Supreme 
Council.  In  reminiscing,  he  said  that  the  representatives  from  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
are  our  mentors.  Years  ago,  their  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Pike  installed  our  first 
officers  in  Ottawa,  and  declared  our  Supreme  Council  to  be  duly  formed.  He  went  on  to 
say  that,  over  the  years,  we  have  come  to  know  each  of  them  as  very  close  friends  as 
well  as  our  brothers. 

In  asking  Bro.  Fenton  to  join  with  him  in  welcoming  our  Southern  Representatives, 
Bro.  Lawer  pointed  out  that  brethren  from  two  of  the  southern  states,  namely  Florida 
and  Louisiana,  have  been  ravaged  by  a  very  devastating  tropical  storm,  Hurricane 
Andrew.  On  behalf  of  the  Canadian  brethren  we  are  making  a  small  donation,  but  one 
from  the  heart,  to  aid  in  some  small  measure  of  relief.  Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  say  how 
very  generous  the  American  are  to  all  peoples,  and  this  is  just  a  small  reciprocal  gesture 
to  say,  with  a  very  full  heart,  that  we  do  care. 

Bro.  Fenton  presented  Ill  .’.Bro  .'.Kleinknecht  with  a  cheque. 

In  reply,  Bro.  Kleinknecht  said  how  very  pleased  he  was  to  receive  and  accept  the 
cheque  from  the  Canadian  brethren.  He  noted  that  in  all  his  travels  since  the  storm,  this 
was  the  first  show  of  concern  for  these  unfortunate  people,  and  it  was  Masonry  that  did 
it.  On  their  behalf  he  expressed  thanks. 

Before  returning  to  the  dias,  he  went  on  to  give  a  very  short  review  of  the  State  of 
Masonry  and  the  Rite  in  Eastern  Europe.  Bro.  Kleinknecht  said  that  his  Jurisdiction  is 
doing  whatever  it  can,  both  masonically  and  Financially,  to  help  establish  Grand  Lodges 
and  the  Rite  in  Czechoslovakia,  Yugoslavia  (which  even  now  is  falling  apart),  Poland, 
Hungary,  and  Romania.  At  the  Grand  Masters’  Conference  in  February  next,  these 
Grand  Lodges  are  expected  to  be  recognized.  Grand  Masters  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  have  supplied  funds  to  the  Masonic  Service  Association  to  support  these  Grand 
Lodges  and  Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jurisdiction  is  matching  these  funds  with  a  like 
amount  of  money  to  be  supportive  in  these  endeavours. 

Bro.  Kleinknecht,  on  behalf  of  the  other  Active  Members  accompanying  him, 
expressed  congratulations  to  the  newly-coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  He 
wished  them  well,  with  the  hope  that  they  would  thoroughly  enjoy  their  new  role.  He 
said  that  he  would  place  each  of  their  names  on  the  complimentary  list  to  receive  a  copy 
of  The  Journal  for  the  next  two  years  so  that  they  will  be  conversant  with  what  is  hap¬ 
pening  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction. 

He  went  on  to  give  a  very  short  overview  of  the  work  being  done  in  conjunction 
with  the  outstanding  help  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  in  the  Field  of  childhood  learning 
disorders,  dyslexia  and  aphasia.  Clinics  are  set  up  adjacent  to  lodge  halls.  As  well  as 
those  clinics,  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  has  two  large  hospitals  to  treat  children,  fully 
funded  by  the  Scottish  Rite. 

Bro.  Kleinknecht  went  on  to  say  that  we  are  being  attacked  most  voraciously  by  a 
member  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  a  Dr.  Holly,  who  has  denounced 
Freemasonry  as  a  cult.  The  Scottish  Rite  has  in  the  past,  ignored  these  attacks,  hoping 
that  they  would  cease,  but  they  have  not.  Supreme  Council  S.J.  has,  therefore,  mounted 
a  very  aggresive  campaign  in  defence  of  our  organization.  In  the  February  issue  of  The 
S.R.  Journal,  the  whole  theme  of  the  publication  will  be  Freemasonry  and  Religion.  He 
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was  pleased  to  report  that  one  of  the  articles  in  that  issue  will  be  by  our  Past  Grand 
Prior,  Ill  .’.Bro  .‘.The  Rev.  A.  Lome  Mackay.  Other  articles  will  be  included  from 
prominent  religious  scholars,  among  them  Dr.  Norman  Vincent  Peale.  This  publication 
is  going  to  be  sent  to  all  Southern  Baptists  if  a  mailing  list  of  their  members  can  be 
secured.  “It  behooves  us  to  let  those  congregations  know  where  our  organization  stands 
and  for  what  we  stand.  We  have  permitted  this  smear  campaign  to  go  on  too  long.  We 
must  stand  up  and  be  counted.” 

In  conclusion,  he  noted  how  much  he  and  his  brethren  had  enjoyed  these  sessions 
over  the  years  and  extended  sincere  congratulation  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Lawer,  his  officers,  and  members  of  Supreme  Council  for  continued  success  in  the 
years  ahead,  and  he  again  thanked  Supreme  Council  for  its  generosity. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  called  upon  Bro.  Greer  to  present  the  delegation 
from  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  Bro.  Bennett,  our  representative  to  the  N.M.J.,  to  assist  him  in 
greeting  these  brethren. 

Bro.  Greer  presented  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Alfred  E.  Rice,  representing 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Francis  G.  Paul,  who  was  unable  to  attend  due  to  ill 
health,  and  the  delegates,  Bros.  Stanley  F.  Maxwell  and  Sidney  R.  Baxter. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Greer  for  the  introduction  and  extended  greetings  to  Bro. 
Rice  representing  Bro.  Paul  and  extended  through  him  our  very  best  wishes  for  a  speedy 
recovery,  noting  that  he  and  other  members  of  our  Supreme  Council  hoped  to  meet  and 
greet  him  at  the  N.M.J.  Annual  Session  in  Chicago  later  in  the  month. 

Bro.  Lawer  warmly  greeted  Bro.  Maxwell,  one  of  our  favourite  visitors  to  our 
Sessions. 

To  Bro.  Sidney  R.  Baxter,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  extended  a  very 
special  welcome  on  this  occasion  for  he  is  presenting  to  him,  on  behalf  of  the  Officers 
and  Members  of  Supreme  Council,  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  Certificate  and 
Jewel,  proposed  and  voted  unanimously  by  all  present.  Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  say  that 
Bro.  Baxter  has  been  a  loyal  friend  to  this  Supreme  Council  for  many  years  and  a 
source  of  help  to  all  jurisdictions  throughout  the  world.  The  honour  is  long  overdue. 
Bro.  Baxter  is  the  first  brother  who  is  not  a  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  receive  this 
honour  from  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada.  He  asked  Bro.  Gordon  Bennett  to  assist 
him  in  this  presentation. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  noted  how  pleased  he  was  to  now  greet,  Bro. 
Baxter  as  one  of  us,  and  also  that  this  presentation  was  to  include  Bro.  Baxter’s  lovely 
wife  Mona. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Rice  to  say  a  few  words. 

Bro.  Rice  said  how  pleased  he  was  to  have  been  asked  by  Bro.  Paul  to  accompany 
him  to  this  Session,  and  was  doubly  pleased  when  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Paul 
asked  if  he  would  represent  him.  Bro.  Rice  said  Bro.  Paul  did  not  let  him  come  to 
Canada  without  a  safety  net,  as  he  sent  the  two  most  knowledgable  masons  in  the 
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N.M  J.,  namely  Bros.  Maxwell  and  Baxter,  to  keep  him  out  of  trouble.  Bro.  Rice  con¬ 
gratulated  Bro.  Lawer  on  the  excellent  quality  of  the  work  he  had  witnessed  and  the 
wholehearted  dedication  and  commitment  of  the  Supreme  Council  officers.  He  went  on 
to  congratulate  the  local  committee  for  the  expertise  they  have  shown  in  organizing  this 
Session.  Bro.  Rice  said  he  had  been  involved  with  the  organization  of  two  Sessions  in 
Cleveland  and  is  fully  aware  of  the  time  and  effort  that  is  spent  in  preparing  for  a 
Supreme  Council  Session.  He  awarded  full  marks  to  the  Saskatoon  Committee. 

Bro.  Greer  presented  another  guest  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Officers 
and  Brethren  present,  in  the  person  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Jean-Pierre 
Grenier  of  Switzerland.  Bro.  Lawer  was  pleased  when  he  learned  that  Bro.  Grenier  was 
able  to  be  with  us  again  in  Saskatoon,  after  having  been  present  when  he  assumed  his 
office  in  Thunder  Bay  last  year.  He  was  especially  pleased,  as  this  Supreme  Council  has 
a  special  presentation  to  make  to  Bro.  Grenier.  He  asked  Bro.  N.  R.  Richards,  our  repre¬ 
sentative  to  Switzerland,  to  join  him  on  the  floor  to  assist  with  the  presentation.  He 
commented  that  no  Honorary  Memberships  have  been  presented  for  some  time,  but 
today  he  was  delighted  to  present  this  Certificate  of  Honorary  Membership  and  Jewel  to 
Bro.  Grenier,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  Switzerland.  The  presentation  was  greet¬ 
ed  with  hearty  applause.  Bro.  Grenier,  in  accepting  this  membership,  said  that,  ever 
since  he  was  a  young  boy  playing  hockey  in  his  native  Switzerland,  he  had  dreamed  of 
coming  to  Canada  one  day,  and  to  discover  this  beautiful  country.  Once,  when  visiting 
New  York,  he  tried  to  visit  Canada,  crossing  at  Niagara  Falls,  but  he  did  not  have  an 
entry  visa.  Last  year  at  Thunder  Bay,  he  was  successful,  and  discovered  a  lively 
Supreme  Council  with  magnificent  brethren,  who  accepted  him  as  if  he  had  always 
been  with  them. 

“This  presentation  surpasses  everything.  The  perfection  of  your  organization,  the 
warmth  of  your  hospitality — words  escape  me  in  expressing  my  delight  in  being  able  to 
spend  a  few  day  with  you.  I  cannot  let  this  moment  pass  without  presenting,  to  your 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  a  Masonic  watch  designed  by  one  of  our  Brethren  in 
Switzerland,  with  the  hope  that  he  will  enjoy  wearing  it.  I  remind  him  and  all  of  you,  of 
the  forthcoming  World  Conference  of  Supreme  Councils  to  be  held  in  Lausanne, 
Switzerland  in  1995.”  Bro.  Grenier  hoped  that  many  would  keep  that  date  in  mind  when 
making  their  plans  for  May- June  1995. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Grenier,  most  sincerely,  for  his  very  kind  words,  and  for 
the  beautiful  gift. 

Bro  Greer  then  introduced  and  presented  to  the  brethren,  Mohamad  H.  Moshiri, 
Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  of  Iran-in-Exile,  Grand  Representative  of  this  Supreme 
Council,  and  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iran-in-Exile. 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  him  on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council. 

Bro.  Moshiri,  speaking  on  behalf  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Parviz 
Yeganegi,  said  that  previous  commitments  prevented  his  Commander  from  being  pre¬ 
sent,  but  he  extended  warm  fraternal  greetings  to  all  with  the  hope  that  Bro.  Lawer 
would  have  a  very  successful  conference.  Bro.  Moshiri,  before  resuming  his  seat,  in 
referring  to  the  remarks  of  Bro.  Kleinknecht,  expressed  his  hope  that  the  aid  that  was 
being  extended  to  Eastern  Europe  would  also  some  day  help  Fan  establish  his  Grand 
Lodge  and  Supreme  Council  once  again  in  his  country. 
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Bro.  Greer  presented  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan,  Most 
Worshipful  Bro.  Donald  D.  McDonald. 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  the  Grand  Master  to  our  Session  and  said  how  pleased  we 
were  to  be  meeting  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  asked  him  to  say  a  few  words. 

M.W.Bro.  McDonald  thanked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  very  kind 
remarks,  and  for  the  gracious  hospitality  shown  him  and  his  wife  Elaine.  He  congratu¬ 
lated  the  newly-coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General  and  hoped  that  our  118th 
Annual  Session  would  be  a  great  success. 

The  Potentate  of  Wawa  Temple,  Ill.  Sir  Ronald  H.  Robinson,  was  then  presented  to 
the  brethren. 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  the  Potentate  on  behalf  of  all  present,  saying  we  were  all 
conversant  with  all  the  good  works  that  the  Shrine  carries  out.  In  reply,  Bro.  Robinson 
noted  how  very  pleased  he  was  to  be  invited  to  be  among  the  members  of  Supreme 
Council.  He  wished  for  us  a  successful  Session  and  a  safe  return  to  our  homes.  Bro. 
Robinson  remarked  that  he  was  now  more  appreciative  of  Supreme  Council  than  he  had 
been,  because  of  meeting  the  men  being  coroneted.  He  more  fully  understood  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  the  men  receiving  this  honour  and  their  dedicated  devotion  to  the  Order. 

Bro.  Robinson  expressed  an  opinion  that  sitting  at  our  luncheon  and  banquet  tables, 
the  conversation  is  the  same  as  at  a  Shrine  Meeting: 

-Why  are  our  sons  not  joining,  and  what  can  we  do  about  it? 

-Rite  and  Shrine  members  are  each  proud  of  their  philanthropies. 

“The  Shrines  commitment  was  brought  home  to  me  just  15  weeks  ago,  when  I  tele¬ 
phoned  our  Bums  Unit  in  Cincinnati  regarding  a  young  2-1/2  year  old  girl  who  had  suf¬ 
fered  bums  to  69%  of  her  body.  A  plane  was  sent  to  Saskatoon,  to  pick  her  up.  I  was 
most  impressed  with  the  professional  manner  with  which  the  team  handled  the  child  and 
her  parents.  Three  weeks  ago,  I  welcomed  the  little  girl  and  her  parents  back  to 
Saskatoon,  but  she  will  require  further  treatment  for  15  years,  to  which  the  Shrine  is 
committed.” 

“Thank  you  Bro.  Lawer  for  allowing  me  to  say  these  few  words.  I  thank  you  on 
behalf  of  my  wife  Pat  and  myself  for  your  very  generous  and  gracious  hospitality.” 

Bro.  Greer  then  presented  Most  Excellent  Companion  Lome  Kingston,  Grand  First 
Principal,  The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Saskatchewan. 

Bro.  Lawer  remarked  how  pleased  he  was  to  welcome  Bro.  Kingston,  representing 
the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Saskatchewan,  into  our  Session,  commenting  that  joining  the 
several  bodies  of  Masonry  in  these  gatherings  is  so  beneficial  to  all.  Bro.  Kingston 
replied  that  he  was  pleased  to  bring  greetings  from  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  expressed  his 
thanks  to  Supreme  Council  for  the  very  kind  invitation,  and  for  the  pleasure  in  sharing 
these  pleasant  days  with  all  the  brethren.  He  and  his  wife  are  thoroughly  enjoying  all  of 
the  activities. 
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Bro.  Greer  presented  Most  Ill.  Knight  Companion  Bert  A.  Mennie,  Grand 
Sovereign  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada  of  the  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  of 
Constantine,  and  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  in  greeting  Bro.  Mennie,  said  how  delighted  he  was 
that  this  Session  has  been  graced  by  his  presence.  Bro.  Mennie  had  been  a  mentor  to 
Bro.  Lawer  and  an  inspiration  to  all  masons  who  know  him,  because  he  has  dedicated 
himself  to  so  many  Masonic  organizations.  Such  tireless  devotion  is  a  motivation  for 
all.  Bro.  Lawer  was  looking  forward  to  being  present  at  the  Session  of  the  Grand 
Imperial  Conclave  ten  days  hence,  and  he  hoped  Bro.

Bro.  Mennie,  in  approaching  the  podium,  quipped  -  “little  men  get  hidden  behind 
such  lecterns  as  these”,  he  continued,  saying  that  two  days  before  leaving  Ontario  to 
attend  this  Session,  he  was  invited  to  another  Conference  of  Bald-Headed  Men  in  North 
Carolina.  While  being  qualified  to  attend,  he  thought  that  those  25,000  bald-headed 
men,  attending,  were  perhaps  not  quite  as  enthusiastic  as  those  attending  this  Session  in 
Saskatoon.  The  figure  25,000  brings  to  mind  the  attendance  of  25,000  at  the  275th 
Anniversary  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  held  in  London  this  year,  the  dele¬ 
gates  coming  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  He  heard  of  this  conference  when  attending  a 
meeting  in  Kingston,  Jamaica,  with  Bro.  Bert  Mortlock.  Also  present  was  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  England  R.W.  Bro.  Col.  Ian  Bryce,  who,  when  he  was  the  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  Yorkshire  North  and  East  ridings,  commissioned  a  study  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  Masonry  in  Yorkshire.  It  is  a  very  definitive  study,  widely  read,  and  I  have  heard 
many  of  you  quote  from  it.  It  recommended  more  openness  in  Masonry  and  more  fami¬ 
ly  involvement,  to  mention  but  two  points.  Since  Craft  Masonry  is  the  basis  of  all  our 
various  bodies,  I  was  so  delighted  to  see  that,  for  the  representative  candidate,  you 
chose  a  brother  who  next  year  will  be  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Saskatchewan,  Bro.  John  P.  Brooks.  How  can  our  fraternity  not  prosper  when  we  have 
put  our  organization  in  such  faithful  and  dedicated  hands.  “Thank  you  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  for  the  warmth  of  your  hospitality  to  my  wife  Joyce  and  myself.” 

The  Grand  Marshal  presented  Most  Eminent  Knight  David  B.  Turner,  Supreme 
Grand  Master  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Priory  of  The  United  Order  of  Malta  and  The 
Temple. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  that  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  be  associated 
with  Bro.  Turner  and  The  Knights  Templar  for  many  years.  Bro.  Lawer  is  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  Session  in  Peterborough  later  this  year.  Bro.  Turner’s  term,  which  is  draw¬ 
ing  to  a  close,  has  been  a  most  successful  one,  both  for  him  and  his  excellent  team  of 
officers. 

Bro.  Turner  replied  that  his  wife  is  continually  reminding  him  of  that  fact,  particu¬ 
larly  the  point  that  there  is  nothing  more  past  than  a  Past  Grand  Master.  Never-the-less, 
having  said  that,  there  are  many  more  challenges  in  Masonry  and  he  is  looking  forward 
to  enjoying  them.  He  congratulated  the  newly-coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General 
with  the  hope  that  this  great  honour  will  inspire  all  of  them  to  work  with  greater  effort 
for  the  benefit  of  our  great  fraternity.  Bro.  Turner  thanked  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  for  importing  this  excellent  weather  from  British  Columbia  for  the  Session.

ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  this  Supreme  Council  confer  upon  its  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  certain  rights  and  powers.  These  rights  and  powers  are  paralleled 
with  duties  and  responsibilities. 

One  of  these  obligations  requires  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  present  at 
the  Annual  Session  a  written  Allocution,  enumerating  all  rulings  made,  permissions  and 
dispensations  granted,  and  important  official  acts  done  during  the  year.  As  well,  he  is 
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charged  with  recommending  the  legislation  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
continued  welfare  of  the  Rite. 

In  addition  to  the  specific  authority  conferred  upon  him,  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  may  do  all  other  acts  and  perform  all  other  duties  as,  in  his  judgment,  the 
interests  of  the  Rite  may  require.  At  the  Annual  Session  next  succeeding,  he  is  to  report 
the  same  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  confirmation.  For  every  action,  he  is  responsible  to 
the  Supreme  Council. 

One  of  the  duties  of  his  office  requires  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  preside 
at  the  Annual  Session.  This  duty  is  transformed  into  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  when 
one  has  the  opportunity  of  presiding  in  the  attractive  surroundings  in  which  we  meet 
this  morning. 

The  Illustrated  Dictionary  of  Place  Names  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  informs 
us  that  Saskatoon  derives  from  an  Indian  word  for  the  name  of  a  local  red  berry. 

Of  particular  interest  to  me  as  a  native  Torontonian  is  the  fact  that  Saskatoon  was 
named  in  1883  by  one  John  N.  Lake  of  the  Temperance  Colonization  Society  of  Toronto. 

The  sobriety  of  these  pioneers  is  amply  illustrated  by  the  magnificent  location  cho¬ 
sen  for  their  settlement  on  the  banks  of  the  South  Saskatchewan  River.  Here  they,  their 
descendants,  and  the  thousands  of  persons  who  joined  them,  have  built  this  attractive 
community  where  the  prairie  ends  and  the  parkland  of  the  north-country  begins.  Today, 
this  city,  with  some  200,000  inhabitants,  is  in  the  centre  of  Canada’s  greatest  wheat 
growing  area  and  of  half  the  world’s  potash  reserves. 

Saskatoon  is  magic  they  say.  I  am  sure,  as  I  welcome  you  to  this  118th  Annual 
Session,  that  the  city  will  cast  its  spell  over  all  of  us  so  that  we  will  be  inspired  in  our 
formal  deliberations  and  charmed  in  our  social  activities. 

The  General  Chairman,  R.  Neil  Matheson,  33°,  his  committee  chairmen,  and  mem¬ 
bers  have  laboured  tirelessly  and  well  to  insure  that  all  our  requirements  and  wishes 
would  be  accommodated.  The  success  of  their  endeavours  is  already  evident.  We  com¬ 
pliment  them  on  their  achievements.  I  do  know  something  of  the  dreaming,  the  plan¬ 
ning,  and  the  real  hard  work  required  to  produce  a  successful  convention,  and  I  know, 
and  they  know,  their  work  is  far  from  over.  But  I  am  persuaded  that  when  their  task  is 
finished,  they  will  look  back  with  pride  on  what  they  have  accomplished  and  be  confi¬ 
dent  that  our  expression  of  appreciation  is  both  sincere  and  well-deserved. 

We  know  that  life  without  friends  is  worthless.  Our  lives  have  been  enormously 
enriched  by  our  friends — our  brethren — who  have  accepted  our  invitation  to  participate 
with  us  in  this  Annual  Session.  We  welcome  them,  we  thank  them  for  coming,  and  we 
hope  they  will  experience  both  profit  and  pleasure  as  the  result  of  their  presence  among 
us.

On  the  recommendation  of  Ill . \Bro.\ Gerald  A.  Chaulk,  33°,  Deputy  for  New 
Brunswick,  I  granted  permission,  with  the  stipulations  as  noted  thereon,  to  Saint  John 
Lodge  of  Perfection  to  have  family  and  friends  attend  the  Installation  Ceremonies  on 
February  10,  1992. 

Again  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick,  I 
granted  permission,  with  the  stipulations  noted  thereon,  to  Harington  Sovereign  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix  to  have  families  and  friends  attend  the  re-lighting  ceremonies,  followed 
by  Easter  morning  breakfast  on  April  19,  1992. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  33°,  Deputy  for 
British  Columbia,  I  granted  permission  for  him  to  issue  his  dispensation,  pursuant  to 
Article  89(b)  of  the  Statutes,  waiving  the  interval  between  degrees  to  permit  Bro.

On  February  28,  1992,  I  issued  my  Dispensation  constituting  Wilfred  C.  Blinch, 
33°,  Michael  K.  Calli,  33°,  and  Ean  H.  Gower,  33°,  their  associates  and  successors,  into 
a  Lodge  of  Perfection  14°  A.  &  A.  S.  R.,  to  be  known  and  carried  on  by  the  name  of 
Skeena  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  the  City  of  Prince  Rupert,  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia. 

Bro.  John  Craddock  received  the  14°  in  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  just  prior  to 
being  transferred  to  New  York  by  his  employer,  Air  Canada.  He  and  his  wife,  both 
Canadian  citizens,  always  planned  to  return  to  Winnipeg  to  resume  residence  in  the 
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home  they  continued  to  own  there.  Bro.  Craddock  is  now  retired  but  the  couple’s  return 
to  Winnipeg  has  been  delayed  as  a  result  of  a  health  problem  suffered  by  Mrs. 
Craddock.  Bro.  Craddock  has  applied  to  join  Bethesda  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and 
Manitoba  Sovereign  Consistory,  both  located  in  Winnipeg.  Ill.'.  Bro  .'.James  C.  Bassey, 
33°,  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  sought  my  dispensation  to  permit  him  to  do  so.  I  was  person¬ 
ally  prepared  to  grant  my  dispensation.  However,  Article  72(c)  of  our  Statutes  provides 
“If  the  applicant  has  his  permanent  residence  in  a  foreign  Jurisdiction,  no  action  shall  be 
taken  on  his  application  until  a  waiver  of  the  foreign  Jurisdiction  has  been  obtained  by 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  this  SUPREME  COUN¬ 
CIL”.  While  in  the  circumstances  I  questioned  whether  it  could  be  said  that  Bro. 
Craddock  had  his  permanent  residence  in  New  York,  nevertheless,  even  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  our  Statutes,  I  did  not  wish  to  do  anything  which  would  appear  to  be  an 
encroachment  upon  another  Jurisdiction.  I  therefore  sought,  and  obtained,  a  formal 
waiver  of  jurisdiction  from  Ill.  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  I  express  my  appreciation  to 
him  for  his  courtesy  in  granting  this  waiver. 

On  the  recommendation  of  our  respective  Deputies,  Ill.  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°,  and  I 
were  very  pleased  to  give  our  consent  to  the  visit  on  April  3  and  4,  1992  of  Barrie 
Consistory  to  Cambridge,  Ohio,  to  exemplify  the  23. 

Again  on  the  recommendation  of  our  respective  Deputies,  Ill.  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°, 
and  I  were  very  pleased  to  consent  to  Ill.  Carlton  A.  Winchester,  33°,  currently  Deputy 
for  New  York,  being  the  speaker  at  the  1992  Fall  Reunion  Banquet  of  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  in  Hamilton. 

RULINGS 

In  response  to  a  long-outstanding  request  from  Ill.'.Bro.'.Parviz  Yeganegi,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Iran-in-Exile,  I  was  pleased 
to  rule  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  has  no  objection  to  Members  of  Bodies 
under  our  Jurisdiction  residing  in  Canada  applying  for  membership  also  in  a  Body 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  of  Iran-in-Exile. 

I  respectfully  request  that  this  Ruling  be  adopted  by  this  Supreme  Council  at  this 
Annual  Session. 

Article  73  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  provides  very  clearly 
that  “No  Constituent  Body  or  member  of  such  Body  shall  recognize  as  a  member  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  any  person  whose  permanent  residence  is  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  SUPREME  COUNCIL  who  shall,  while  so  permanently  resident, 
receive  the  degrees  in  some  other  Jurisdiction,  without  first  having  obtained  the  consent 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  commander  of  this  SUPREME  COUNCIL”. 

It  has  come  to  my  attention  that,  despite  the  clarity  of  expression  of  Article  73,  a 
number  of  Masons  whose  permanent  residence  is,  and  at  all  relevant  times  was,  in 
Canada,  have  proceeded  on  their  own  initiative  and  without  even  seeking,  let  alone 
obtaining,  the  consent  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  this  Supreme  Council,  to 
receive  degrees  in  some  other  Jurisdiction. 
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In  my  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  throughout 
Canada  require  me  to  rule,  as  I  now  do,  that  Article  73  is  to  be  strictly  enforced  Any 
Mason  who  has  received  degrees  in  contravention  of  Article  73  is  not  to  be  recognized 
in  this  Jurisdiction  as  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  and  is  pre¬ 
cluded  from  admission,  whether  as  a  visitor  or  otherwise,  to  any  Constituent  Body 
owing  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

I  respectfully  request  that  this  Ruling  be  adopted  by  this  Supreme  Council  at  this 
Annual  Session. 

ORDER  OF  DE  MOLAY 

I  was  very  pleased  to  read  in  the  Report  of  Ill  .'.Bro.*. Gerald  A.  Chaulk,  33°, 
Deputy  for  New  Brunswick,  that  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  the  sponsoring 
Body  for  the  newly  formed  Phil  Drader  Coronation  Chapter  Order  of  De  Molay.  This 
Chapter,  named  in  honour  of  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Phil  Drader,  32°,  Past  Commander-in-Chief  of 
New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory,  a  former  De  Molay  Dad,  is  the  only  Chapter 
active  in  Atlantic  Canada. 

I  join  with  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Chaulk  in  wishing  them  and  their  advisors,  many  of  who  are 
Members  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  every  success. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  on  a  number  of  occasions  while  attending  Annual 
Meetings  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  to 
meet,  and  to  listen  to,  addresses  delivered  by  Grand  Masters  of  the  International 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay.  Without  exception  I  have  been  greatly 
impressed  by  the  calibre  of  these  young  men,  and  by  the  International  Master 
Councillors  who  advise  them. 

Last  February  I  was  honoured  to  be  invited  to  be  a  head  table  guest  at  the  Frank 
Land  Breakfast  hosted  in  honour  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay  by  the  Imperial  Council  of 
the  Shrine  for  North  America  at  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  North  America  in 
Crystal  City,  Virginia. 

A  dozen  years  ago,  on  the  occasion  of  the  XII  International  Conference  of  Supreme 
Councils  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  I  stood  with  head  respectfully  bowed  before  the  stile 
erected  to  the  memory  of  Jacques  De  Molay  on  the  lie  du  Vert  Galant  in  the  Seine  in 
Paris,  France.  It  is  most  Fitting  that  today’s  order  of  youth  should  be  named  in  honour  of 
the  last  Grand  Master  of  the  Knights  Templar. 

Last  May,  in  Istanbul,  I  sat  at  dinner  with  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Alberto  Mansur,  33°,  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Brazil  and  an  Honorary 
Member  of  our  Supreme  Council,  and  listened  as  he  spoke  of  his  work  as  Grand  Master 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Order  of  De  Molay  of  Brazil.  Recently  in  a  letter  he 
wrote  to  me,  he  said  “If  we  want  to  build  a  better  future  for  mankind  the  best  way  is 
preparing  our  youth,  making  them  able  to  substitute  for  us,  and  so,  as  real  leaders  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Masonic  ideal,  they  will  be  able  to  guide  our  world  to  a  new  time  of 
Peace,  Harmony  and  Prosperity”. 

I  heartily  endorse  his  words,  and  I  recommend  that  the  Supreme  Council  authorize 
the  establishment  of  a  special  committee  to  consider  and  to  report  to  the  1993  Annual 
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Session  how  the  Scottish  Rite  can  encourage  and  support  the  Order  of  De  Molay  in 
Canada. 

THE  SUPREME  COUNCILLOR 

I  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Members  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Supreme  Councillor,  and  especially  to  the  Chairman,  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°, 
for  the  very  fine  edition — Edition  No.  44 — which  was  issued  in  November  1991.  The 
importance  of  the  Supreme  Councillor  cannot  be  overstated  since,  as  I  mentioned  in  my 
Message  in  it,  it  is  the  only  vehicle  of  communication  from  the  Supreme  Council  to 
each  and  every  Member  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada. 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

Although  separately  chartered,  the  Members  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable

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FRIDAY  AFTERNOON  SEPTEMBER  11, 1992 
GENERAL  SESSION 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  called  the  afternoon  General  Session 
to  order  at  2:00  p.m.  in  the  Commonwealth  Ballroom,  Holiday  Inn. 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  all  the  brethren  to  the  afternoon  session  after  having  enjoyed 
a  very  delicious  luncheon.  He  went  on  to  say  that  the  format  of  the  meeting  will  be  as  in 
past  years,  a  lively  discussion  of  questions  and  concerns  of  the  brethren.  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Gordon  Bennett  will  chair  the  “Question  and  Answer  Period”. 

Bro.  Bennett  thanked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  again  allowing  him  the 
privilege  of  conducting  this  period  of  our  session. 

Bro.  Bennett  explained  to  the  newly-coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General  that, 
at  these  sessions,  there  is  a  preponderance  of  Honorary  Members,  who  cannot  partici¬ 
pate.  All  the  business  and  discussion  is  conducted  by  the  Active  and  Past  Active 
Members,  without  any  participation  by  the  majority  of  those  present.  Because  of  this 
imbalance,  it  was  thought  that  this  Question  and  Answer  period  would  correct  this  situ¬ 
ation.  During  lunch,  Bro.  Bennett  said  some  of  the  guests  asked  if  they  could  partici¬ 
pate,  with  a  question  or  two  and  also  answer  some  questions  proposed  by  our  brethren, 
in  the  light  of  their  experience  in  their  jurisdiction.  Bro.  Bennett  was  delighted  to  reply 
in  the  affirmative. 

As  this  session  is  of  a  very  informal  nature,  one  is  not  quite  aware  just  where  the 
questions  will  lead  us,  but  Bro.  Bennett  hoped  that  this  session  would  be  equally  as 
entertaining  as  the  previous  ones  have  been. 

Bro.  Bennett  said  that  since  no  questions  have  been  submitted  to  him  from  any  of 
the  Deputies,  we  do  not  have  any  queries  with  which  to  prime  this  discussion  and  that 
perhaps  the  Question  Period  was  already  over.  He  thought,  however,  that  there  would 
be  lots  of  activity  from  the  floor. 

Question-Ill /.Bro. ‘.Norman  Stanley,  Fraser  Valley,  sunny  British  Columbia 

Why  are  the  candidates  excluded  from  the  openings  of  the  degrees,  except  the  4°, 
when  the  brethren  have  taken  so  much  time  to  prepare  the  work?  Why  should  the  candi¬ 
date  be  excluded?  If  the  situation  could  be  corrected,  an  addendum  could  be  added  to 
the  degree  book. 

Answer-Bro.  Charles  Sankey,  Chairman  of  The  Ritual  Committee 

Bro.  Sankey  stated  he  was  so  glad  the  question  had  been  raised,  and  that  he  is  in 
full  agreement  that  the  candidates  should  be  in  the  lodge.  The  latest  revision  of  the  5th 
degree  states  that  when  the  question  is  asked  “Are  all  present  masons  of  this  degree?”, 
the  answer  is,  “Yes,  except  members  of  the  class”.  Bro.  Carrick  interjected  that,  at  the 
33°  presentation,  the  candidates  were  originally  excluded  from  the  opening,  but  at  the 
insistence  of  the  candidates,  they  were  admitted  and  have  been  ever  since.  Bro.  Bennett 
said  there  is  much  support  for  the  answer  Bro.  Sankey  has  given,  and  he  thanked  Bro. 
Stanley  for  bringing  this  relevant  question  to  our  notice. 
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Question-Ill  ,.\Bro.\  Eton  Masked,  City  of  Champions,  Valley  of  Edmonton. 

Calgary  Brethren  please  take  note. 

Bro.  Maskel  commented  that  he  received,  from  the  Supreme  Council  Office,  the 
Supreme  Councillor  and  the  Foundation  Newsletter  at  the  same  time.  Sending  these  two 
items  with  their  notice,  which  is  already  bulky,  increases  their  postage.  Can  these  publi¬ 
cations  be  staggered?  Bro.  Bennett  said  that  was  an  excellent  question. 

Answer-Bro.  Greer,  Editor  of  The  Supreme  Councillor 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  reduce  the  size  and  also  to  print  it  on  lighter  weight  paper, 
which  might  help  the  situation.  Bro.  Greer  also  asked  how  many  secretaries  and  regis¬ 
trars  use  a  #9  or  #10  envelope.  He  said  it  is  easier  to  stuff  the  Councillor  if  folded  to  be 
put  in  a  #10  and  easier  to  be  put  through  a  postage  meter.  This  is  the  arrangement  our 
printer  would  prefer. 

Question-Ill.’.  Bro  .‘.Bill  Smith,  Valley  of  Winnipeg 

At  the  present  time,  our  nominations  of  candidates,  for  the  degree  of  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  is  predicated  on  the  formula  of  4  honoraries  for  every  50  Lodge  of 
Perfection  members.  In  order  to  honour  more  members  could  this  formula  be  changed 
to  one  honorary  for  every  35  Lodge  of  Perfection  members? 

Answer-Bro.  Bennett. 

Bro.  Smith,  this  subject  has  been  raised  on  many  occasions,  with  no  definitive 
answer  being  arrived  at.  There  have  even  been  suggestions  of  a  supplementary  award, 
instead  of  an  Honourary  33°,  with  no  conclusive  answer.  Perhaps  at  the  Advisory  Board 
it  should  be  discussed  again. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  offered  a  few  comments  on  Bro.  Smith’s  ques¬ 
tion.  He  said  the  problem,  in  Manitoba,  is  a  question  of  candidates.  Because  one  in  fifty 
works  very  well  in  Ontario,  in  fact,  we  have  a  surplus  of  members.  It  goes  back  to 
another  subject  that  has  been  discussed,  that  of  commuted  membership.  In  my  valley  we 
do  not  lose  any  members  from  suspensions  or  non-payment  of  dues,  because  our  dues 
are  commuted.  While  our  membership  is  dropping  because  our  deaths  are  exceeding  our 
initiations,  this  is  really  where  the  problem  originates.  I  might  also  say  that  only  about 
20%  of  the  Canadian  masons  are  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  so  we  have  a  very  fertile 
field  to  harvest.  ‘When  everybody  is  somebody,  nobody  is  anybody.”  Its  always  been  a 
very  special  thing  when  one  becomes  a  33°  mason.  When  every  one  is  a  33°,  there  is 
nothing  special  about  it.  In  spite  of  what  I  have  just  said,  this  subject  will  again  be  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  Advisory  Board.  Bro.  Bill  your  question  will  not  be  ignored. 

Question-Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Don  Ross,  Valley  of  Montreal 

May  I  enquire  how  the  Supreme  Council  office  computer  programme  is  proceed¬ 
ing.  We  in  Montreal  have  initiated  quite  an  extensive  programme  and  were  curious  as  to 
whether  there  is  consistency  throughout  the  valleys  across  Canada. 


Answer-Grand  Secretary-General. 
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We  are  making  some  progress.  We  have  no  definite  knowledge  as  to  the  number  of 
valleys  that  are  computerized,  but  some  are.  The  Supreme  Council  office  has  notified 
the  valleys,  that  have  enquired,  as  to  what  equipment  we  have  so  that  theirs  could  be 
compatible,  for  the  exchanging  of  diskettes.  This  has  occurred  since  this  project  was 
started.  Some  valleys  have  found  that  their  numbers  are  less  than  they  had  previously 
thought,  to  the  determent  of  our  coffers. 

Bro.  Ross  said  the  membership  programme  being  used  by  the  Valley  of  Montreal  is 
available  to  anyone  that  wants  it! 

Question-Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.John  Saunders,  from  the  Valley  of  the  City  of  Champions, 
Edmonton. 

In  the  Allocution  this  morning,  Bro.  Lawer  mentioned  the  fact  that  some  valleys 
allow  family  and  friends  to  attend  Easter  Ceremonies,  and  Installation  Ceremonies.  Are 
there  conditions  or  certain  restrictions  set  by  Supreme  Council  for  this  to  take  place,  and 
perhaps  recommended? 

Bro.  Bennett  said  there  were  several  brethren  who  wished  to  reply  to  the  question. 

Answer #1-111  .‘.Bro .‘.Marquis,  Deputy  for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island  & 
Newfoundland. 

All  of  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  in  his  jurisdiction  allow  families  and  non-masons 
to  attend  the  Easter  Ceremonies,  with  the  provision  the  chapter  will  not  be  opened  or 
closed  in  the  presence  of  guests,  nor  will  there  be  any  Table  Ceremony.  At  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  the  ceremony  all  masons  and  non- masons  will  retire  together.  It  works  very  well 

As  regards  to  the  Installation  Ceremony,  in  his  jurisdiction,  an  open  installation  has 
been  conducted  only  once.  The  installation  is  separate  for  each  of  the  three  bodies, 
lodge,  chapter,  and  consistory.  In  each,  it  is  opened  and  then  recessed  for  guests  to  be 
admitted.  There  are  no  signs,  tokens,  or  words.  The  families  who  had  never  heard  the 
charges  were  most  impressed,  not  realizing  the  importance  of  the  chair  their  loved  one 
was  assuming.  Bro.  Marquis  went  on  to  say  he  would  not  recommend  that  it  be  con¬ 
ducted  for  friends  and  family  every  year  but  occasionally. 

Answer  #2-111.*. Bro  .‘.Chaulk,  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick 

Regarding  the  semi-public  installations  that  have  been  held  in  St.  John  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  on  three  occasions,  and  one  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  before  holding  these 
meetings,  it  was  felt  that  they  would  generate  some  interest  in  joining  the  Rite  from  the 
guests  present.  Unfortunately,  there  were  more  family  members  present  then  outsiders. 
It  did  however  show  the  families  where  their  loving  husbands  spent  so  much  time,  the 
beautiful  Red  Room  in  St.  John  where  we  meet,  and  the  work  that  is  done  there. 
Stipulations  are  very  similar  to  what  Bro.  Marquis  has  stated.  It  is  an  inspiration,  not 
only  to  the  installing  team,  but  to  the  officers  to  have  those  guests  with  us,  and  I  would 
recommend  we  continue. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  one  guest  would  care  to  reply  to  this  question. 

Answer  #3-111  .‘.Bro.*.  Alfred  C.  Rice,  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 
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Thank  you  Bro.  Bennett.  Speaking  from  my  experience  in  the  Valley  of  Cincinnati, 
there  are  15000  members  encompassing  four  bodies  in  this  valley,  i.e.  lodge,  council, 
chapter  and  consistory.  We  do  have  open  installations  every  other  year.  It  is  a  very 
interesting  installation,  followed  by  music,  dinner,  and  a  programme  of  entertainment.  It 
concludes  by  8:30  in  the  evening.  The  benefits  that  the  valley  derives  are  invaluable. 
We  cannot  begin  to  estimate  how  beneficial  the  open  installation  is.  It  is  said  that  if 
mother  isn’t  happy,  the  family  isn’t  happy.  Our  Rose  Croix  has  been  conducting  a 
church  service  for  35  to  40  years.  It  used  to  be  held  6  times  a  year,  but  it  has  been  cur¬ 
tailed  in  resent  times.  Visiting  ministers  are  invited  to  speak.  That,  together  with  the 
Scottish  Rite  Choir  which  includes  women,  makes  for  a  very  enjoyable  Sunday  after¬ 
noon.  There  are  no  conflicts  with  churches  as  it  is  held  at  3:30  p.m..  Our  auditorium 
will  hold  up  to  800  people.  The  service  is  very  popular  with  the  members  of  Cincinnati 
Valley.  At  Easter  time  the  valley  conducts  a  Sunrise  Service.  Another  programme 
which  has  been  most  successful,  is  a  series  of  travelogues,  open  to  the  public  and  held  4 
times  a  year.  It  costs  the  valley  about  20-25  cents  a  head.  The  average  age  of  our  valley 
members  is  about  56,  and  they  are  looking  for  things  to  do.  When  a  Sunday  church  ser¬ 
vice  is  not  held,  a  travelogue  is  sponsored,  concluding  with  punch  and  cookies.  It  is  the 
feeling  in  Cincinnati  that  we  have  kept  our  temple  closed  too  long.  Many  pass  our  quar¬ 
ters  and  find  their  appearance  very  foreboding,  but  once  inside,  each  is  struck  with  the 
beauty  of  the  building.  I’m  not  sure  that  it  has  resulted  in  many  new  candidates,  but  it 
has  not  hurt  our  image  either. 

Bro.  Bennett  thanked  Bro.  Rice  for  this  excellent  presentation. 

Answer  #4-111  .’.Bro .‘.Jack  D.  Rehberg,  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  we  have  taken  to  heart  many  of 
the  recommendations  proposed  by  the  joint  renewal  task  force,  funded  by  both  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions.  We  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  more 
times  we  can  bring  masons  and  their  families  together  in  the  temple,  the  more  beneficial 
it  well  be,  and,  with  that  flexibility,  we  have  opened  our  installations  and  Easter 
Ceremonies  to  the  public.  We  do  our  Table  Ceremonies  for  the  enlightenment  of  our 
guests.  I  understand  you  don’t  do  it,  but  we  believe  it  is  a  very  meaningful  ceremony 
and  believe  there  is  nothing  in  it  that  should  not  be  heard  by  the  public.  We  do  every¬ 
thing  but  the  opening  and  closing.  As  rewritten  for  presentation  to  the  public,  it  is  a  very 
impressive  ceremony.  Bro.  Rehberg  invited  any  who  are  close  to  the  borders  of 
Montana  to  join  with  them  to  witness  these  presentations. 

Bro.  Rehberg  went  on  to  say  that,  in  order  not  to  compete  with  the  churches  who 
have  become  more  active  in  Maundy  Thursday  Services,  in  Montana,  the  service  is  held 
on  “Maundy  Wednesday”  in  many  of  the  valleys.  In  one  of  the  valleys  of  Montana,  the 
brethren  present  ten  biblical  tableaus  to  which  the  public  is  invited,  accompanied  by  a 
beautiful  choir,  presented  on  the  Wednesday  before  Maundy  Thursday,  a  fantastic  dio¬ 
rama.  Just  another  instance  where  the  public  can  be  invited.  We  in  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  are  in  full  agreement  that  our  wives  and  family  should  be  more  involved  in 
our  activities.  Thank  you  very  much  for  this  opportunity  to  say  these  few  words. 

Question-Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Archie  Young,  Valley  of  Toronto. 

I  have  a  comment  and  a  question  if  I  may.  My  wife  and  I  spend  about  six  months  in 
Dunedin,  Florida.  We  both  attend  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Ceremonies  at  the 
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Tampa  Consistory  and  we  both  have  enjoyed  the  ceremonies  very  much.  My  question  is 
in  regard  to  an  item  in  your  Allocution  concerning  Canadians  joining  in  the  United 
States.  I  have  two  friends  who  are  members  of  craft  lodges,  who  winter  in  Florida  for 
six  months.  They  have  wanted  to  join  the  Scottish  Rite  but  when  they  are  in  Canada  in 
the  summer  no  lodge  is  in  session.  Because  of  that,  I  introduced  them  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Tampa  Consistory,  who  is  also  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of 
Florida  and  who  assured  us  that  it  was  permissable  from  them  to  join  the  Scottish  Rite 
in  Florida.  I  do  not  know  if  they  received  permission  from  Supreme  Council  to  do  so.  I 
would  not  like  to  take  my  friends  to  a  Scottish  Rite  meeting  in  Canada  and  not  have 
them  granted  admittance.  I  would  appreciate  it  if  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
would  clarify  this  situation. 

Answer-Bro.  Lawer 

These  two  brethren,  who  have  joined  in  Florida,  are  not  legally  entitled  to  visit  the 
Scottish  Rite  bodies  in  Canada,  based  on  our  Statutes  &  Regulations  as  they  now  stand. 
Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  assure  Bro.  Young  that  they  did  not  receive  permission  to  join  in 
the  U.S.A.  This  ruling  is  of  long  standing.  We  have  so  many  border  towns  across  this 
land  and  if  we  relaxed  this  ruling,  it  would  make  the  very  survival  of  some  of  our  val¬ 
leys  untenable.  Bro.  Lawer  was  very  specific  and  said  the  ruling  must  be  enforced. 

Bro.  Marquis,  Deputy  for  N.S.,  P.E.I.  and  NFLD.  said  that  he  thought  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  these  jurisdictions  should  discuss  this  very  difficult 
situation  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  residency  stipulation,  as  a  means  of  correcting 
this  very  sticky  wicket.  If  the  ruling  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  referred  to 
was  not  enforced,  there  would  be  no  lodges  in  Newfoundland,  as  half  of  the  Province 
wintered  in  Florida  and  all  would  join  there.  The  same  could  be  said  for  many  border 
towns. 

Bro.  Lawer  added  to  what  Bro.  Marquis  has  said.  This  situation  has  been  of  long 
standing,  and  he  did  not  wish  to  recite  many  of  the  situations  that  have  evolved  over  the 
years,  many  with  unfortunate  consequences. 

Supreme  Council  has  made  one  specific  ruling  as  to  Iran-in-Exile,  because  of  it 
being  non-territorial. 

Question- Ill  .*.  Bro  John  Storey  of  The  Valley  of  Toronto 

What  countries  are  we  in  amity  with,  and  who  are  the  representatives? 

Answer-Bro.  Lawer 

Bro.  John,  all  of  the  information  for  which  you  are  searching  is  contained  in  the 
Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council.  It  is  a  fund  of  information.  The  Proceedings  contains 
not  only  interesting  data,  but  all  the  deputies  reports,  biographies  of  newly  elected 
Active  Members,  complete  sermon  given  by  our  Grand  Prior,  toasts  and  responses  to 
toasts  at  banquets,  together  with  all  the  reports  of  committees  and  the  obituary  records. 
It  is  a  must  for  everyone  to  have  a  copy.  An  excellent  momento  for  all  who  are  here  and 
interesting  reading  for  those,  who  for  personal  reasons,  are  not  with  us.  A  modest  sum 
of  $10.00  secures  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings.  He  cautioned  Bro.  Storey  that  protocol 
dictates  that  communications  with  another  Supreme  Council  is  channelled  through  the 
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Supreme  Council  office  and  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  Answers  to  specific  ques¬ 
tions  are  more  likely  to  be  obtained  using  that  procedure. 

Question-Bro.  John  Storey 

Is  there  any  monetary  assistance  for  Honorary  Inspectors-General  who  are  unable 
to  attend  these  sessions. 

Answer-Grand  Treasurer-General  Fenton 

Such  matters  would  or  could  be  handled  much  more  easily  in  the  brother’s  home 
valley  through  the  Almoners  fund. 

Regarding  Bro.  Don  Ross’  earlier  question,  Bro.  Bennett  suggested  that  Bro.  Ross 
meet  with  the  Executive  Secretary  at  the  conclusion  of  the  session  to  discuss  computers 
and  software. 

Bro.  Bennett  said  the  time  has  sped  by  too  quickly,  as  he  reluctantly  passed  the 
gavel  back  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  thanking  him  for  allowing  him  the 
privilege  of  chairing  the  Question  and  Answer  Period  once  more. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Bennett  for  conducting  a  most  interesting  session.  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said,  while  the  questions  were  impromptu,  the  answers 
were  also.  He  promised  to  review  all  the  Question  and  Answers  at  the  Advisory  Council 
Meeting,  and  if  a  more  definitive  answer  is  thought  to  be  necessary,  the  questioner  will 
receive  one. 

Bro.  Lawer  directed  a  few  comments  to  the  new  Honorary  Inspectors-General, 
regarding  the  reports  that  are  to  be  given.  While  these  reports  seem  to  be  perfunctory 
and  dry,  each  has  been  presented  in  Executive  Session  and  thoroughly  discussed  and 
debated  before  being  approved  for  presentation  at  Supreme  Council  Session. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Ill  .‘.Bro.*.  Robertson  Carveth  to  present  his  report  on 
Unfinished  Business.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1992  records  a  net  decrease  of  884  resulting  in  a  total  membership  of  31,451. 
Membership  in  our  Lodges  of  Perfection  decreased  by  884  or  2.7%,  the  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix  decreased  by  637  or  2.3%  and  the  total  membership  of  the  Consistories 
decreased  by  689  or  2.8%. 

For  the  Fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1992,  the  following  amounts  totalling  $407,381 
were  received  and  remitted  to  the  Grand-Treasurer  General:

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  Auditors’  Report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1992,  which  will  be  published  in  full  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session. 
These  Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  a  detailed  report  of  all  rev¬ 
enues  and  expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  Article  28(c)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations. 

The  net  value  of  all  assets  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review, 
consisting  of  cash  on  deposit,  investments  at  cost  together  with  amounts  receivable  or 
prepaid  at  June  30th,  amounted  to  $1,110,131,  an  increase  of  $86,362  from  the  preced¬ 
ing  year. 

Total  operating  revenue  of  $206,066  was  $9,987  less  and  operating  expenses  of 
$209,967  were  $49,903  less  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the  deficit  on 
operations  was  reduced  to  $3,901  as  compared  to  $43,817  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1991. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results  there  were  investment  income  and  capital  losses 
of  $90,263  compared  to  similar  income  of  $77,676  in  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1992,  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $86,362  compared  to  a  net  surplus  of 
$33,859  for  1991.  A  significant  part  of  the  improved  financial  results  was  due  to  the 
reduced  costs  of  our  Annual  Session  and  those  responsible  for  controlling  this  expendi¬ 
ture  are  to  be  complimented  for  the  results  experienced. 

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Bro.  John  I.  Carrick,  and  Bro.  Robert  G.  Wands,  for 
their  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  during  the  year  as  well  as  to  Mrs.  Margaret  L. 
Galoni  who  has  served  us  so  well  in  our  office.  I  also  express  my  gratitude  to  the  late 
Bro.  John  C.  Allan  for  his  willing  and  capable  assistance  during  the  first  months  of  my 
term  of  office.  Bro.  Allan  served  his  Supreme  Council  faithfully  and  well  and  we  miss 
his  ability  and  presence.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  is  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1992,  the  assets  under  its  charge  totalled  $1,110,131  as  compared  to 
$1,023,769  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  Annual 
Financial  Statements. 

During  the  year  we  had  $105,000  in  securities  mature  or  were  called  for  redemp¬ 
tion.  Investments  of  these  and  additional  funds  were  made  in  The  Royal  Bank  of 
Canada  bonds  @  10.75%  maturing  August  15,  2001  to  yield  approximately  9.82%, 
Regional  Municipality  of  Waterloo  debentures  @  10.75%  due  August  21,  2001  yielding 
approximately  10.78%  and  Municipality  of  Metro  Toronto  debentures  @  10.375%  due 
September  4,  2001  yielding  approximately  10.44%. 

The  average  yield  on  investments  during  the  past  year  was  1 1.8%  of  cost  compared 
to  10.9%  the  previous  year.  Based  on  market  value,  the  respective  yields  were  11%  for 
1992  and  10.5%  for  1991. 

All  securities  are  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  35(b)  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  and  all  income  therefrom  has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

In  compliance  with  Article  40(d),  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  your  committee 
herewith  submits  our  annual  report  for  the  General  State  of  the  Rite.  Our  mandate  is 
described  as  follows:  “It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the 
Rite  to  consider  throughout  the  year  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  State  of  the  Rite 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  to  suggest  programs  designed  to  stimulate  interest  in  the 
Rite,  and  to  report  thereon  to  Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Meeting.” 

We  are  indeed  appreciative  of  the  many  persons  who  contribute  to  the  content  of 
this  report,  resulting  from  practices  which  were  previously  proposed  and  implemented. 
In  addition  to  the  statistical  reports  from  the  Supreme  Council  office,  we  receive  copies 
of  the  Deputies’  Reports  usually  on  or  before  July  1st.  This  is  provided  for  in  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  under  Article  26(d).  Then,  following  a  decision  reached  in 
1982,  Article  69(b),  the  Grand  Secretary/Registrar  for  each  body  sends  a  copy  of  every 
notice  to  each  member  of  the  committee.  In  this  way,  the  committee  members  are 
informed  of  Scottish  Rite  activities  from  coast  to  coast  on  a  month-to-month  basis. 

We  note,  dutifully  recorded  on  the  engraved  columns,  the  names  of  many  of  our 
stalwart  members,  our  companions  in  other  years,  whose  wise  counsel  and  friendship 
made  our  journey  pleasant.  Some  of  these  brethren  were  Honourary  Members  of  this 
Supreme  Council  and  reference  to  their  life  and  works  will  be  recorded  in  the 
Proceedings.  At  this  session,  we  are  especially  thankful  for  the  lives  of  Ill.\Bro.\D.  L. 
Witter,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.Henry  A.  Vallieres,  33°, 
Past  Active  member,  both  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal;  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.John  C.  Allan,  33°,  Past 
Grand  Secretary-General/Treasurer-General,  of  the  Valley  of  Hamilton;  Ill  .’.Bro  .‘.Lyle 
H.  Bergstrom,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  of  the  Valley  of  Regina;  and 
Ill. ’.Bro .‘.David  M.  Taylor,  33°,  Past  Active  Member,  Valley  of  Vancouver.  These 
men  graced  our  Supreme  Council,  extended  its  influence,  and  served  the  brethren  with 
distinction.

On  hearts  whose  record  cannot  fade 
While  hearts  with  gratitude  are  stirred. 

And  so  today  we  breathe  each  name. 

With  praise  not  fulsome  but  sincere, 

We  know  that  love  is  more  than  fame, 

They  lived  for  those  who  loved  them  here”. 
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In  the  preparation  of  this  report,  our  attention  was  drawn  to  the  preceding  report,  in 
particular,  to  that  part  of  the  report  entitled  “Summary”.  As  you  may  recall,  the 
Summary  included  a  number  of  suggestions  and  recommendations.  We  wish  to  draw 
your  attention  to  two  recommendations  inasmuch  as  they  have  reappeared  in  reports 
and  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Reply  to  further  information  on  open  Easter  Ceremonies. 

(2)  Follow  up  request  for  consideration  of  eliminating  the  six  month  waiting  peri¬ 
od  between  the  3°  and  the  4°. 

The  first  item  seems  to  concern  a  number  of  brethren  who  wish  to  have  their  guests 
included  in  the  table  ceremony  of  the  Re-Lighting  of  the  Lights.  It  has  been  10  years 
since  the  Advisory  Committee  first  considered  this  matter  and  recommended  guidelines 
for  a  public  ceremony.  In  the  meantime,  some  brethren  favour  a  return  to  the  traditional 
table  ceremony,  feeling  its  solemnity  is  lost  in  the  public  ceremony.  We  do  not  see  a 
simple  solution  to  the  problem,  particularly  when  the  debate  occurs  within  the  chapter, 
but  is  perhaps  timely  to  review  the  experience  of  the  respective  valleys,  assess  the 
results  of  this  earlier  decision,  and  establish  an  appropriate  policy  statement  for  future 
guidance. 

In  regard  to  the  second  item,  the  waiting  period  between  the  3°  and  the  4°,  this  sub¬ 
ject  is  dealt  with  in  Article  89  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  Furthermore,  the  subject 
was  considered  in  the  Question  and  Answer  Period  in  1990  and  reported  in  the 
Proceeding  on  page  93.  It  was  subsequently  reviewed  by  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  in  1991  and  a  ruling  was  rendered  which  is  found  on 
page  129  of  the  1991  Proceedings.  Should  we  not,  in  good  judgement,  now  support  this 
decision? 

The  117th  Annual  Meeting  at  Thunder  Bay  is  now  history  and  it  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  for  many  reasons — not  the  least  of  which  was  the  infectious  enthusiasm  and  orga¬ 
nizational  skills  of  the  brethren  of  that  Valley.  This  year,  in  Saskatoon,  this  Valley, 
together  with  the  brethren  of  Moose  Jaw  and  Regina,  have  joined  forces  to  provide  their 
own  brand  of  western  hospitality,  which  has  been  in  evidence  since  our  arrival.  As  we 
celebrate  this  milestone  in  Scottish  Rite  history,  we  are  reminded  that  Canada  is  mark¬ 
ing  its  125th  year  as  a  nation.  Who  would  have  said,  back  then,  that  Saskatoon  would 
host  this  dedicated  body  of  masons.  It  is  perhaps  appropriate  to  remind  ourselves  that, 
when  we  meet  in  Niagara  Falls  in  1999,  our  Supreme  Council  will  be  celebrating  its 
125th  Anniversary.  What  better  way  for  us  to  enter  the  21st  century  than  by  beginning 
to  plan  now  for  the  125th  Annual  Supreme  Council  celebration  in  1999.  If  everybody 
developed  an  enthusiastic  plan,  the  membership  would  have  objectives  to  meet  and  the 
valleys  would  enter  the  next  century  with  renewed  momentum. 

From  the  reports  received,  a  goodly  number  of  Scottish  Rite  masons  could  not  wait 
to  do  something  significant.  They  did  it  this  past  year.  The  excerpts  to  follow  are,  for 
the  most  part,  summaries  or  quotations  from  the  Reports  of  the  Deputies. 

In  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s,  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  moved  to  the  Apartments  of 
Lodge  Conception,  in  Manuels,  on  January  1st,  1992.  Their  dues  are  the  highest  in 
Canada  and  had  they  remained  in  St.  John’s,  they  would  require  an  additional  dues

increase  in  1993.  The  valley  is  commended  for  a  constructive  solution  to  a  vexing  prob¬ 
lem 


The  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  reporting  on  the  sponsorship  of  a  newly- 
formed  Chapter  Order  of  DeMolay.  This  chapter  embraces  a  thirty-year  tradition  of  the 
Centennial  Chapter  which  surrendered  its  charter  in  1961.  By  naming  it,  “The  Phil 
Drader  Centennial  Chapter”,  the  order  recognizes  Ill  .'.Bro.‘.  Phil  Drader,  who  served  as 
a  dynamic  Chapter  Dad  and  draws  on  the  goodwill  which  was  previously  generated. 
This  contribution  to  Masonry  in  Atlantic  Canada  is  an  exciting  development. 

Meanwhile,  the  Trestle  Board  of  the  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  contains  a  notice 
of  motion  causing  consideration  of  a  $2,500.00  grant  to  the  Windsor  Chapter,  Order  of 
DeMolay,  to  assist  them  in  hosting  the  1992  Canadian  Conclave. 

The  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled  to  Montreal  for  a  joint  reunion  with  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection.  “The  14°  was  conferred  in  the  French  language  in  a  most  impres¬ 
sive  and  dignified  manner  by  a  team  of  mainly  Francophone  members  from  Montreal. 
The  members  of  both  valleys  in  attendance  enjoyed  a  very  instructive  and  harmonious 
day”. 

The  year  1992  was  the  centennial  year  for  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  Barrie, 
resulting  in  a  gala  celebration  on  November  23rd,  1991.  Ill.*. Bro.‘.  John  V.  Lawer,  33°, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  spoke  to  the  assembly  and  was  the  recipient  of  a  sub¬ 
stantial  donation  to  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  Congratulations  to  Spry 
Chapter  on  this  milestone. 

The  Valley  of  Guelph  paid  tribute  to  Ill.'.Bro.’.N.  Richard  Richards,  33°,  on 
September  27th,  1991,  when  over  300  Scottish  Rite  masons  and  their  wives  recognized 
his  service  to  Masonry.  He  was  suitably  honoured  and  was  given  to  understand  that  his 
services  will  continue  to  be  required. 

The  Valley  of  Hamilton  -  “The  financial  burden  related  to  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  Scottish  Rite  buildings  is  a  continuing  concern.  In  many  valleys  (including 
Hamilton)  volunteer  physical  work  by  members  has  reduced  this  overload  cost  consid¬ 
erably.  Painting,  carpentry,  restoration  of  furniture  and  general  cleaning  are  but  a  few  of 
the  areas  for  potential  saving.  In  addition,  some  members  are  making  ‘no  interest’  loans 
or  outright  donations  to  provide  required  improvements.  The  local  finance  and  building 
committees  should  be  mindful  of  the  above  approach  when  reviewing  their  annual  bud¬ 
get”.  Would  it  not  be  appropriate  to  mention  the  names  of  the  brethren  who  donate  their 
skills  and  time  in  the  monthly  bulletin  or  notice? 

Some  valleys  are  making  some  arrangements  for  the  older  members,  such  as  pro¬ 
viding  transportation  for  those  who  are  no  longer  able  to  drive  after  dark  and  planning 
monthly  noon-hour  luncheons,  where  they  join  their  brethren  to  hear  a  guest  speaker. 
The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  and  the  Valley  of  Calgary  have  well  established  programs.  The 
Valley  of  Calgary  also  has  an  annual  dinner  meeting  featuring  a  prominent  person  as 
guest  speaker.  This  year,  they  were  fortunate  to  have  Ill  Bro.  Herb  Laycroft,  33°,  as 
their  special  guest.  He  recently  retired  as  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  of 
Alberta. 
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There  are  a  number  of  valleys  which  visit  back  and  forth  so  it  is  no  surprise  that  the 
Tenth  Degree  Team  from  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  travelled  to  the  Valley  of  Hamilton 
where  200  appreciative  brethren  enjoyed  an  excellent  portrayal  of  this  degree. 

The  Valley  of  Saskatoon,  not  to  be  outdone,  made  a  fraternal  visit  to  Hawaii  in 
March  of  this  year,  when  they  portrayed  the  24  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  Hawaiian 
brethren.  The  visit  was  made  possible  with  the  approval  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  Ill.’.Bro.’.C.  Fred  Kleinknect,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  33°,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

The  Edmonton  Valley,  for  a  one  year  trial  period,  has  made  three  awards  available 
to  assist  worthy  and  needy  students  attending  the  Alberta  College  Music  Conservatory. 
Each  award  is  worth  $1,000.00.  It  is  hoped  that  a  great  deal  of  publicity  can  result  from 
this  program  and  make  citizens  aware  of  our  organization.  In  addition,  the  Valley  of 
Edmonton  made  $100,000.00  available  to  assist  in  the  needed  renovations  of  the 
Edmonton  Masonic  Temple. 

Last  year,  the  British  Columbia  Consistory  met  in  Vancouver  and  Nanaimo  and,  on 
each  occasion.  Ill . \Bro.\  John  A.  Bourne,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  was  the 
recipient  of  a  substantial  cheque  in  support  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation. 
This  generosity  was  prompted  by  a  commitment  to  this  cause  and  “in  appreciation  of 
his  contribution  and  dedication  to  the  Scottish  Rite  during  his  term  of  office”. 

While  we  might  be  criticized  for  the  route  we  travelled  from  coast  to  coast,  it  was 
designed  to  show  the  variety  of  activity  in  which  Scottish  Rite  members  participated  in 
the  past  year.  Let  us  turn  our  attention  to  specific  concerns. 

DEGREE  PORTRAYAL 

Every  presiding  officer  is  exhorted  to  assure  that  the  brethren  have  the  opportunity 
to  improve  themselves  through  the  lessons  taught  in  our  rituals.  We  made  reference  to 
the  members  of  the  Valley  of  Quebec  who  journeyed  to  Montreal  to  take  part  in  the  14° 
in  the  French  language  and  to  the  degree  teams  which  have  journeyed  from  Winnipeg 
and  Saskatoon.  Other  valleys  reported  on  visitations,  some  of  which  have  become  an 
annual  tradition.  The  Deputies’  Reports  from  coast  to  coast  make  reference  to  the  cali¬ 
bre  of  degree  work  witnessed  in  the  various  valleys  and  that  there  seems  to  be  a  pro¬ 
gressive  improvement  in  the  quality  of  work  performed. 

The  bodies,  which  strive  to  develop  new  degree  teams  to  expand  the  number  of 
degrees  conferred,  are  consciously  improving  their  program.  These  additional  degree 
portrayals  not  only  add  to  the  masonic  information  of  each  and  every  member,  but  lead 
to  the  active  participation  by  more  of  the  brethren  and  enhance  the  reputation  of  the 
lodge  or  chapter. 

There  is  an  interesting  note  in  the  notice  from  the  Valley  of  Calgary  that  on  May 
4th,  1992,  the  brethren  would  exemplify  the  Scottish  Rite  First  Degree.  It  was  translated 
from  the  French  language  and  is  said  to  have  originated  in  the  early  eighteenth  century. 
Thus,  while  Calgary  is  using  an  English  translation  from  the  French,  our  translators  in 
Montreal  seek  approval  through  the  Deputy  from  Quebec  for  their  translation  of  the  4° 
and  the  32°.  He  commends  Ill.'.Bro.'.P.  O.  Decelles,  33°,  and  Ill.\Bro.\P.  Phaneuf, 
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32°,  for  translating  so  many  mandatory  degrees.  To  date,  the  7°,  14°,  15°  and  30°  have 
been  approved. 

We  wish  to  commend  those  valleys  which  encourage  new  members  to  share  in  the 
work  of  the  degree  teams,  who  journey  to  other  lodges,  chapters,  or  consistories  to  pre¬ 
sent  degrees  or  to  support  other  valleys  by  attending  their  reunions. 

RISING  COSTS 

Some  years  ago,  a  little  boy  was  told  that  the  price  of  his  chocolate  bar  was  going 
up  because  of  the  increase  in  the  price  of  sugar.  Sometime  later,  the  price  of  sugar 
dropped  and  he  wondered  why  there  was  not  a  corresponding  drop  in  the  price  of  his 
chocolate  bar.  Many  of  us,  who  remember  inflation  and  interest  rates  in  double  digits, 
Find  we  are  still  paying  inflation  prices  when  inflation  is  at  its  lowest  level  in  years.  At 
the  same  time,  there  is  a  trend  to  pricing  based  on  true  value  and  this  is  reflected  in  cur¬ 
rent  wage  settlements.  For  some  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  we  can  no  longer  look  to  income 
from  substantial  growth  in  investments,  but  to  cost  containment  enabling  us  to  live 
within  our  incomes.  The  experience  of  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s  is  clear  evidence  of  the 
reality  of  this  change  in  our  economy.  One  might  ask  how  the  move  impacts  on  St. 
John’s  Masonic  Temple.  This  is  the  problem  facing  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection 
and  the  Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  as  they  seek  to  maintain  their  home  at 
888  Yonge  Street.  The  outgoing  Most  Wise  Sovereign  warns  “If  we  lose  control  of  this 
asset  and,  as  a  consequence,  our  only  presence  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  Masonry  will  suf¬ 
fer  a  grievous  blow  from  which  recovery  is  far  from  certain”. 

These  are  not  isolated  examples  nor  are  they  limited  to  Scottish  Rite  or  Masonry. 
However,  Scottish  Rite  is  in  an  enviable  position  and  the  more  aggressive  we  are  in 
seeking  solutions,  the  better  our  position  becomes.  The  ones  to  suffer  most  are  those 
who  fail  to  act  appropriately.  Just  as  the  Valley  of  Hamilton  suggests  enlisting  the  help 
of  brethren  to  attend  to  the  physical  requirements  of  the  building,  we  develop  the  plan 
to  enlist  the  support  of  those  to  strengthen  our  finances.  Those  valleys  which  have 
embarked  on  a  Five  year  plan  should  compulsively  adhere  to  it  while  those  valleys  with¬ 
out  such  a  plan  are  courting  hardship. 

Another  aspect  of  the  current  economic  downturn  is  the  dowsizing  and  restructur¬ 
ing  of  business  and  industry.  Few  valleys  have  not  had  the  experience  of  having  one  of 
their  officers  or  members  reporting  that  he  received  a  layoff  notice  or  his  position  was 
declared  redundant  or  deleted  through  bankruptcy.  As  a  fraternity,  it  is  vitally  important 
to  show  our  concern  for  our  own,  especially  those  who  demonstrate  the  precepts  we 
hold  dear.  Some  of  these  brethren  look  to  the  lodge  for  support  and  in  certain  instances, 
the  lodge  can  be  helpful.  Others,  in  despair,  avoid  the  fraternity  and  perhaps  the  frater¬ 
nity  avoids  them.  While  it  is  not  possible  to  resolve  such  problems  with  the  Almoner’s 
Fund,  there  are  Scottish  Rite  masons  in  all  areas  who  have  skills  in  dealing  with  these 
problems.  Perhaps  they  only  need  to  address  the  lodge  or  chapter  on  their  work  or  join  a 
lodge  committee  to  assist  distressed  brethren,  but  they  will  welcome  the  opportunity  to 
offer  their  special  talents.  It  has  been  said  that  if  a  man’s  safety  or  security  is  in  danger, 
other  things  seem  unimportant.  How  important  it  is  for  the  same  person  to  find  safety  or 
security  among  his  brethren.  In  actively  seeking  solutions,  we  may  be  able  to  overcome 
some  “would-be”  problems. 
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RELATIONSHIPS  WITH  CRAFT  LODGES 

Because  of  our  origin  and  our  expressed  interest  in  craft  lodges,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  the  many  ways  this  interest  is  reflected.  As  has  been  previously  stated,  many  of  our 
valleys  share  quarters  in  craft  lodges  or  grand  lodges  and  they  contribute  generously  to 
the  upkeep  of  these  properties.  These  arrangements,  in  certain  instances,  are  extended  to 
include  secretarial  service,  computer  services,  equipment  and  banquet  facilities. 

A  number  of  bodies  arrange  to  have  speakers  attend  craft  lodge  meetings  to  inter¬ 
pret  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  to  the  members.  This  is  a  unique  opportunity  to  interest  new 
members  and  care  should  be  taken  to  select  a  talented,  knowledgeable  speaker  to  repre¬ 
sent  Scottish  Rite.  While  some  craft  lodges  formally  invite  speakers  to  take  part  in  spe¬ 
cific  programs,  we  have  a  suggestion  from  Saskatchewan  that  they  “set  up  a  commit¬ 
tee — qualified  members  and  a  chairman — to  do  presentations  to  craft  lodges,  using  pos¬ 
itiveness,  being  forward  oriented  to  generate  potential”.  In  other  words,  the  Scottish 
Rite  Committee  would  initiate  the  speaking  engagement. 

Many  bodies  encourage  their  members  to  take  an  active  interest  in  craft  lodge  pro¬ 
grams.  Others  are  more  direct  such  as  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection  which  has  10 
visits  planned  for  the  Fall  of  1992.  It  is  heartening  to  read  a  notice  in  which  the  presid¬ 
ing  officer  has  scheduled  a  craft  lodge  visit  by  his  officers  to  a  lodge  in  which  a  Scottish 
Rite  member  is  serving  as  Worshipful  Master. 

This  year,  the  Valley  of  Saint  John  applied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick 
for  permission  to  form  Scottish  Rite  Degree  Teams  to  confer  craft  lodge  degrees  in 
lodges  in  New  Brunswick.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  request  was  appreciated, 
widely  endorsed,  and  promptly  approved. 

A  number  of  the  valleys  take  pride  in  reporting  that  their  brethren  have  been  elect¬ 
ed  to  a  grand  lodge  office  or  are  assuming  additional  grand  lodge  responsibilities.  We 
share  the  pride  of  these  valleys  for  their  contribution  to  Masonry  in  general. 

NOTICES,  NEWSLETTERS  AND  SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

A  number  of  the  Deputies  have  commented  on  the  need  to  support  the  Grand 
Secretaries/Registrars  by  establishing  new  positions  to  meet  the  need  of  members  for 
additional  services.  This  comment  has  support  in  at  least  four  provinces  and  it  is  inter¬ 
esting  to  see  that  the  Valley  of  Montreal  is  presently  advertising  in  their  notice  for  the 
position  of  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  who  would  attend  meetings  of  each  body,  read 
minutes  and  correspondence,  and  record  the  proceedings.  The  business  associated  with 
the  offices  between  meetings  would  continue  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Grand 
Secretary.  It  has  been  suggested  that  an  Editor  be  appointed  for  the  Valley  News  Letter 
and  that  he  would  have  a  close  working  relationship  with  the  Grand  Secretary.  This 
could  also  take  the  form  of  a  Corresponding  Secretary  or  a  Masonic  Education 
Reporter.  The  cause  for  concern  is  not  a  criticism  of  the  work  of  the  Grand 
Secretaries/Registrars  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  maintaining  the  continuity  of  the 
respective  valleys,  but  the  need  for  some  relief  for  the  burden  of  responsibility  they  are 
obliged  to  carry.  If  the  burden  can  be  shared,  the  result  may  well  be  of  mutual  benefit  to 
the  individuals  concerned  and  the  brethren  at  large. 

It  now  seems  as  if  all  bodies  have  found  ways  of  reducing  the  number  of  mailings 
to  members,  thereby  controlling  the  expense  of  postal  service.  While  these  strategies 
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have  resulted  in  financial  savings,  they  have  frequently  resulted  in  some  confusion 
among  the  members.  The  valleys,  which  plan  events  one  year  in  advance  and  provide 
members  with  a  printed  program  of  events,  are  consciously  giving  direction  to  the 
members  and  are  actively  encouraging  participation.  The  notices,  themselves,  by  their 
format  and  content,  may  be  an  indication  of  the  quality  of  activity  or  lack  of  activity  in 
any  particular  valley.  Those  which  merely  tell  of  “what,  where  and  when”  are  much  less 
exciting  than  those  which  add  “who,  why  and  how”.  Similarly,  those  notices  which  give 
the  details  of  the  evening  program,  the  upcoming  social  or  sports  events,  the  progress  of 
the  project,  or  the  work  of  a  committee,  tend  to  interest  this  committee  although  we  may 
live  a  thousand  or  two  thousand  miles  away. 

The  valleys  which  produce  newsletters  or  include  meeting  notices  in  a  newsletter 
are  becoming  commonplace.  The  editors  of  these  publications  perform  a  valuable  ser¬ 
vice  for  any  review  of  the  published  material  results  in  a  heightened  interest  and  an 
encouragement  to  support  the  valley  activity.  We  note  with  interest  the  announcement 
of  the  Sudbury  District  Masonic  Newsletter.  “It  is  published  on  a  regular  basis  with  all 
masonic  bodies  in  the  area  contributing.  Perhaps  this  initiative  is  of  interest  to  other  val¬ 
leys  of  Scottish  Rite”.  -  John  W.  Lowry,  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario 

In  addition  to  the  printed  work,  some  valleys  make  use  of  telephone  committees  to 
support  attendance.  Abraham  Maslow  once  said,  “If  the  only  tool  you  have  is  a  ham¬ 
mer,  you  tend  to  see  every  problem  as  a  nail”.  An  effective  telephone  committee  has 
always  been  a  dependable  resource  for  the  presiding  officer  and  a  meaningful  way  to 
keep  in  touch  with  the  brethren. 

VALLEY  ADVISORY  COMMITTEES  AND  PROVINCIAL  MEETINGS 

The  numerous  references  to  Advisory  Councils  or  committees  seems  to  auger  well 
for  the  better  coordination  of  Scottish  Rite  activity.  Regardless  of  the  format  of  these 
bodies,  care  is  taken  to  preserve  the  dignity  and  direction  of  the  lodges,  chapters,  and 
consistories,  which  are  the  rightful  responsibility  of  the  designated  officers.  This  is 
equally  true  of  those  bodies  functioning  within  the  valley  or  those  which  combine  with 
adjacent  valleys  to  effect  coordination.  Such  committees  present  the  opportunity  for 
elected  officers  to  review  their  annual  programs,  to  consider  by-law  changes,  to  review 
membership  development,  to  promote  visitations  and  social  activities,  to  consider  pro¬ 
grams  for  craft  lodges  or  plan  for  attendance  at  church  services,  masonic  funerals,  or 
public  recognition  service  for  brethren  receiving  special  honours.  When  a  presiding 
officer  has  the  support  of  his  peers,  he  has  put  in  place  an  effective  arrangement  for 
joint  programming. 

From  Saskatchewan,  we  received  the  minutes  of  the  Deputy’s  Provincial  Meeting 
held  in  Saskatoon  in  February.  The  Deputy  reports  that  “each  year  these  meetings 
appear  to  become  more  informative  as  a  greater  number  become  more  involved  and 
actively  participate”.  It  may  come  as  no  great  surprise  that  a  new  Triple  E  format  was 
revealed  and  it  will  be  the  subject  for  consideration  at  the  1993  meeting.  It  came  to  light 
during  their  consideration  of  ways  for  improving  general  meetings  to  encourage  the 
attendance  and  to  enhance  the  benefit  for  the  membership.  The  focus  will  be  on  meet¬ 
ings  which  are  Effective,  Educational,  and  Entertaining.  We  commend  the  bodies  in  this 
Province  for  their  enthusiastic  commitment  to  the  Deputy’s  Provincial  Meeting  and  we 
trust  that  they  will  continue  to  share  the  benefits  of  their  deliberations  with  our  jurisdiction. 
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INNOVATIVE  PROGRAMS 

It  has  been  said  that  the  difference  between  promising  ideas  and  productive  results 
is  a  good  manager.  As  we  review  the  activities  of  the  past  year,  we  read  of  great  results 
from  great  ideas  and  it  follows,  we  must  conclude,  that  we  have  some  great  managers  in 
Scottish  Rite. 

We  are  impressed  with  the  Deputy’s  commentary  on  the  Valley  of  London,  quote 
“The  activities  of  the  London  Valley  were  once  again  impressive”.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  list 
some  of  the  many  functions  in  which  members  of  the  valley  are  engaged. 

The  very  active  program  carried  out  by  The  London  Consistory  Club  expending 
over  $10,000  for  masonic  relief  purposes.  This  club  was  established  50  years  ago  and 
today,  they  have  90  hospital  beds  in  many  homes,  over  300  wheelchairs  in  active  use, 
over  50  walkers  being  used,  19  geriatric  chairs  plus  commode  chairs  and  many  other 
items  for  the  sick  and  elderly  and  they  proudly  say  “It’s  Free”! 

From  the  notice  of  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  we  learn  that  the  Isle 
Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  donated  $2,000  to  furnish  a  room  in  the  new  Regional 
Hospital  and  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  provided  the  necessary  $3,000  to  accompany  it. 
This  lasting  gift  will  serve  as  a  permanent  reminder  of  the  benevolence  of  our  fraternity. 

From  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection,  we  learn  that  the  valley  co-sponsored  “Hip, 
Hip,  Hooray”,  a  walkathon  to  raise  funds  for  the  Orthopaedic  Research  Fund. 
Ill .'.Bro.'. Sidney  C.  Hill  and  Ill  .‘.Bro.*.  Kenneth  N.  Nesbitt  participated  in  the  walk 
which  raised  about  $150,000  locally  and  nearly  $1,000,000  nationally.  Surely,  this  is  an 
event  to  cheer  about. 

In  Montreal,  the  Scottish  Rite  members  participated  in  a  Masonic  Blood  Drive,  and 
in  this  way,  through  their  life  saving  contribution,  they  contributed  to  community  bet¬ 
terment. 

Many  of  the  activities  reported  are  held  in  support  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  While  Fishing  derbies,  golfing  and  curling  matches  are  held,  those  events 
which  focus  on  ladies  nights,  barbecues,  wine  and  cheese  parties  and  Christmas  parties 
are  gaining  in  popularity.  Whatever  event  contributes  to  bringing  the  membership  or  the 
brethren  and  their  families  together  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  most  innovative 
in  our  opinion  was  a  social  event  in  Edmonton  known  as  the  Scottish  Rite  Foundation 
Auction.  Members  are  requested  to  donate  items  to  this  worthy  purpose,  and  invited  to 
attend  a  wine  and  cheese  party.  Last  year,  they  raised  $2,104.75  on  this  special  evening. 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

We  are  pleased  to  see  the  expressed  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Foundation  by  the 
Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  and  the  Valley  Representatives  evidenced  in  the  regular 
reminders  in  Valley  Notices.  You  will  hear  of  the  progress  the  Foundation  has  made 
since  achieving  the  $4  million  mark  in  total  capital  at  Thunder  Bay.  We  are  appreciative 
of  the  information  contained  in  the  Annual  Report,  the  Foundation’s  newsletter,  the 
spring  report  from  Ill/. Bro. *.I.  Dale  Steeves,  and  the  Capital  Revenue  Report.  Those 
valleys  which  had  the  highest  per  capita  participation  were  singled  out  in  the  report.  We 
should  commend  the  Valley  of  Windsor  for  having  the  highest  average  valley  member 
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contribution  of  $42.28  and  next,  the  Valley  of  Quebec  at  $21.61.  To  further  the  work  of 
the  Foundation  and  to  assure  that  it  will  be  equal  to  the  task  it  has  undertaken,  the 
brethren  are  asked  to  consider  making  a  bequest  to  the  Foundation.  By  contributing  in 
that  manner,  future  generations  will  continue  to  benefit  from  the  scientific  progress  ini¬ 
tiated  and  supported  by  our  brethren. 

MEMBERSHIP 

All  of  the  Deputies’  Reports  refer  to  declining  membership.  Several  have  suggest¬ 
ed  that  Supreme  Council  should  give  special  consideration  to  a  study  of  this  matter.  If 
we  review  craft  lodge  membership  for  the  past  twenty  years,  we  note  a  loss  of  73,960 
from  231,245  in  1972  to  157,285  in  1992.  Meanwhile,  the  Lodge  of  Perfection 
increased  from  1972  to  1982  from  30,380  members  to  34,490  members.  In  1992,  the 
total  is  reduced  by  2,991  members  and  the  reported  total  is  31,499.  However,  in  1972, 
13.8%  of  members  in  craft  lodges  were  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  in  1982,  17.3%  and  in 
1992,  20.0%.  Today,  1  in  5  masons  in  Canada  belong  to  a  Lodge  of  Perfection.  Some 
will  argue  that  we  must  become  more  aggressive  in  an  effort  to  resolve  the  membership 
question.  Others  will  insist  that  it  is  not  a  membership  problem  but  a  social  phenomena 
and  it  is  common  to  all  groups  in  society.  Some  of  this  persuasion  see  it  as  a  temporary 
decline  and  they  point  to  previous  downturns  in  membership.  Others  believe  we  have 
many  unemployed  masons  and  if  we  could  instill  enthusiasm  for  the  craft  and  re¬ 
employ  them,  their  motivation  would  encourage  others  to  come  forward.  Since  a  man’s 
judgement  is  no  greater  than  his  information,  the  time  might  be  right  to  sit  down  with 
grand  lodges  in  their  respective  jurisdictions  to  determine  what  pro-active  positions  are 
possible  to  reverse  the  trend  of  shrinking  membership. 

RECOGNITION  OF  MEMBERS 

This  past  year  was  significant  for  a  number  of  Scottish  Rite  masons  across  this 
country.  Many  valleys  saw  fit  to  recognize  the  outstanding  contribution  of  particular 
members  by  dedicating  a  reunion  in  their  honour.  The  Deputy  for  Alberta  states 
unequivocally,  “It  is  best  to  honour  a  member  while  he  is  still  able  to  be  present”.  The 
official  communication  of  the  Edmonton  Valley  is  much  more  explicit  as  the  Edmonton 
Lodge  of  Perfection  named  its  86th  Annual  Reunion  in  honour  of  Ill.*.  Bro.’. W.  A. 
Milligan.  The  report  reads  as  follows:  “How  fitting  it  was  for  the  86th  Annual  Reunion 
to  have  been  named  in  honour  of  this  outstanding  mason.  Of  course,  he  would  not  have 
any  part  of  this,  would  not  have  approved  the  naming  of  this  reunion  after  him;  there¬ 
fore,  it  was  one  of  those  times  when  tight-lipped  “conspiracy”  pays  off.  After  all, 
Sandy,  you  deserved  it  and  the  feelings  of  the  brotherly  affection  for  you  will  remain. 
Thank  you  and  Godspeed!” 

Bernard  M.  Baruch  once  said,  “To  me,  old  age  is  15  years  older  than  I  am”.  This 
may  have  been  in  the  minds  of  our  brethren  who  were  recognized  with  70- year  decora¬ 
tions,  Ill  .*.Bro  .’.Thomas  Sanderson,  33°,  November  21st,  1921;  Ill .’.Bro .’.John 
Leonard  Brumpton,  33°,  February  14th,  1922,  of  the  Valley  of  London; 
Ill  .’.Bro .’.  Charles  Morley  Willoughby,  32°  of  the  Valley  of  Regina;  and 
HI. '.Bro. ’.Alfred  Irwin  McFarlane,  33°  of  the  Valley  of  Thunder  Bay.  The  Deputy  for 
British  Columbia  noted,  “when  one  stops  to  realize  that  this  is  Scottish  Rite  and  not 
craft  lodge,  it  is  something  outstanding  indeed”. 
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VISITATION  BY  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 

During  the  past  year.  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  proudly  announced  through 
Ontario  and  British  Columbia,  special  meetings  at  which  the  honourable  company  of 
Swords  and  Stars  would  assist  in  welcoming  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 
Similarly,  the  Deputies  in  their  reports  referred  in  glowing  terms  to  the  messages  deliv¬ 
ered  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  those  in  attendance  at  Barrie,  Chatham, 
Guelph,  Hamilton,  Kingston,  Ottawa,  Windsor,  and  Woodstock.  At  Toronto,  on 
October  4th,  1991,  a  reception  was  held  in  his  honour  when  masons  in  Ontario  celebrat¬ 
ed  Ill.\Bro.\Lawer’s  attainment  of  Scottish  Rite’s  highest  office.  However,  it  was  in 
Prince  Rupert,  BC,  on  March  27th-  28th,  that  a  distinguished  group  of  Supreme  Council 
members  led  by  Ill.'. Bro .'.John  V.  Lawer  opened  new  territory  for  Scottish  Rite  in 
Canada.  On  this  occasion,  Skeena  Lodge  of  Perfection,  U.D.,  was  instituted.  The  new 
members  come  from  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  Terrace,  Kitimat,  environs,  and  Skeena 
Lodge — located  five  hundred  miles  from  the  next  closest  Lodge  of  Perfection.  We 
extend  to  the  brethren  in  British  Columbia  who  assisted  in  the  formation  of  this  lodge 
our  sincere  gratitude  and  to  the  officers  and  members  of  Skeena  Lodge  of  Perfection 
U.D.  our  best  wishes  and  the  hope  of  health,  stability  and  power. 

We  share  the  comments  of  the  Deputies  who  acknowledge  that  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  is  making  his  official  visits  meaningful  through  his  timely  messages 
and  we  commend  him  for  his  dedication. 

ATTENDANCE 

A  Scottish  pastor  once  called  on  a  parishioner  whose  church  attendance  had  fallen 
off.  As  they  sat  before  his  coal  fire,  the  pastor  took  the  tongs  and  removed  a  hot  coal 
from  the  grate  and  placed  it — by  itself — apart  on  the  apron.  They  sat  in  silence  as  the 
ember  cooled.  At  last,  the  parishioner  exclaimed,  “I  get  the  message.  I’ll  be  in  church 
next  Lord’s  Day”.  There  is  a  parallel  to  this  story  and  the  messages  we  read  from  time 
to  time  exhorting  individuals  who  sign  applications  to  support  their  candidate  as  he  is 
received  in  each  of  the  degrees.  The  difference  is  that  one  person  expects  the  other  on 
Sunday.  We  may  need  to  be  more  specific  in  our  expectations  of  our  members  in  all 
matters  concerning  our  Scottish  Rite  bodies.  When  we  hear  that  degree  work  is  affected 
when  cast  members  fail  to  show,  our  business  is  postponed  because  of  an  officer’s 
absence,  the  new  member’s  enthusiasm  is  sorely  tested,  if  not  undone. 

Many  presiding  officers  are  meeting  with  their  officers  after  installation  to  work 
out  the  yearly  program.  The  next  step  is  to  bring  the  plan  to  the  membership  to  elicit 
their  support.  If  attendance  is  a  problem,  the  cooling  ember  will  receive  attention. 

APPRECIATION 

Alfred  P.  Sloan  said,  “The  most  important  thing  I  ever  learned  about  management 
is  that  the  work  must  be  done  by  other  men”.  Your  committee  is  appreciative  of  the 
work  of  the  staff  in  our  Supreme  Council  Office,  the  Deputies  for  their  reports  on  activ¬ 
ities  and  trends  in  their  jurisdictions,  and  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  for  the  infor¬ 
mation  they  supply  from  month  to  month.  In  the  long  run,  we  are  grateful  to  every 
member  who  contributed  to  the  betterment  of  Scottish  Rite  in  the  past  year. 
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CONCLUSION 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  present  a  favourable  report  on  the  General  State  of 
the  Rite.  This  past  year  was  a  year  of  celebration  in  so  many  valleys  across  this  great 
country.  This  past  year  was  one  in  which  our  acts  of  charity  continued  to  increase.  This 
was  a  year  when  the  lessons  of  Masonry  were  capably  imparted  to  people  who  will  be 
future  leaders  in  Scottish  Rite.  This  was  a  year  when  many  valleys  took  stock  and 
thoughtfully  dealt  with  finances,  by-laws,  membership,  and  masonic  education.  This 
was  a  year  of  progress — a  benchmark  for  the  year  to  follow.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  has  once  again,  during  the  past 
year,  endeavoured,  in  accordance  with  the  duty  imposed  upon  it  by  Article  40(c)  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  Supreme  Council,  to  keep  itself  informed  with  respect 
to  fraternal  relations  with  other  Supreme  Councils  and  masonic  bodies  throughout  the 
world,  and  is  now  pleased  to  report  thereon. 

Before  doing  so,  the  Committee  expresses  its  sorrow  at  the  passing  of  one  of  its 
valued  members.  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°,  who  died 
at  Regina  on  August  8,  1992.  His  wise  counsel  will  be  sorely  missed.  We  express  our 
sincere  condolences  to  his  widow,  Dorothy. 

Eighth  Conference  of  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity: 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  accom¬ 
panied  by  their  wives,  had  the  pleasure  of  representing  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada 
at  the  Eighth  Conference  of  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  in  London, 
England,  from  May  31-June  2,  1992. 
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The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  hosted  the  first  such  Conference  at  Montebello, 
Quebec,  in  1954,  has  been  represented  at  all  the  intervening  Conferences,  and  was  host 
to  the  Seventh  Conference  in  Toronto  in  1987. 

The  Conference  was  well  organized  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales.  The  Sessions  were  held  in  the  Grand  Temple  at  10  Duke  Street,  where  the  33° 
was  also  conferred  on  a  brother  from  Nigeria  in  the  presence  of  His  Royal  Highness, 
Prince  Michael,  33°,  younger  brother  of  Prince  Edward,  Duke  of  Kent,  Grand  Master  of 
the  United  Grand  Lodge  England. 

Your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  addressed  the  conference  on  both  themes  for 
discussion  proposed  by  the  host  Supreme  Council,  namely,  “Membership”,  and  “The 
Grand  Constitutions  of  1786:  The  Extent  of  their  Literal  Validity  today:”. 

Participants  included  representatives  from  both  American  Supreme  Councils  and 
from  Ireland,  Scotland,  The  Netherlands,  Finland  and  Australia,  as  well  as  from  the 
National  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Sweden. 

A  pleasant  social  programme  included  a  Welcome  Party  at  the  Forte  Crest  Hotel, 
an  excursion  to  Greenwich  and  lunch  for  the  ladies,  lunch  for  the  delegates  at  the 
United  Oxford  and  Cambridge  University  Club,  a  tour  of  Freemasons’  Hall,  dinner  at 
the  Connaught  Rooms,  and  the  closing  lunch  at  Mark  Masons’  Hall. 

Prior  to  the  commencement  of  the  Conference  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a  demonstration  of  the  13°  by  King  Edward  VII  Rose 
Croix  Chapter  of  Improvement  at  Mark  Masons’  Hall. 

37th  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders: 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  privileged  to  attend,  as  an  observer,  the 
37th  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  held  in  Istanbul,  Turkey, 
May  17-21,  1992,  and  hosted  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Turkey. 

Full  participation  in  these  conferences  is  limited  to  European  Supreme  Councils, 
plus  Israel  and  Iran-in-exile.  Present  were  delegates  from  the  Supreme  Councils  of 
Austria,  Belgium,  France,  Germany,  Greece,  Iran-in-exile,  Israel,  Italy,  The 
Netherlands,  and  Switzerland.  Observers  were  present  from  Australia,  Brazil, 
Luxembourg,  Mexico,  Romania-in-exile,  Spain,  and  both  American  Jurisdictions. 

Superlative  is  the  appropriate  word  to  describe  the  Conference  organized  by  the 
host  Supreme  Council..  No  effort  was  spared,  no  detail  was  overlooked  to  insure  that 
everyone’s  time  was  enjoyable  and  profitable.  The  formal  sessions  were  held  in  the 
Altin  Kubbe  (Golden  Dome)  of  the  beautiful  and  magnificently  situated  Istanbul  Hilton 
Hotel. 

Your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  read  a  paper  on  the  Conference  theme:  “What 
should  be  the  contributions  and  influences  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  on  Sociological  and 
Intellectual  Matters.”  At  the  request  of  and  by  courtesy  of  Ill.'.Bro/.Elvio  Sciubba, 
33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Italy,  a  copy  of  the 
paper  will  appear  in  the  July-September  issue  of  L’lncontro  delle  genti. 
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Delegates  and  Observers  were  privileged  to  witness  the  conferral  at  the  Masonic 
Temple  of  the  15°  by  “Les  Pionniers  de  L’ Avenir”  Sovereign  Grand  Chapter  in  the 
French  language.  The  calibre  of  the  work  was  excellent.  Although  performed  with  less 
drama  than  in  the  Canadian  portrayal,  the  theme  and  lessons  were  the  same  as  in  our 
degree. 

On  the  social  side,  all  those  in  attendance  were  royally  entertained  throughout  their 
stay  in  Turkey.  The  Supreme  Council  for  Turkey  hosted  a  welcome  cocktail  party  and 
buffet  and  a  Gala  Black  Tie  Farewell  Dinner.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Turkey  entertained 
the  delegates,  observers  and  their  ladies  at  a  dinner  in  the  Marmora  Hotel. 

An  optional  tour  was  arranged  so  those  attending  the  Conference  could  fly  to  Izmir 
(the  Smyrna  of  Biblical  times)  and  continue  by  bus  to  Ephesus  and  Kusadasi. 

The  benefit  accruing  to  any  Supreme  Council  in  being  represented  at  international 
conferences  such  as  those  this  year  in  Istanbul  and  London  is  perhaps  best  summarized 
in  the  comment  on  the  Montebello  Conference  recorded  in  The  History  of  the  Supreme 
Council  33°  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  1874-1974  where  it  was  said  that  it 
“was  of  inestimable  value  in  clarifying  mutual  understanding,  and  extending  the  inti¬ 
mate  knowledge  of  one  another  far  more  effectually  than  by  any  amount  of  correspon¬ 
dence  or  casual  talks  between  two  or  three  leaders...  the  Conference  indeed  proved  ... 
an  understanding  of  understanding”.

Eastern  Europe: 

Last  year  your  committee  expressed  the  hope  that  the  number  of  Supreme  Councils 
with  which  our  Supreme  Council  is  in  amity  might  increase  if  requests  for  recognition 
were  received  from  Supreme  Councils  being  established  in  nations  of  Europe  where 
totalitarian  regimes  had  so  long  dimmed  the  radiance  of  Masonic  light.  On  October  22, 
1991,  just  a  few  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Session  of  our  Supreme  Council, 
two  members  of  your  Committee,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  and  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Bennett  together  with  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Bourne,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Crosby,  and  the  Deputy  for  British  Columbia  N. 
Malcolm  Mac  Lean,  were  present  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Temple  in  Washington,  D.C., 
when,  during  its  1991  Biennial  Session,  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  conferred  the  33°  upon  a  total  of  fifteen  brethren  from  Hungary,  Yugoslavia 
and  Czechoslovakia. 

Subsequently,  on  November  23,  1991,  at  St.  Agnes  Convent  in  Prague, 
Ill.\Bro.‘.C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
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Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  presided  at  a  ceremony  reconstituting  the 
Supreme  Councils  of  Czechoslovakia  and  Yugoslavia,  declaring  them  to  be  properly 
constituted  for  the  conduct  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  their  respective  jurisdic¬ 
tions.  Present  also  at  the  ceremony  were  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Sarkia  of 
Finland  and  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Sciubba  of  Italy. 

The  other  European  Supreme  Councils  with  which  our  Supreme  Council  is  in 
amity  did  not  participate  in  the  ceremony  in  Prague.  A  number  of  these  Supreme 
Councils  expressed  reservations  both  with  respect  to  the  conferral  of  the  33°  in 
Washington  and  to  the  ceremony  in  Prague.  At  the  37th  Conference  of  European 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  in  Istanbul  in  May  1992,  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders  of  France,  Turkey  and  Switzerland  were  appointed  a  committee  to  consid¬ 
er  and  advise  the  38th  Conference  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Amsterdam  in  May,  1993,  on 
the  matter  of  recognition  of  new  Supreme  Councils  in  Europe. 

So  far  as  your  committee  is  aware  no  Supreme  Council  has  as  yet  been  established 
in  Hungary.  Even  before  the  ceremony  in  Prague,  Czechoslovakia  had  become  official¬ 
ly  the  Czech  and  Slovak  Republic,  and  Vaclav  Havel,  whom  we  had  the  privilege  of 
seeing  received  by  President  Bush  on  the  White  House  lawn  last  October,  has  resigned 
as  its  President. 

It  seems  entirely  possible  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  new  Supreme  Council  in  that 
country  may  in  fact  become  limited  to  the  Czech  lands.  In  any  event,  we  have  received 
from  them  no  request  for  recognition. 

A  formal  request  for  recognition  was  received  from  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Yugoslavia  signed  and  sealed  by  its  Grand  Secretary-General  with  a  return  address  in 
Italy.  The  letter  advised  that  the  centre  of  this  Supreme  Council  is  in  Sava  Valley, 
Zenith,  Belgrade.  It  would  appear  that  this  is  a  reconstitution  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Serbia  originally  established  in  Belgrade  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Greece  in  1911.  In 
view  of  the  tragic  events  of  recent  months,  which  unhappily  continue  to  the  present  in 
those  states  which  formally  comprised  Yugoslavia,  and  the  very  real  question  of  the  ter¬ 
ritorial  jurisdiction  of  the  new  Supreme  Council,  your  Committee  recommends  against 
granting  recognition  at  this  time  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Yugoslavia. 

Australia: 

The  Supreme  Council  for  Australia  was  represented  at  both  the  37th  Conference  of 
European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  in  Istanbul  and  the  Eighth  Conference  of 
English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  in  London. 

Your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  were  most 
pleased  to  meet  M.  P.  Bro.  Frank  Gamblen,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M. 
Ill. *.Bro. ’.Michael  S.  Benson,  33°,  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies,  V. 
Ill  .‘.Bro  .*.  Kenneth  R.  Mclnnes,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General,  H.E.,  and  V. 
Ill.'.  Bro  .’.Jack  Ball,  O.B.E.,  33°,  District  Commander,  District  of  New  South  Wales, 
Sydney  North. 

Professor  Gamblen  has  now  been  succeeded  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  by 
M.P.  Bro.  Andrew  Watt,  33°,  while  M.  Ill  .'.Bro  .’.George  A.  Shea,  O.B.E.,  33°,  contin- 
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ues  to  be  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  near  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Australia. 

From  all  reports  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite  is  flourishing  in  Australia.  Your 
committee  has  recently  been  advised  that  the  Australian  Supreme  Council  resolved,  at 
its  Annual  Meeting  in  June,  to  enter  into  amity  with  the  Supreme  Councils  for 
Germany,  France,  Belgium,  and  Greece. 

Chile: 

Your  committee  was  pleased  that  Supreme  Council  at  its  Annual  Session  in  1991 
adopted  its  recommendation  to  resume  fraternal  relations  with  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Chile. 

Grand  Representatives  were  subsequently  exchanged  and,  in  fact,  had  the  pleasure 
of  meeting  one  another  in  person  when  Ill .\Bro.\  John  Dixon,  33°,  from  Santiago  visit¬ 
ed  his  daughter  in  Calgary  and  was  entertained  by  Ill. '.Bro .'.Thomas  Band,  33°.  Later 
Ill. '.Bro.*. Dixon,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  granddaughter,  visited  Toronto  where 
they  were  entertained  by  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  wife. 

Your  committee  has  noted  already  that  the  Supreme  Council  for  Chile  will  host  the 
XII  Conference  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas  in  Santiago, 
November  18-21,  1993. 

Columbia: 

Your  Committee  commented  in  its  report  a  year  ago  on  the  situation  which 
appeared  to  exist  in  Columbia,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  brethren  in  that  country 
might  yet  reach  a  happy  conclusion  to  their  difficulties.  It  would  seem  they  have  so  far 
failed  to  do  so.  Under  date  of  October  10,  1991,  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  Fred  Kleinknecht,  33°, 
again  circularized  all  Supreme  Councils  in  amity  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  advising  that  unless  and  until  the  Supreme  Council  of  Columbia 
ceased  its  interference  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Columbia  it  would  remain  unrecog¬ 
nized  by  the  Southern  Jurisdiction. 

On  July  2  of  this  year,  the  Supreme  Council  for  Chile  advised  that  at  its  meeting  of 
May  30,  1992  it  had  resolved  to  suspend  relations  with  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Columbia. 

While  recognizing  the  seriousness  of  the  allegations  made  with  respect  to  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Columbia,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  prefer¬ 
able  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  to  wait  to  see  whether  a  number  of  other  Latin 
American  Supreme  Councils  follow  the  action  taken  by  the  Supreme  for  Chile.  The 
matter  might  well  be  a  subject  for  consideration  by  the  XII  Conference  of  Sovereign 
Grand  Commanders  of  the  Americas  in  November  1993. 

Cuba: 

Once  again  your  Committee  was  pleased  that  Supreme  Council  last  year  adopted 
its  recommendation  that  we  confirm  with  the  Supreme  Council  of  Cuba  that  our 
Supreme  Council  and  their  Supreme  Council  were  indeed  in  amity  and  upon  receiving 
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such  assurance  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged.  Such  assurance  was  subsequently 
received  from  Havana  and  Grand  General  Representatives  have  been  exchanged. 

South  Africa: 

Your  Committee  has  been  made  aware  of  very  serious  developments  which  have 
come  to  the  fore  in  recent  months  in,  and  in  relation  to.  South  Africa. 

Craft  Masons  in  South  Africa  owe  their  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Africa,  which  is  regular  and  widely  recognized  in  the  Masonic  world,  or  to  one  of  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Wales,  Scotland  or  Ireland. 

Scottish  Rite  Masonry  has  followed  a  comparable  pattern.  Some  years  ago  the 
English  Inspectors-General  in  South  Africa  petitioned  the  Supreme  Council  for  England 
to  establish  a  Supreme  Council  for  South  Africa.  Discussions  ensued  with  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  other  three  Bodies,  a  referendum  was  held  and  failed  to  attract  the  support 
necessary  for  the  establishment  of  one  independent  Supreme  Council  for  South  Africa. 

Subsequently  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Netherlands  established  a  Regional 
Council  of  its  Supreme  Council  in  South  Africa  with  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Council 
for  The  Netherlands  as  its  Regional  Commander.  This  Council  recruits  its  members 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Africa. 

From  the  information  made  available  to  us,  it  appears  that  The  Netherlands 
Regional  Council  has  some  800  members  while  there  are  some  3700  members  spread 
throughout  the  chapters  owing  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Councils  of  England  and 
Wales,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  The  last  three  Bodies  are  strictly  “Christian”,  while  the 
Dutch  Regional  Council  is  “Universal”. 

In  February  of  this  year,  a  formal  request  was  made  either  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or 
the  Regional  Council  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  The  Netherlands  to  establish  a 
Supreme  Council  for  South  Africa.  A  number  of  discussions  and  meetings  have  taken 
place  in  subsequent  months  between  representatives  at  the  highest  level  of  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  England  and  Wales,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  The  Netherlands. 

Early  in  July,  we  were  advised  that  The  Netherlands  was  proceeding  unilaterally  to 
establish  a  Supreme  Council  for  South  Africa  and  that  the  festive  installation  would 
take  place  in  Capetown  on  August  29.  Later  we  were  advised  that  the  installation  had 
been  postponed.  Our  latest  information  is  that  the  installation  is  now  scheduled  to  occur 
on  November  29,  1992. 

The  subject  was  discussed  privately  among  the  four  Supreme  Councils  directly 
involved  immediately  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Eighth  Conference  of  English- 
Speaking  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  in  London  at  the  end  of  May,  1992.  With  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  hindsight  it  might  have  been  helpful  had  the  wider  counsel  of  their  brothers  from 
the  other  Councils  in  attendance  at  the  Conference  been  sought  and  received. 

Apparently  one  suggestion  proposed  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales  was  the  possible  establishment  of  two  Supreme  Councils,  one  “Christian”  and 
one  “Universal”,  in  South  Africa.  This  proposal  was  not  acceptable  to  the  Supreme 
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Council  for  The  Netherlands.  Your  committee  expresses  sincere  hope  that  an  amicable 
solution  to  the  situation  will  be  found. 

The  committee  recommends,  however,  that  this  Supreme  Council  affirm  that  it 
continues  to  adhere  to  the  principle  that  there  can  only  be  one  regular  legitimate 
Supreme  Council  in  any  national  jurisdiction  or  territory. 

United  States  of  America: 

Once  again  this  past  year  the  closest  of  fraternal  relations  have  been  maintained 
with  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  and  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

The  committee  expresses  its  sympathy  and  fraternal  good  wishes  for  recovery  to 
those  members  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  who  suffered  loss  as  a  result  of  the  devasta¬ 
tion  wrought  by  Hurricane  Andrew  in  Florida  and  Louisiana.  We  miss  the  presence 
among  us  at  this  Annual  Session  of  Ill.  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  We  wish  him  a  quick  and  complete 
recovery  from  his  recent  surgery. 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  conferral  by  both  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
and  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  rank  of  Emeritus  Member  of  Honour  upon 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  33°. 

Intervisitation  for  the  exemplification  of  degrees  continued  to  highlight  the  spirit  of 
true  brotherhood  and  friendship  which  characterizes  the  relationship  between  our  three 
jurisdictions.  The  visit  of  Barrie  Consistory  to  the  Valley  of  Cambridge,  Ohio,  to  exem¬ 
plify  the  23  and  the  visit  of  Saskatoon  Consistory’s  “Team  23”  to  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  to 
exemplify  the  24  are  two  examples  of  such  visits  during  the  past  year. 

In  addition,  a  number  of  members  of  this  Supreme  Council  were  privileged  to  be 
present  at  meetings  and  conferences  held  in  the  United  States  during  the  year.  Ill.  Bros. 
Lawer,  Crosby  and  Bennett  attended  the  179th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  in  Indianapolis  in  September.  Ill.  Bros.  Lawer, 
Crosby,  Bourne  and  MacLean  were  in  attendance  at  the  Biennial  Session  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  in  October.  In  February,  1992,  Ill.  Bros. 
Lawer,  Carrick,  Byrne  and  Wands  were  present  at  the  Masonic  Assembly  and  Feast  of 
The  Philalethes  Society  in  Washington  and  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  and  Grand 
Secretaries  of  North  America  in  Crystal  City,  Virginia. 

Concordant  Bodies: 

Your  committee  notes,  with  pleasure,  that  the  best  of  good  fraternal  relations  con¬ 
tinue  to  flourish  among  all  bodies  which  seek  and  share  the  light  of  Masonry  across 
Canada.  We  join  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  welcoming  the  representatives  of 
the  concordant  bodies  who  have  favoured  us  with  their  attendance  at  this  Annual 
Session.  In  particular,  we  are  especially  pleased  that  Most  Eminent  Knight  David  B. 
Turner,  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada,  and  Most 
Illustrious  Knight  Companion  Bert  A.  Mennie,  G.C.C.  Grand  Sovereign  of  the  Grand 
Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada  are  present  with  us.  Each  of  these  distinguished  masons 
will  later  this  month  complete  their  respective,  and  both  most  successful,  terms  as  pre- 
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siding  officers  of  their  great  orders.  We  thank  them  both  for  their  service  to 
Freemasonry  and,  as  we  wish  them  well  in  their  future  endeavour,  we  extend  our  best 
wishes  and  congratulations  to  their  successors. 

In  conclusion,  we  recommend  that  all  communications  and  all  actions  taken  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  other  officers  and  members  of  Supreme  Council  in 
respect  to  our  relations  with  other  Supreme  Councils  and  grand  masonic  bodies  be  rati¬ 
fied  and  approved.

I 
specifically  called  my  spouse  “Lady”,  because  our  good  Queen,  Queen  Victoria, 
bestowed  upon  me,  a  baronetcy  for  helping  to  suppress  a  rebellion  in  Upper  Canada  in 
18  and  37  and  38,  thus  allowing  me  to  be  called  Sir  Allan  Napier  MacNab  and  my 
spouse.  Lady  Mary  Stuart  MacNab. 

After  leading  a  very  hectic  life  in  the  military  during  the  war  of  18  and  12  (and,  by 
the  way,  receiving  several  very  high  commendations),  I  eventually  studied  law  in  York 
(now  referred  to  as  Toronto)  and  later  became  involved  in  politics. 

Recognizing  that  there  were  better  places  to  be  in  18  and  26, 1  moved  from  York  to 
Hamilton  where  I  became  involved  in  many  pursuits.  To-day,  I  believe,  I  would  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  an  entrepreneurial  business-man. 

I  was  very  influential  in  bringing  to  Hamilton  the  Great  Western  Railway  in  18  and 
54.  I  had  a  very  successful  law  practice.  I  represented  Hamilton  and  Wentworth  in  the 
Legislature  and  became,  in  18  and  54,  the  Prime  Minister  of  Upper  Canada  for  only  two 
years.  (This  puts  me  in  the  same  category  as  Joe  Clark  and  John  Turner). 
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In  being  successful,  one  must  have  a  home  of  equal  status!  And  so  I  had  built  for 
me  a  mansion — on  the  cliff  shore  of  Hamilton  Bay  for  my  wife  and  two  daughters. 

Now,  I  mentioned  earlier  that  I  wished  to  issue  an  invitation.  My  understanding, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen — and  Illustrious  Sir — is  that  in  the  month  of  September,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  19  and  93,  that  you  all,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry 
in  Canada,  will  be  meeting  in  Hamilton.

Scottish  Rite  masonry  means  brotherhood,  unity,  and  community,  and  on  Canada’s 
125th  birthday,  we  need  to  remember  these  values  as  we  face  the  challenges  of  the 
future.  May  we  move  forward  in  love  and  peace.

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SATURDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  12, 1992 

The  Supreme  Council  resumed  its  General  Session  at  9:30  a.m.  in  the 
Commonwealth  Ballroom  of  the  Holiday  Inn. 

The  Grand  Marshal,  Bro.  Eldon  Greer,  assembled  the  Active  and  Past  Active 
Members  and  Guests  to  formally  enter  the  Ballroom. 

The  Supreme  Council  was  duly  opened  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John 
V.  Lawer.  Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  the  Grand  Prior,  Bro.  Fairly,  to  open  the  Volume  of 
the  Sacred  Law.  Bro.  Lawer  declared  the  Supreme  Council  open  to  resume  its  session. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  at  the  Executive  Session  two  honorary  members  were  elevated 
to  the  rank  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  and  subsequently  crowned.  The  two 
that  received  this  honour  were:

their  warm  friendship. 

The  other  three  brethren  that  we  are  also  honouring  at  this  Session  are 
Ill  .’.Bro .'.  Harold  D.  Still,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  England, 
Ill  .’.Bro .'.  Lauri  Sarkia,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Finland,  and 
Ill.’.Bro .‘.Cees  J.  P.  van  Boven,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  The  Netherlands. 
These  three  brethren  will  receive  their  decorations  and  certificates  from  the  hand  of  one 
of  our  Active  or  Past  Active  members  in  the  near  future. 

Bro.  Lawer  extended  our  warmest  greeting  to  each  of  them  and  welcomed  them 
into  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 
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Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Ill.’.Bro.’.N.  Richard  Richards,  President  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  say  a  few  words. 

Bro.  Richards  thanked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  allowing  him  to 
address  the  brethren.  He  said  he  hoped  that  each  would  read  the  Annual  Report  that  was 
presented  and  distributed  yesterday.  He  said  our  Foundation  is  national  in  scope  and  it 
benefits  one  and  all — mason  or  non-mason — extending  its  benefits  beyond  our  borders. 
The  monies  from  the  Foundation  being  dispensed  exceeds  more  than  $1,000  a  day.  The 
need  has  never  been  greater  than  it  is  today.

The  future  is 
bright  with  hope  and  challenge.  Whether  or  not  we  as  individuals  shall  have  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  seeing  them,  we  are  confident  that  supporters  of  our  Foundation  will  one  day 
witness  and  help  to  produce  miracles  of  healing  in  the  field  of  mental  retardation.  May 
their  verdict  on  us  and  our  efforts  be,  ‘Providence  being  their  guide,  they  builded  better 
than  they  knew’.” 

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  Richards,  seconded  by  Bro.  Steeves,  that  this  report  be 
accepted. 

Bro.  Lawer,  before  he  called  for  the  acceptance  of  the  report,  commented  that  he 
was  pleased  that  Bro.  Richards  had  concluded  his  remarks  with  a  quote  from  the  late 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Fleming — a  tower  of  strength  to  the  Foundation  and  the  Scottish  Rite  as  a 
whole,  and,  to  me,  a  dear  friend.  Bro.  Lawer  continued  that  he  wished  the  report  and  the 
quote  recorded  in  our  proceedings  this  year.  “Brethren,  you  have  heard  the  report,  duly 
moved  and  seconded,  how  do  you  receive  it”.  Warm  applause  greeted  Bro.  Richards’ 
report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  LIBRARY  AND  ARCHIVES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

During  the  past  year,  your  committee  has  met  on  several  occasions,  and  has  under¬ 
taken  the  following  projects: 

1.  The  numerous  metal  filing  cabinets  in  the  upper  room  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Cathedral  in  Hamilton,  which  had  been  badly  damaged  by  roof  leaks  and  insulation 
breakdown,  have  been  refurbished,  including  cleaning,  sanding  and  repainting. 
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2.  A  display  case,  surplus  to  the  requirements  of  Towers  Inc.,  has  been  graciously 
given  to  us  for  an  additional  display  facility  in  the  hallway  of  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral. 
This  case  was  completely  sanded  down,  revamished,  new  glass  obtained,  and  relined 
with  velvet. 

Many  of  the  medals,  badges  and  mementos  which  had  been  accumulated  over  the 
years,  were  sorted  out  and  suitably  arranged,  and  are  now  on  display  for  all  to  appreciate. 

3.  Due  to  the  recent  bankruptcy  of  Bargain  Harold’s,  a  clear  glass  display  case  was 
obtained  and,  after  being  cleaned  up,  will  provide  a  facility  for  displaying  larger  items 
than  are  possible  to  exhibit  in  our  present  cases.  We  have  so  far  received  with  gratitude 
two  such  larger  items  as  donations,  one,  a  decorated  clay  masonic  setting  mall,  and  the 
other,  a  gavel  from  Solomons’  Quarries  in  Jerusalem.  The  assistance  of  each  of  our 
members  in  obtaining  additional  items,  to  make  an  interesting  display,  will  be  greatly 
appreciated. 

Regarding  the  library,  which  consists  of  many  items,  both  useful  and  those  not  so 
useful,  we  now  as  your  committee  have  concluded  that  our  recommendation  for  its 
maximum  usage  would  be: 

Firstly- 

a)  To  sort  out  from  our  collection,  those  items  which  would  not  be  required  to  be 
readily  accessible.  These  would  be  placed  “in  storage”. 

b)  To  sort  out  those  items  which  might  be  useful  for  historical  and  research  pur¬ 
poses. 

c)  The  balance  of  our  collection  would  be  considered  to  be  active  reference  items 
and  would  then  be  catalogued  where  necessary,  as  we  do  not  have  an  update 
catalogue  system 

Secondly- 

That,  after  the  foregoing  has  been  completed,  negotiations  be  undertaken  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario’s  Library  Committee  to  arrange,  if 
possible,  for  an  A.&  A.S.R.  section  in  their  manned  library. 

If  this  goal  were  achieved,  we  would  then  have  available  to  all  our  members  (and 
all  masons  in  general)  our  presently  unused  Library,  as  well  as  an  ongoing  active  facili¬ 
ty  to  which  Scottish  Rite  books  could  be  donated  for  future  use.  A  list  of  Scottish  Rite 
books  and  material  would  be  circulated  through  the  Deputies  so  that  the  valleys  would 
know  the  material  available,  and,  should  any  be  desired  on  a  loan  basis,  the  Grand 
Lodge  Library  would  send  them  out  as  requested,  and  maintain  a  record  as  to  their  loca¬ 
tion.  Any  cost  would  be  chargeable  to  Supreme  Council  (e.g.  cost  of  postage). 

Your  committee  recommends  the  foregoing  action,  and  if  approved  by  Supreme 
Council,  will  begin  to  work  on  this  program  during  the  coming  year.  It  would  be  under¬ 
stood  that  nothing  would  be  discarded  without  the  approval  of  all  members  of  this  com¬ 
mittee. 

Certain  expenses  have  been  incurred  this  year  for  reasons  outlined  in  this  report, 
and  anticipating  the  possibility  of  further  needs,  we  request  that  our  budget  for  this  next 
year  be  $1,000. 
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In  closing,  we  would  like  to  acknowledge  with  special  gratitude,  the  unique  contri¬ 
bution  of  Ill  .*.  Bro  Larry  Groves,  33°.

REPORT  OF  THE  AD  HOC  COMMITTEE 
TO  COORDINATE  FUTURE  DATES  AND  PLACES 
WITH  SOVEREIGN  GREAT  PRIORY  OF  CANADA  AND 
GRAND  IMPERIAL  CONCLAVE  OF  CANADA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  committee,  which  made  its  first  report  at  the  Annual  Session  of  this  Supreme 
Council  in  September,  1991,  and  which,  the  month  before,  had  reported  to  the  Annual 
Assemblies  of  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave 
of  Canada,  continued  to  meet  during  the  past  year. 

The  membership  of  the  committee  remains  as  it  was  originally  constituted,  namely, 
Rt.  Em.Kt  Gordon  H.  Stuart,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  later  this  month  to  be  elevated 
to  the  position  of  Grand  Master  of  Sovereign  Great  Priory,  Rt.  Em.  Kt.  James  W. 
Gerrard,  Grand  Chancellor  of  Sovereign  Great  Priory,  M.  Ill.  Kt.  Comp.  Albert  A. 
Mortlock,  G.C.C.,  Past  Grand  Sovereign  and  presently  the  Grand  Recorder  of  Grand 
Imperial  Conclave,  and  myself  as  representing  this  Supreme  Council. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  goal  sought  to  be  achieved  by  the  committee,  namely  to 
coordinate  future  dates  and  places  of  meeting  of  the  Annual  Assemblies  of  the  two 
York  Rite  Bodies  and  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Supreme  Council,  would 
result  in  a  saving  of  time  and  expense  for  all  the  bodies  and  for  those  members  of  the 
bodies  whose  presence  at  these  annual  sessions  is  necessary  and  desirable.  It  should  be 
noted  also  that  on  a  personal  level  it  is  very  unlikely  that  any  of  the  present  members  of 
the  committee  will  benefit  directly  themselves  if  they  are  successful  in  achieving  the 
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result  they  seek.  This  circumstance  permits  them  to  be  completely  objective  in  their 
deliberations. 

For  many  years  the  York  Rite  bodies  met  in  the  month  of  August  while  this 
Supreme  Council  has  traditionally  held  its  Annual  Sessions  in  September. 

In  an  attempt  to  facilitate  the  future  coordination  of  the  annual  meeting  dates  of  all 
bodies,  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of 
Canada  have  now  moved  the  dates  of  their  Annual  assemblies  to  September. 

Their  representatives  on  the  committee  have,  however,  drawn  my  attention  to  the 
fact  that  this  Supreme  Council  is  not  consistent  in  the  weeks  chosen  for  its  Annual 
Sessions.  Thus  sometimes,  as  this  year,  the  Annual  Sessions  commence  in  the  week 
immediately  following  Labour  Day,  while  in  other  years,  last  year,  for  example,  the 
Session  commenced  one  week  later. 

Another  difficulty  which  presents  itself  is  that,  leaving  aside  any  social  functions 
which  may  be  scheduled  following  the  end  of  our  Annual  Session,  the  Session  itself 
closes  formally  late  on  Saturday  morning.  Meanwhile  executive  sessions  of  The 
Sovereign  Great  Priory  commence  on  the  Saturday  morning.  Supreme  Council  wishes 
also  to  insure  that  the  dates  of  its  Annual  Session  do  not  conflict  with  the  dates  of  the 
Annual  Meetings  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A. 

The  committee  recognizes  the  difficulty,  indeed  the  impossibility,  of  making 
changes  in  the  immediate  future  where  accommodations  have  already  been  reserved, 
and  other  firm  commitments  have  been  made,  by  local  committees  in  cities  in  which  the 
bodies  have  already  indicated  their  intention  to  meet. 

Nevertheless,  for  Sessions  more  remotely  scheduled,  should  our  Supreme  Council 
determine  that  its  Annual  Sessions  shall  be  held  commencing  on  Monday  (for 
Foundation  Directors,  Active  and  Past  Active  Members)  rather  than  on  Tuesday,  and 
that  Monday  should  always  be  the  Monday  following  Labour  Day  Monday? 

There  will  be,  of  course,  a  number  of  matters  which  we  would  want  to  consider 
carefully  before  we  arrive  at  any  decision  regarding  the  scheduling  and  format  of  future 
Annual  Sessions.  Should  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Location  of 
Annual  Sessions  or  should  a  special  committee  be  struck  to  make  recommendations? 
Should  the  committee  submit  its  report  initially  to  the  Advisory  Council?  Should  the 
subject  be  referred  to  all  or  should  a  decision  be  made  after  discussion  in  Executive 
Session  of  Supreme  Council? 

Whatever  the  wishes  are  of  Supreme  Council,  I  would  appreciate  the  benefit  of 
your  wisdom  and  guidance  to  assist  me  in  making  a  meaningful  contribution  to  the 
deliberations  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  Coordinate  Future  Dates  and  Places  of 
Meeting  with  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of 
Canada.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

We  the  members  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Supreme  Councillor,  beg  to 
make  the  following  report. 

The  Forty-Fourth  Edition  of  the  Supreme  Councillor  was  printed  and  distributed 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Valley  Secretary/Registrars  to  all  members  of  the  Rite  in 
December  1991. 

This  edition  of  the  Supreme  Councillor  was  made  up  of  eight  pages  of  very  small 
print  and  contained  a  lot  of  information  relating  to  Scottish  Rite  across  Canada.  We 
would  hope  that  we  can  reduce  some  of  these  reports,  by  deleting  items  that  have  been 
duplicated  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  Allocution  and  the  State  of  the  Rite 
report.  The  Grand  Prior  has  been  requested  to  give  us  a  shortened  version  of  the  Vesper 
Service  but  still  retain  the  meaning  of  the  Sermon.  By  reducing  the  reports,  it  is  hoped 
that  we  could  use  a  larger  print  and  possibly  reduce  the  copy  to  six  pages.  In  doing  this, 
it  is  hoped  we  can  reduce  the  cost  of  printing. 

At  one  time,  a  Spring  Edition  of  the  Supreme  Councillor  was  printed  and  the  last 
copy  was  dated  April  1982.  I  am  not  sure  why  its  was  discontinued,  but  it  appears  the 
Gleanings  from  Valley  Notices  was  printed  to  take  the  place  of  it. 

We  would  suggest  that  if  we  could  reduce  the  size  of  the  regular  Supreme 
Councillor,  then  we  would  print  a  spring  edition,  which  would  be  printed  in  such  num¬ 
bers,  as  to  have  a  copy  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Rite  the  same  as  the  regular  fall  edi¬ 
tion.

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Dispensations  met  to  discuss  and  assess  the  progress  of  Skeena 
Lodge  of  Perfection  U.D.  in  Prince  Rupert,  BC.  The  Deputy  for  British  Columbia,  Bro. 
N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  also  attended  the  meeting. 

This  valley  operating  U.D.  has  been  very  active,  held  regular  meetings  and  held  a 
14°  Reunion  with  twelve  new  members.  Committees  have  been  formed  to  handle  all 
phases  of  the  operation  of  this  valley,  are  processing  new  applications,  and  degrees  for 
these  members  will  be  held  in  October  and  November.  Regalia  has  been  presented  in 
many  cases  by  other  valleys  and  brethren  and  the  Deputy  advises  they  can  handle  the 
degrees  to  be  conferred.  The  officers  and  members  are  keen.  Because  of  the  area  that 
they  will  obtain  members  from.  Terrace,  BC,  to  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  it  is  not 
always  possible  for  members  to  attend  every  meeting  but  do  commit  themselves  for  the 
degree  meetings  and  do  work  in  the  degrees.  Financially  they  are  thin  but  they  do  have 
a  committee  to  look  into  fund  raising.  They  have  no  debt  at  the  present  time.  A  commit¬ 
tee  was  struck  to  prepare  by-laws  for  submission  and  approval  of  this  Supreme  Council 
as  quickly  as  possible. 
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With  the  progress  this  valley  operating  U.D.  has  made,  this  committee  recom¬ 
mends,  with  the  concurrence  of  Bro.  N.  Malcolm  MacLean,  that  Skeena  Lodge  of 
Perfection  U.D.  be  issued  Letters  Patent  of  Constitution  and  a  Charter  prepared.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
RITUALS  AND  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Section  1: 

Certificates  in  French  are  now  approved  and  available  for  members  receiving  the 
14°,  the  18°  and  the  32°.  These  will  be  issued  to  candidates  on  obtaining  the  appropriate 
rank  when  the  Grand  Secretary-General  is  so  requested  by  the  lodge,  chapter  or  consis¬ 
tory  as  per  present  practice. 

Brethren  now  holding  certificates  in  English  who  wish  to  have  these  replaced  with 
the  text  in  French,  may  do  so  by  returning  their  present  certificates  through  their  Grand 
Secretary/Registrar  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  The  replacement  certificates  will 
bear  the  same  date  as  the  original,  but  will  be  signed  by  the  incumbent  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  and  Grand  Secretary-General. 

Section  2: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  4°  and  the  32°  be  approved  for  conferral  in  French  as 
per  texts  on  file  with  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  This  recommendation  is  approved 
by  the  Deputy  for  Quebec  in  his  report. 

The  4°  is  especially  important  for  the  Valley  of  Quebec  in  providing  an  obligatory 
degree  which  their  membership  is  fully  able  to  undertake.  This  valley  will  continue  to 
require  assistance  from  the  Valley  of  Montreal.  It  is  essential  to  its  renewed  vitality  that 
its  activities  in  French  be  strongly  encouraged. 
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The  French  text  for  the  32°  includes  the  Constans  Drama.  It  is  not  anticipated  that 
this  drama  will  be  so  conferred  for  some  years,  but  it  seems  advisable  to  clear  the  matter 
as  a  single  entity.  The  prologue  to  the  drama  in  the  approved  text  will  correspond  to  the 
current  revision  as  per  Section  3  of  this  report. 

Section  3: 

It  became  apparent,  in  preparing  the  32°  in  French,  that  differing  English  texts  of 
the  prologue  to  the  drama  were  in  use  in  consistories  of  our  jurisdiction.  This  prologue, 
originally  written  for  the  Military  Drama,  was,  in  its  pre-1929  form,  not  in  accord  with 
our  present  policy  and  regulations.  Later  approved  versions  were  still  not  appropriate 
today.  It  was  also  recognized  that  the  prologue  should  be  equally  applicable  to  the 
Military  and  to  the  Constans  Dramas. 

A  revised  prologue  has  been  prepared  in  consultation  not  only  within  your  commit¬ 
tee,  but  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  with  some  Deputies.  This  recom¬ 
mended  text  is  submitted  as  Appendix  A  to  this  report,  and  will  not  be  printed  in  the 
Proceedings. 

To  assure  future  uniformity,  it  is  also  recommended  that,  on  approval  by  Supreme 
Council  as  of  today’s  date,  copies  of  the  new  text  be  sent  to  each  consistory  of  our  obe¬ 
dience  with  instructions  that  it  is  to  be  used  by  them  in  the  future. 

Section  4: 

Cross  reference  is  made  to  Section  1  of  your  committee’s  report  last  year  on  the 
reproduction  of  ritual  texts  and  the  related  costs.  During  the  year  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General’s  office  has  decided  that  in-house  laser  printing  is  feasible  and  will  proceed 
with  this.  The  rituals  revised  last  year  and  approved  for  the  6°,  the  14°  and  the  18°  are 
still  awaiting  issue.  Supreme  Council  office  advises  that  they  have  issued  copies  of 
other  approved  rituals.  Your  committee  continues  to  support  modernization  of  methods 
of  ritual  issue,  while  regretting  the  long  delay  in  getting  approved  ritual  material  avail¬ 
able  to  constituent  bodies. 

In  this  connection,  your  committee  notes  that  obsolete  texts,  some  many  years  after 
revision,  continue  to  be  in  use  in  some  constituent  bodies.  Your  committee  proposes  to 
compile  and  issue  a  list  of  the  latest  revision  of  each  of  our  degrees  and  will  request  cir¬ 
culation  to  the  Deputies  and  constituent  valleys  with  the  strong  recommendation  that 
the  obsolete  text  be  replaced,  and  preferably  returned  to  Supreme  Council  office.  Ritual 
revisions  have  been  approved  only  after  the  most  careful  consideration  and  for  the  good 
of  the  Rite.  Neglect  of  approved  revisions  is  not  only  contrary  to  decisions  of  Supreme 
Council,  but  is  to  the  detriment  of  our  activities. 

Section  5: 

The  31°  ritual  is  out  of  print  and  an  opportunity  for  revision  therefore  provided. 
This  has  been  completed  with  Ill. *.Bro.’. Bruce  Grant,  33°  in  charge  of  the  revision. 

In  the  new  text  there  are  no  changes  in  the  intent  and  spirit  of  the  ritual  portion,  but 
there  has  been  a  consistent  effort  to  convey  more  clearly  to  the  candidates  the  lessons  of 
the  degree.  Archaic  language  has  been  replaced  with  today’s  idiom. 
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A  new  prologue  is  included  which  contains  information  given  in  the  Preamble  to 
the  present  text.  This  was  heretofore  not  available  to  the  candidates  but  only  to  those 
who  possessed  a  copy  of  the  ritual. 

The  Military  Drama  section  is  available  in  Supreme  Council  office  and  no  changes 
in  it  are  recommended. 

The  revised  text  of  the  ritual  is  given  in  Appendix  B  to  this  report,  and  will  not  be 
printed  in  the  Proceedings.  Adoption  of  this  text,  subject  to  the  following  paragraph,  is 
recommended. 

Because  of  the  changes.  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  will  wish  to  review 
the  revised  text  at  greater  leisure  than  is  possible  in  the  time  now  at  our  disposal.  Copies 
are  available  and  it  is  requested  that  you  submit  your  comments  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  by  November  1,  1992.  If  there  are  significant  changes  suggested,  the  matter 
will  be  considered  by  correspondence  before  final  approval.  If  only  minor  or  easily 
adjusted  matters  are  involved,  these  can  be  cleared  in  committee  correspondence  and 
publication  will  follow  in  normal  course.  Authority  is  requested  for  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  to  proceed  to  file  the  final  approved  text  in  Supreme  Council  office,  subject 
to  the  above  conditions,  as  approved  for  publication. 

Section  6: 

The  26,  optional  version,  is  presently  in  the  form  of  a  brief  ritual  section  approved 
by  Supreme  Council  in  1981  and  a  manuscript  text  comprising 
Ill .‘.Bro.\ Cunningham’s,  earlier  adaptation  of  the  Joseph  Drama  as  then  used  in  the 
Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

Now  that  in-house  reproduction  of  rituals  is  being  established  by  Supreme  Council 
office,  it  is  recommended  that  the  two  separate  texts  be  issued  as  a  single  approved  ritu¬ 
al. 

Section  7: 

At  the  1991  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  your  chairman  agreed  to  propose  an 
introduction  to  the  Ineffable  Word  charge  in  the  14°  in  reaffirmance  of  his  remarks 
refuting  some  criticisms  of  the  present  text  voiced  in  Supreme  Council. 

Such  an  introduction  is  submitted  herewith  as  Appendix  C  to  this  report,  and  will 
not  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings.  This  text  has  been  approved  in  committee  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  the  ritual.  Your  committee  has  under  advisement  an  additional  change  in  this 
charge  and  it  is  preferable  that  the  total  revision  be  recommended  to  Supreme  Council 
as  a  single  entity.  Your  committee  therefore  defers  any  formal  recommendation  until 
next  year. 

During  the  preparation  of  the  14°  in  French,  the  question  was  raised  as  to  the  pre¬ 
cise  identification  of  “the  Chasidim  and  Assideans”  in  the  charge  before  the  candidates 
go  to  the  station  of  the  Senior  Warden  for  the  washing  ceremony.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  “Chasidim”  are  usually  called  the  “Hasidim”,  a  specific  orthodox  segment  of  the 
Hebrew  faith.  Identifying  the  “Assideans”  proved  more  difficult.  Ill.'.Bro.'.  A.  Lou 
Copeland,  33°,  was  consulted  and  he  supplied  references  that  “Assideans”  was  simply 
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an  alternative  name  for  the  “Chasidim”.  It  follows  that  the  wording  in  this  charge 
should  be  corrected  from  “Chasidim  and  Assideans”  to  “Chasidim  or  Assideans”.  This 
change  is,  therefore  recommended. 

Your  committee  again  acknowledges  the  major  contribution  of  Ill.'.Bro  .’.Pierre 
Phaneuf,  33°,  and  his  associates,  in  preparing  French  texts  for  our  rituals  and  certifi¬ 
cates.  We  welcome  him  as  a  new  Honorary  member  of  our  Supreme  Council. 

Your  chairman  expresses  his  especial  thanks  to  Ill.'.Bro.*. Bruce  Grant,  33°,  for 
taking  the  responsibility  for  revision  of  the  31°,  to  committee  members  who  have  con¬ 
tributed  actively  to  our  work,  and  to  other  brethren  whom  he  has  consulted  and  who 
have  given  advice.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
JURISPRUDENCE  AND  LEGISLATION 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(a)(ii)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  requires  this  committee  to  consider 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  laws  and  jurisprudence  of  the  Rite  referred  to  it  by  this 
Supreme  Council,  or  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  make  recommendations 
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with  respect  thereof  and  to  report  thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual 
Meeting. 

Your  committee  was  furnished  with  an  advance  copy  of  the  Allocution  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Article  22(s)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme 
Council  requires  that  all  rulings  and  recommendations  contained  in  the  Allocution  shall 
be  referred  to  this  committee  for  report  to  this  Supreme  Council.  In  discharging  the 
obligations  imposed  upon  it  by  Article  22(s),  your  committee  examined  the  Allocution 
carefully. 

Your  committee  reports  favourably  on  the  rulings,  permissions  and  dispensations 
that  were  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

In  accordance  with  article  47(a)(iii)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  only  one 
notice  of  motion  to  amend  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  submitted  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  before  May  1,  1992,  in  accordance  with  article  47(a)(i),  and  circular¬ 
ized  to  all  Active  and  Past  Active  Members,  was  referred  to  the  committee  for  report  to 
this  Supreme  Council  at  this  Annual  Session.  Only  those  upon  which  the  committee 
reports  favourably  may  be  considered  and  voted  upon  at  this  Annual  Session. 

The  proposed  amendment  is  as  follows  - 

Article  26(a) 

On  the  third  line,  after  “and  Newfoundland  combined”,  add  “One  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon  Territory  combined,  and  one  Deputy  for 
the  Province  of  Alberta  and  Northwest  Territory  combined...” 

The  committee  reports  favourably  on  this  proposed  amendment. 

In  addition,  under  Article  47(b),  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  Active  Members 
present,  any  amendment  may  be  proposed  in  writing  at  an  Annual  Session  and,  after 
favourable  report  by  this  committee,  may  be  considered  and  voted  upon  but  shall  be 
adopted  only  on  the  unanimous  affirmative  vote  of  the  Active  members  present. 

Such  an  amendment  is  an  addition  to  Article26(a)(iv),  the  following: 

(7)  grant  permission  to  have  families  and  friends  attend  the  Installation  ceremonies. 

(8)  grant  permission  to  have  families  and  friends  attend  the  re-lighting  ceremonies. 

The  committee  reports  favourably  on  this  amendment. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  ruled  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  has 
no  objections  to  members  under  our  jurisdiction  residing  in  Canada  applying  for  mem¬ 
bership  also  in  a  body  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  & 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Iran-in-Exile.  He  requests  that  this  ruling  be  adopted  by  this 
Supreme  Council 

He  further  ruled  that  Article  73  is  to  be  strictly  enforced,  and  any  mason  who  has 
received  degrees  in  contravention  of  Article  73  is  not  to  be  recognized  in  this  jurisdic- 
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tion  as  a  member  of  the  Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  and  is  precluded  from 
admission,  whether  as  a  visitor  or  otherwise,  to  any  constituent  body  owing  allegiance 
to  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada.  He  requests  that  this  ruling  be  adopted  by  this 
Supreme  Council  at  this  Annual  Session. 

The  adoption  of  this  report  by  Supreme  Council  will  constitute  adoption  of  both 
these  ruling  by  this  Supreme  Council,  as  requested  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.

“Before  I  present  this  amendment  to  Article  26(a),  a  word  of  explanation  might  be 
in  order”. 

During  this  past  year  when  the  Canadian  Constitution  was  on  everyone’s  mind,  it 
came  to  our  attention  at  an  Advisory  Council  meeting,  that,  having  just  instituted  a  new 
lodge,  Skeena  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Prince  Rupert,  the  most  northerly  in  Canada  of 
our  valleys,  if  in  the  next  few  years,  should  some  brethren  present  a  petition  to  form 
lodges  in  the  Yukon  or  Northwest  Territories,  to  whom  should  they  apply,  in  which 
deputy’s  jurisdiction  would  it  fall,  Alberta  or  British  Columbia.  This  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  is  perhaps  premature,  but  it  does  prepare  us  for  a  situation  should  it  arise. 

With  regard  to  the  amendment  to  26(a)(iv),  this  amendment  is  an  addition  to  the 
present  article  as  it  now  stands. 

To  explain,  heretofore  that  permission  was  granted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.  This  proposed  change  put  it  in  the  hands  of  the  provincial  deputy,  while 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  could  still  be  involved,  it  is  not  necessary. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  if  there  were  any  comments  before  a  vote  is  taken. 

Bro.  Crosby  suggested  that  there  be  a  slight  change  to  the  wording  in  as  much  as 
some  valleys  perform  the  relighting  of  the  lights  in  Sunday  afternoon,  would  Bro. 
Bourne  consider  ending  the  sentence  at  “Relighting  of  the  lights”  and  delete  “followed 
by  breakfast”. 

Bro.  Bourne  and  the  seconder,  Bro.  Norman  Byrne,  agreed.  Motion  as  amended 
was  carried.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance  and  the  committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge 
of  these  duties. 

1.  Constituent  Body  Financial  Reports 

The  Financial  reports  of  the  constituent  bodies  have  been  reviewed  by  the  commit¬ 
tee.  This  review  did  not  include  four  valleys  who,  at  the  time  of  writing,  had  not  Filed 
the  required  reports.  The  reports  from  these  delinquent  valleys  will  be  reviewed  when 
they  are  received. 

The  quality  of  the  reports  received  from  the  constituent  bodies  has  again  shown 
further  improvement.  Details  of  the  deFiciencies  or  errors  which  are  present  in  the 
reports  of  a  small  number  of  valleys  will  be  communicated  to  the  Deputies  of  Supreme 
Council  in  order  that  these  matters  might  be  addressed  and  eliminated  in  future  years. 

The  reports  reviewed  showed  the  bodies  generally  to  be  in  good  Financial  shape  but 
all  bodies  are  urged  to  constantly  monitor  their  financial  position  and  take  whatever  cor¬ 
rective  action  may  be  required  to  maintain  a  sound  Financial  position. 

2.  Constituent  Bodies  By-Law  Amendments 

The  Chairman  of  the  committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  by-law  amendments 
pertaining  to  Financial  matters  and  has  forwarded  comments  and  recommendations  to 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 

3.  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Grand  Treasurer-General, 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  Auditors. 

The  Committee  has  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General, 
the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Auditor.  These  reports 
were  found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  committee  recommends  their  adoption. 

4.  Financial  Operations  for  the  Year  ended  June  30, 1992 

The  Financial  statement  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1992,  was 
reviewed.  The  excess  of  revenue  over  expenses  for  the  year  was  $86,362.  The  budgeted 
excess  was  $21,050. 

A  saving  in  the  budgeted  Annual  Session  costs  of  some  $36,000.  was  a  signiFicant 
portion  of  the  better-than-budgeted  result.  A  vacancy  in  the  ofFice  staff  for  a  portion  of 
the  year,  a  lower-than-projected  production  of  revised  rituals,  and  careful  expense  con¬ 
trol  also  contributed  to  the  improved  result.  The  year’s  financial  results  meet  the  target 
set  by  Supreme  Council  several  years  ago. 
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The  excess  revenue  over  expense  has  been  added  to  the  reserves,  thereby  enhanc¬ 
ing  the  financial  stability  of  Supreme  Council. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1992  be 
adopted. 

5.  Budget  1992-1993 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  1992-1993  fiscal  period  has  been  reviewed  by  the 
committee  and  suitable  background  information  on  the  various  revenue  and  expense 
categories  has  been  obtained. 

The  proposed  budget  is  projecting  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  in  the  amount 
of  $43,027. 

The  projected  level  of  revenue  is  down  about  $7,000  over  the  1991-1992  revenue 
level.  This  decrease  is  the  result  of  a  projected  decrease  in  overall  membership  levels 
and  a  lower  level  of  bank  interest  occasioned  by  the  generally  lower  rates  of  interest 
currently  available. 

The  projected  level  of  expense  is  approximately  $240,000,  some  $30,000  higher 
than  the  1991-1992  actual.  The  increased  projected  cost  is  accounted  for  principally  by 
a  higher  cost  for  its  Annual  Session,  due  to  location,  and  by  bringing  the  Supreme 
Council  staff  up  to  the  normal  level.  As  previously  reported,  the  staff  level  during  1991- 
1992  was  below  normal  with  the  resulting  decrease  in  the  salary  costs  for  that  year. 

The  budget  is  projecting  a  level  of  revenue  over  expense  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
meet  the  requirement  of  maintaining  the  purchasing  power  of  our  investment  portfolio. 

The  committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  proposed  1992-1993  budget. 

6.  General 

The  committee  acknowledges  the  assistance  and  support  provided  to  it  by  our 
Grand  Treasurer-General,  our  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  Executive  Secretary.

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  them  for  their  service  and  wished  them  well  on  behalf  of 
Supreme  Council. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  with  Bro.  Milligan’s  retirement  another  brother  must  be  nomi¬ 
nated  and  installed  as  Deputy  for  Alberta,  and  Ill. ’.Bro .’.Thomas  William  Sefton  Band, 
33°,  Lethbridge,  has  been  so  elected  to  that  office,  at  the  executive  session. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  for  the  ceremony  of  installation.  Bro.  Dale  Steeves,  with  the 
assistance  of  Bro.  Kempton  Keebel  and  Bro.  William  Fairley,  installed  Bro.  Band  as 
Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Alberta. 

The  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan,  Bro.  Vallevand,  said  how  pleased  the  Almoner  of 
the  Saskatoon  Valley  was  to  receive  the  proceeds  of  the  Box  of  Fraternal  Assistance 
taken  during  the  33°  Ceremony,  in  the  sum  of  $944.12.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ALBERTA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Dlustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  again  my  privilege  to  submit  this  Report  on  the 
activities  and  condition  of  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta  for  the  year  1991-92. 

I  visited  each  valley  at  least  once  and  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  calibre  of  the  work  is  improving  with 
each  passing  year.  As  far  as  I  can  determine  all  of  the 
officers  in  the  various  valleys  are  enthusiastic  and  inter¬ 
ested  in  performing  their  respective  duties  and  responsi¬ 
bilities  to  the  best  of  their  abilities.  Each  valley  is  con¬ 
cerned  with  rising  costs  and  has  made  an  effort  to  live 
within  its  means. 

The  Medicine  Hat  Lodge  of  Perfection  continues  to 
sponsor  a  social  function  to  honour  the  ladies  and  the  widows  of  the  membership.  The 
widows  are  most  happy  to  socialize  with  friends  they  meet  only  at  this  event  and  speak 
very  highly  of  the  lodge  for  including  them  in  the  fun  evening  which  is  enjoyed  by  all. 

The  Central  Alberta  Valley  held  a  Bar-B-Q  at  the  home  of  the  T.P.G.M. 
Ill.\Bro.\ Roger  Kinney,  for  the  officers  of  the  lodge  and  their  wives.  This  event  was 
designed  for  those  present  to  get  to  know  each  other  and  also  to  discuss  plans  for  the 
coming  year  so  that  all  officers  are  aware  of  the  goals  the  T.P.G.M.  has  set  for  his  year. 

The  Central  Alberta  Valley  again  hosted  the  Annual  Golf  Tournament  at  the 
Ponoka  Golf  and  Country  Club.  This  event  saw  59  golfers  on  the  course  and  a  total  of 
65  enjoyed  the  well-prepared  and  presented  steak  dinner.  All  who  take  part  in  this  fun 
tournament  have  a  great  time  and  look  forward  to  the  coming  year. 

The  Lethbridge  Valley  is  having  a  problem  getting  members  to  fill  the  various 
chairs  and  is  having  to  recycle  past  officers  or  have  the  present  officers  remain  in  the 
chairs  they  now  occupy.  It  is  hoped  that  this  problem  will  be  overcome  in  the  next  year 
or  two. 

The  Calgary  Valley  continues  to  have  luncheon  meetings  on  the  last  Wednesday  of 
each  month  except  for  July  and  August.  These  meetings  are  well  attended  and  affords 
some  of  our  more  senior  members  an  opportunity  to  meet  with  old  friends  and  to  get 
away  from  their  everyday  environment.  This  valley  is  now  having  a  dinner  meeting  at 
least  once  a  year  which  features  a  prominent  speaker,  mason  or  non-mason,  to  address 
the  gathering  on  a  subject  of  interest.  The  speaker  this  year  was  Ill. ‘.Bro  .‘.Herb 
Laycraft  33°  who  retired  recently  as  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  of  Alberta. 

In  September  of  each  year,  the  Calgary  Valley  holds  its  annual  Bar-B-Q  which  is 
attended  by  350  to  400  members  and  their  ladies.  Social  events  in  all  valleys  are  impor¬ 
tant  and  allow  those  attending  to  become  reacquainted  with  members  and  their  families 
whom  they  see  but  once  or  twice  a  year. 
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The  Calgary  Valley  is  experimenting  during  the  1991-92  and  the  1992-93  masonic 
years  to  have  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  Consistory  degrees  exemplified  in  a  field 
day  type  of  presentation  rather  than  putting  on  the  degrees  at  the  monthly  meetings. 
This  method  of  presentation  seems  to  be  well  received  as  this  past  year  saw  an  influx  of 
candidates  which  far  surpassed  past  years.  The  Lodge  of  Perfection  had  49  candidates, 
the  Rose  Croix  had  61  candidates,  and  the  Consistory  had  65. 

The  Edmonton  Valley,  for  a  one  year  trial  period,  has  made  three  awards  available 
to  assist  worthy  and  needy  students  attending  the  Alberta  College  Music  Conservatory. 
Each  award  is  worth  $1,000.00.  It  is  hoped  that  a  great  deal  of  publicity  can  result  from 
this  program  and  make  the  citizens  aware  of  our  organization. 

The  annual  auction,  which  follows  the  Wine  and  Cheese  party,  was  a  great  success 
again  this  year  and  realized  the  sum  of  $2,104.75  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  This  function  was  attended  by  1 15  people  and  is  a  highlight  of  the  year  for 
the  membership. 

In  order  to  assist  the  Edmonton  Masonic  Temple  complete  badly  needed  renova¬ 
tions,  the  Valley  of  Edmonton  has  made  available  $100,000.00  to  match  contributions 
made  by  lodges  or  individuals  interested  in  remodelling  our  Masonic  home. 

The  Fall  Assembly  of  the  Alberta  Consistory  was  named  after  a  Past  Commander- 
in-Chief,  Ill.’.Bro.’.  Calvin  McRae,  32°,  who  passed  away  shortly  after  the  assembly 
was  completed.  It  is  best  to  honour  a  member  while  he  is  still  able  to  be  present. 

The  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Edmonton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  held  in  February  1992, 
was  named  after  me  which  I  consider  to  be  a  great  honour  and  I  sincerely  thank  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection  for  this  tribute. 

The  Edmonton  Valley  again  portrayed  each  of  the  degrees  from  the  4th  through  the 
32nd  degree.  Degree  teams  from  Vegreville,  Fort  McMurray  and  the  Central  Alberta 
Lodge  of  Perfection  assisted  the  Edmonton  Valley  by  being  completely  responsible  for 
the  portrayal  of  a  degree. 

Following  the  Annual  Communication  of  our  Grand  Lodge  last  June,  it  was  again 
noted  that  just  over  70%  of  the  officers  and  committee  members  are  Scottish  Rite  mem¬ 
bers.  This  is  an  interesting  and  valuable  statistic  when  considering  the  active  members 
of  the  Craft.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  is 
111. ’.Bro.’.  Myron  Lusk,  33°. 

As  this  is  my  last  Annual  Report  as  Deputy  for  Alberta,  I  must  thank  the  entire 
Scottish  Rite  membership  in  this  Province  for  the  many  considerations  and  kind  ges¬ 
tures  extended  to  my  wife  and  myself.  I  must  also  thank  Ill.'.Bro.’. Roy  Austin,  33°,  for 
always  being  available  with  a  kind  word  and  a  helping  hand.  His  advice  down  through 
the  years  has  been  invaluable.  Ill.’.Bro  .‘.Thomas  Band,  33°,  Active  Member,  has  also 
been  a  great  source  of  assistance  and  is  always  ready  to  serve  in  any  way  possible.  The 
Hamilton  office  staff  also  deserve  plaudits  for  the  many  ways  they  have  guided  and 
supported  me  throughout  the  years.  Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  each  Valley  for  the  courte¬ 
sies  and  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  my  wife  and  I  during  my  visits  to  each  Valley.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

This  is  my  seventh  annual  report  on  the  condition 
of  the  Rite  in  British  Columbia. 

We  have  lost  several  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General  of  Supreme  Council  and  four  Honorary 
Inspectors-General  from  British  Columbia  whose  obitu¬ 
aries  will  appear  in  these  or  the  next  proceedings. 
Brethren,  it  is  difficult  to  assess  the  valuable  contribu¬ 
tion  all  these  brethren  have  given  to  Freemasonry  and 
Scottish  Rite  in  particular  but  it  is  substantial.  We  also 
have  lost  many  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  this  past 
year.  Again,  belatedly,  we  thank  all  of  their  efforts  to 
make  this  a  better  world  in  which  to  live.  We  extend  our 
sincere  condolences  to  all  their  family  and  loved  ones. 

f  this  year  was  the  institution  of  Skeena  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  UD,  Prince  Rupert,  B.C.,  on  March  27-28,  1992,  under  the  capable  direction 
of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  John  V.  Lawer,  who  was  accompanied  by  the  fol¬ 
lowing  members  of  Supreme  Council  —  Dl.'.Bro.’.  John  A.  Bourne,  Dl.’.Bro.’.W.A. 
Milligan,  Deputy  for  Edmonton,  Ill.'.Bro. '.Glenn  M.  Martin,  Ill.’.Bro.’. William  J. 
McCoid,  and  myself,  all  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General,  and  many  Honorary 
Inspectors-General.  This  was  a  memorable  occasion  for  all  who  attended.  There  were 
approximately  forty  brethren  who  flew  up  from  Vancouver,  to  not  only  be  present,  but 
to  participate  in  the  conferring  of  the  obligatory  degrees.  The  brethren  from  the  Fraser 
Valley  and  Vancouver  Lodges  of  Perfection  participated  in  every  degree  and  they  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  their  support  and  dedication  to  Ill.’.Bro.'. Wilfred  C.  Blinch,  33° 
who  is  from  Fraser  Valley  Lodge  of  Perfection  whose  members  assisted  in  the  major 
parts  of  the  degrees.  He  is  Skeena  Lodge’s  first  T.P.G.M.  Another  brother  who  worked 
extremely  hard,  a  Fraser  Valley  brother  now  living  in  Prince  Rupert,  is  Ill.’.Bro  .’.Mike 
Calli,  32°,  who  is  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  Skeena  Lodge.  All  the  members,  including 
the  new  candidates,  worked  very  diligently,  which  made  our  stay  most  comfortable. 
They  met  us  on  arrival,  drove  us  to  our  motel,  as  well  as  getting  us  to  the  meetings,  etc. 
The  food  arrangements  were  excellent  and  it  was  topped  off  by  a  gourmet  seafood  din¬ 
ner  for  which  Prince  Rupert  is  famous. 

Prince  Rupert  is  a  new  territory  for  Scottish  Rite.  The  closest  Lodge  of  Perfection 
is  Prince  George  which  is  some  500  miles  away.  The  new  members  come  from  Queen 
Charlotte  Islands,  Terrace,  and  Kitimat  and  surrounding  areas.  There  were  four  brethren 
from  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Ketchican,  Alaska,  who  attended  and  offered  their  sup¬ 
port  for  which  I  would  like  to  thank  them.  The  brethren  are  aware  of  the  hard  work  they 
have  ahead,  but  I  am  sure,  with  the  leadership  they  are  receiving,  will  prove  with  posi¬ 
tive  results  for  the  future. 
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When  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  arrived  from  Toronto,  members  of 
Supreme  Council  hosted  a  dinner  party  in  his  honour  and  there  were  23  present  which 
included  Ill.’.Bro.'.Parviz  Yeganegi,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Supreme 
Council  Scottish  Rite  for  Iran-In-Exile.  I,  personally,  thank  Ill.’.  Bro. ‘.Jack  P.  Delf,  32°, 
for  his  cooperation  and  willingness  to  allow  us  the  use  of  his  facilities,  Delf  Lounge, 
which  is  excellent  for  private  parties.  He  also  graciously  provided  us  with  table  wine  for 
the  occasion.  We  also  had  in  attendance  Ill.  Bros.  John  A.  Bourne,  Glenn  Martin,  and 
William  J.  McCoid. 

In  discussion  with  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  suggestion  was  made  by 
myself  that  the  British  Columbia  Scottish  Rite  Territory  include  “And  the  Yukon 
Territory”  which  is  the  wording  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia.  At  present 
there  are  approximately  435  freemason  in  the  Yukon.  I  recommend  that  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  consider  and  report  its  finding  to  Supreme  Council  for 
execution. 

This  past  year,  the  Grand-Secretary  of  Kootenay-Boundary  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Ill.*. Bro  .‘.Tom  Scales,  33°,  arranged  for  presentation  of  a  60- year  decoration  to  Bro. 
Ernest  Mason,  18°.  What  a  lifetime  of  freemasonry!  I  wrote  to  this  brother  and  congrat¬ 
ulated  him.  He  also  presented  50- year  decorations  to  Ill. ‘.Bro .‘.Floyd  L.  Irwin,  33°, 
and  Bro.  James  A.  Fraser,  32°.  I  personally  congratulate  these  brethren  and 
Ill.*.  Bro  .’.Scales  for  performing  these  duties. 

At  our  annual  British  Columbia  Consistory  Reunion,  October  25-26,  1991,  I  had 
the  honour  of  presenting,  on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council  and  Scottish  Rite,  50-year  dec¬ 
oration  to  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.John  Frederick  Ravenhill,  33°,  and  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Stuart  Kindry 
Metcalfe,  32°.  Isn’t  it  magnificent  to  have  100  years  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in 
our  midst  on  this  occasion?  At  this  reunion,  a  cheque  for  $5,000.00  was  presented  to 
Ill.*.  Bro  .‘.John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  on  behalf  of  the 
Scottish  Rite  brethren  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  in  appreciation  of  his 
contribution  and  dedication  to  the  Scottish  Rite  during  his  term  of  office.  It  was  a  sub¬ 
stantial  donation  indeed  and  was  suitably  accepted  by  the  recipient. 

On  November  20,  1991,  I  made  an  official  visit  to  Fraser  valley  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  was  received  with  honours,  and  gave  a  suitable  talk.  This  valley  is  making 
excellent  progress  with  good  leadership  and  enthusiasm  from  all  the  brethren.  They 
continue  to  have  fraternal  visits  with  Bellingham  Lodge  of  Perfection,  in  the  state  of 
Washington,  The  visits  all  well  supported  by  both  valleys. 

I  officially  visited  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Rose  Croix  on  February  11, 
1992  and  was  duly  and  properly  introduced  and  received.  I  was  installing  officer  for 
both  bodies.  There  was  an  excellent  turnout  of  brethren  and  their  interest  and  enthusi¬ 
asm  is  very  evident. 

On  February  18,  1992,  I  was  officially  received  and  introduced  in  Strathcona 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  Campbell  River.  I  witnessed  a  well  conducted  installation  of  offi¬ 
cers — under  the  leadership  of  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Earl  J.  Parker,  33°,  who  acted  as  installing 
officer.  The  brethren  are  keen  attenders  at  the  Scottish  Rite  meetings  and  peace  and  har¬ 
mony  prevails. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  attend  the  installation  on  February  19,  1992,  of  Fraser  Valley 
Lodge  of  Perfection  so  ably  conducted  by  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Wilfred  Blinch,  33°,  as  their 
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installing  officer.  I  was  given  the  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  new  officers  on  behalf 
of  Supreme  Council  and  wished  them  a  rewarding  year. 

I  paid  an  official  visit  to  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  October  14,  1991,  to 
give  the  brethren  some  of  the  important  high  lights  of  the  Supreme  Session  in  Thunder 
Bay  and  also  on  November  16,  1991  at  the  14°  Reunion. 

It  was  on  May  9th,  1992,  that  I  paid  an  official  visit  to  Vancouver  Island 
Consistory,  held  in  Nanaimo,  for  their  installation  which  I  was  the  installing  officer.  In 
the  absence  of  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  I  was  presented 
with  a  cheque  for  $1,000  for  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  in  recognition  and 
appreciation  of  his  term  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  I  thanked  them  on  behalf  of 
The  Foundation  for  this  generous  donation.  A  presentation  of  an  honorary  membership 
to  Ill  .’.Bro.’.  Wilmot  (Bill)  Thompson,  33°,  was  made  at  this  meeting.  A  well  deserved 
honour! 

I  was  invited  to  pay  an  official  visit  to  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Vernon, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion,  on  June  4,  1992.  After  a  delightful 
banquet  I  was  duly  received  with  Swords  and  Stars.  This  was  a  rewarding  evening  for 
me  as  it  has  been  some  time  since  I  had  visited  them.  Their  degree  work  was  well  por¬ 
trayed  by  the  lodge  officers.  They  have  always  been  recognized  as  doing  their  degree 
work  in  an  excellent  manner.  At  the  conclusion  I  addressed  the  lodge  on  problems  that 
concern  Supreme  Council.  There  were  17  brethren  of  Supreme  Council  present.  This 
valley  lost  three  valued  members  of  Supreme  Council,  Ill  .*.Bro.\  Alan  Gilroy,  33°, 
(who  was  the  daddy  of  them  all),  L.  Eric  Loken,  33°,  and  Harold  R.  Long,  33°.  As  in 
Scottish  Rite  we  always  have  someone  in  the  wings  to  take  charge  when  required  and 
that  person  is  Ill . \Bro.\  Trevor  Pickering,  33°. 

Membership — We  have  fallen  short  on  membership  due  to  unfortunate  circum¬ 
stances.  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  has  spent  considerable  time  and  effort  in  bring¬ 
ing  up  to-date  our  membership  as  they  are  now  operating  by  computer.  This  tedious  job 
was  done  before  putting  the  names  on  the  computer.  They  wrote  many  brethren  with  a 
questionnaire  to  get  more  information.  The  results  of  this  survey  was  of  great  concern  to 
me  as  the  membership  difference  between  the  1991  Annual  Return  and  the  actual  fig¬ 
ures  after  additional  suspensions  are  far  short  of  those  numbers.  I  am  disappointed  at 
this  result  and  have  discussed  this  with  the  Grand  Secretary  several  times.  He  has  satis¬ 
fied  me  that  every  thing  they  have  done  has  been  checked  to  be  sure  no  error  has  been 
made.  I  wish  to  thank  Ill.’. Bro.\ Donald  C.  Munro,  32°,  Assistant  Secretary,  a  comput¬ 
er  expert,  who  did  the  majority  of  the  research  as  well  as  Ill.’.  Bro.‘.  Clark  Gilmour,  32°, 
Grand  Secretary,  for  this  extremely  time  consuming  and  difficult  job  they  have  done. 

At  Thunder  Bay  session,  five  British  Columbia  brethren  were  duly  nominated  and 
elected  Honorary  Inspectors-General  and  they  are — Gordon  John  Birtwistle,  Robert 
Blackwell  Fox,  D’Arcy  Mel  Cavanaugh,  Jack  Milton  Streight  and  David  Alan 
Thompson.  I  congratulate  them  on  their  preferment. 

On  March  9,  1992,  Ill. *.Bro.‘.  John  A.  Bourne  and  myself  were  invited  by  V.  Wor. 
Bro.  Steve  MacCittie  to  attend  Park  Lodge  No.63  A.F.&  A.M.  as  guests  to  honour  us  on 
behalf  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.  We  had  an  informal  banquet  and 
then  were  received  officially  in  lodge  with  Grand  Lodge  Honours  and  introduced  by  R. 
Wor.  Bro.  Wilmot  (Bill)  Thompson.  The  evening  was  a  most  enjoyable  occasion  and 
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ended  with  Hl.'.Bro .‘.Bourne  and  myself  being  presented  with  lovely  plaques  com¬ 
memorating  this  great  evening.  This  is  another  example  of  Freemasonry  cooperating 
with  appendant  bodies. 

I  was  invited  on  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  attend,  on 
October  28,  1991,  an  informal  private  luncheon  and  to  view  the  “lay  oriented”  presenta¬ 
tions  of  the  research  week  sponsored  by  the  research  division  the  B.C.  Childrens 
Hospital  which  included  displays  and  guest  speakers.  I  found  it  interesting  and  informative. 

On  March  5,  1992,  I  was  an  invited  guest  to  represent,  and  bring  greetings  of  the 
A.&  A.S.R.,  to  the  37th  Annual  Session  of  the  Grand  Court,  Order  of  the  Araranth 
which  I  attended. 

September  30,  1991,  I  was  invited  to  be  present  at  the  Shrine-Masonic  Night  in 
Burnaby  as  well  as  May  16,  1992,  in  Nanaimo.  On  both  occasions  I  gave  a  brief  outline 
of  S.R.  Freemasonry  and  the  work  and  progress  of  our  Charitable  Foundation  and  had 
available  The  Scottish  Rite  Booklets  for  anyone  interested.  The  master  masons  were 
invited  as  guests  of  the  shrine. 

Another  highlight  was  an  invitation  I  received  to  attend  the  October  1991  Session 
of  Supreme  Council  33°  A.&  A.S.R.,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  It  was  a  most  mem¬ 
orable  and  rewarding  occasion,  full  of  informative  and  interesting  days  of  masonic  fel¬ 
lowship  and  knowledge. 

Dispensations  are  issued  for  the  usual  reasons  with  the  exception  of  one  I  issued  in 
compliance  to  Art.  62(a)  &  (c)  regarding  an  officer  holding  two  offices.  The  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  of  Penticton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  is  also  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  in 
the  Lodge  of  Perfection.  The  explanation  was  that  they  were  unaware  of  this  statute  and 
that  they  were  having  a  problem  getting  officers. 

Easter  ceremonies  are  still  being  carried  out  in  different  ways.  Some  chapters  are 
having  open  ceremonies  with  the  ladies  and  masonic  friends  present.  Vancouver 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  has  its  own  regular  ceremony  and  the  ladies  meet  with  the 
brethren  at  the  completion  for  hot  cross  buns  and  coffee.  We  then  received  an  Easter 
message  which  was  so  ably  given  this  year  by  Ill.'.Bro.*. Clark  Gilmour,  32°.  I  brought 
the  brethren  and  ladies  Easter  greetings  from  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and 
officers  of  Supreme  Council  and  thanked  the  chapter  for  the  manner  in  which  the  Easter 
ceremonies  were  portrayed.  It  appears  that  some  chapters  are  not  happy  with  the  open 
ceremony  when  they  cannot  have  the  bread  and  wine  ceremony. 

Before  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  most  sincerely,  all  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Inspectors-General,  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  the  secretaries,  and  officers  of 
the  different  bodies,  for  the  total  cooperation  this  past  term  and  look  forward  to  their 
continued  support. 

Finally,  my  sincere  thanks  also  to  our  Grand  Secretary-General  and  his  efficient 
office  staff  for  their  guidance  and  cooperation.

Bros.  C.  Russell  Tennant  and  Frederic  J.  Dickson  were  nominated  to  receive  the  33°  in 
Saskatoon,  Saskatchewan  in  September  1992. 

The  fall  of  1991  was  a  very  busy  time  with  regular  scheduled  Lodge  of  Perfection 
presentation  of  4°  through  14°,  and  the  Fall  Reunion  presentation  of  the  15°  through 
32°.  As  well,  the  Travelling  Tenth  Degree  Team  was  in  rehearsals  for  its  trip  to 
Hamilton  for  presentation  in  the  beautiful  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  The  reception  and 
warmth  of  the  City  of  Hamilton  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Brethren  was  overwhelming,  an 
event  we  will  long  remember.

Our  “Rite-Irees  Luncheon  Club”  continues  to  meet  for  lunch  on  the  2nd 
Wednesday  of  each  month  with  continued  good  attendance  and  interesting  speakers. 

On  Monday  evening.  May  4,  1992,  our  Active  Member,  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Robert  T. 
Comrie  was  honoured  by  the  Ionic  Lodge  No. 25,  with  presentation  of  his  50-year 
medal.  A  goodly  number  of  Scottish  Rite  brethren  were  in  attendance  in  support  of  our 
Bro.  Bert  on  this  auspicious  occasion. 

The  officers  and  brethren  of  the  valley  continue  the  program  of  visitations  to  craft 
lodges  to  honour  the  master  of  the  lodge  who  is  a  member  of  Scottish  Rite,  with  presen¬ 
tation  of  a  memento  to  commemorate  his  year  in  the  East.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  again  it  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  sub¬ 
mit  the  Annual  Report  as  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick  on 
the  condition  of  the  Rite  in  the  Province,  as  required  by 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

As  in  the  past,  the  loss  of  distinguished  freemasons 
has  taken  its  toll.  While  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  our 
Supreme  Council  ranks  have  remained  intact  neverthe¬ 
less  we  have  been  saddened  with  the  deaths  of  24  mem¬ 
bers  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  To  their  families  and 
friends,  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy.  As  well  as  the 
loss  of  these  brethren,  several  of  our  senior  members  are 
noticeably  absent  from  our  meetings  due  to  health  limi¬ 
tations,  and  we  recognize  them  for  their  past  masonic 
contributions  as  well  as  their  community  efforts. 

During  my  visits  throughout  the  three  valleys  attending  regular,  executive  and 
advisory  committee  meetings,  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  and  appraise  the 
affairs  of  the  Bodies.  In  most  instances  the  officers  display  a  keen  interest  and  make 
every  effort  to  provide  interesting  agenda  for  the  members.  In  general,  the  State  of  the 
Rite  seems  to  be  in  good  order,  however  membership  is  still  a  concern  and  must  be 
addressed  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  While  a  gradual  upswing  is  evident  in  the  craft 
lodges,  it  has  had  only  a  marginal  impact  upon  the  Rite.  Combined  with  deaths,  suspen¬ 
sions  and  demits,  together  with  smaller  classes  of  candidates  in  most  bodies,  we  again 
show  a  loss.  The  Lodges  of  Perfection  have  declined  from  1,244  to  1,231;  and  the 
Chapters  from  1,012  to  1,007.  However,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  an  upswing  in  the 
Consistory  from  807  to  817. 

Once  again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a  close  liaison  exists  between  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  Rite.  Ill.'.Bro.'.Orvil  Mason,  32°,  an  officer  of  King  Solomon  Chapter  was  re¬ 
installed  for  a  second  year  as  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand  Master.  Several  others  in  our 
membership  hold  key  positions,  including  Ill.*.  Bro.’.  Carr  W.  Graham,  33°,  who  was 
recently  installed  as  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Valley  of  Saint  John: 

Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory 

In  my  previous  report,  concern  was  expressed  on  the  reported  number  of  dues 
delinquencies.  According  to  the  current  returns  this  is  still  a  problem  with  approximate¬ 
ly  fifty  percent  of  current  dues  outstanding  in  the  three  bodies.  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
Secretary/Registrar  is  doing  his  utmost  but  has  met  with  only  minimal  success.  I  will 
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once  again  suggest  a  committee  be  formed  to  work  closely  with  the  Secretary/Registrar 
to  bring  this  matter  to  the  norm. 

As  one  of  our  most  dedicated  members  throughout  the  years  has  relinquished  the 
office  of  Almoner  after  thirteen  faithful  years,  to  Ill  Bro  Albert  M.  Lawson,  32°,  we 
wish  him  well  in  his  retirement  and  trust  his  continued  attendance  at  all  the  meetings 
remains  unblemished. 

The  Annual  Divine  Service  was  held  at  St.  David’s  United  Church,  Rothesay,  on 
November  17,  with  our  own  Rev.  L.  S.  Donahue,  33°,  ministering  the  service. 

The  Annual  Christmas  party  was  held  in  West  Saint  John  on  November  29,  with 
families  in  attendance.  Not  only  did  this  early  date  inspire  those  to  get  into  the 
Christmas  Spirit  but  was  a  fitting  reward  towards  our  Charitable  Foundation  with  a  sub¬ 
stantial  amount  of  money  raised  and  presented  to  me  during  my  official  visit.  This  char¬ 
itable  act  has  become  a  tradition  in  recent  years  with  proceeds  growing  considerably 
each  year. 

My  official  visit  was  made  to  the  valley  on  December  9,  and  accompanied  by 
Active  Member  E.  Stanley  Matheson,  33°,  and  other  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  we 
were  heartily  received  under  the  honourable  company  of  swords  and  stars.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Grand  Lodge  has  approved  the  formation  of  Scottish 
Rite  degree  teams  for  conferring  the  craft  lodge  degrees.  A  tenth  degree  team  is  being 
formed.  Both  of  these  ventures  are  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Past  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  Dl.’.Bro.'.E.  A.  Young,  32°.  We  wish  Bro.  Young  and  his  teams  every  suc¬ 
cess  in  their  endeavour  as  we  can  rest  assured  that  he  himself  will  be  demonstrating  his 
proven  abilities  as  a  ritualist. 

Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  held  the  Annual  Reunion  on  April  1 1  with  eleven 
candidates.  The  luncheon  speaker  was  The  Venerable  L.  N.  Harding,  B.A.,  L.S.T., 
Archdeacon  of  Saint  John,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  who  brought  a  most  appropriate 
address  for  the  season. 

On  April  19,  the  Easter  morning  breakfast  was  preceded  with  the  re-lighting  cere¬ 
mony,  both  activities  being  well  attended  by  members  and  their  families  upon  approval 
of  the  necessary  dispensation  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  The  service  was

Once  again  it  has  been  a  rewarding  year,  attending  the  many  functions,  providing 
me  with  the  opportunity  to  witness  the  work,  with  the  assurance  that  the  general  laws  of 
the  Rite  are  respected  and  obeyed.

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fourth  report  as  Deputy 
for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and 
Newfoundland  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  in  my  jurisdic¬ 
tion  as  required  by  the  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

Valley  of  Halifax 

My  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Halifax  took  place 
on  November  7,  1991.  I  was  received  with  the  usual 
Honours  and  was  accompanied  by  a  very  large  contin¬ 
gent  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  Valley  of  Halifax  always  responds  to  an 
official  visit  with  a  large  number  of  brethren  in  atten¬ 
dance. 


On  May  6,  1992,  the  Valley  of  Halifax  sponsored  a  night  at  the  theatre  to  see 
Fiddler  on  the  Roof.  This  was  open  to  all  members  and  their  friends  and  was  so  success¬ 
ful  it  will  be  repeated  again  this  year. 

The  trend  of  declining  numbers  continues  in  the  Valley  of  Halifax  with  Victoria 
Lodge  of  Perfection  experiencing  a  net  loss  of  sixty-one,  Keith  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix  a  net  loss  of  seventy-one,  and  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  a  net  loss  of 
sixty-five.  I  plan  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  in  the  Halifax 
area  in  June  and  this  declining  membership  problem  will  be  one  of  the  items  on  the 
agenda. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  death  of  Ill.  Bros.  Thomas  A.  Wood,  33°, 
Frank  A.  Milne,  33°,  and  James  E.  Feeney,  33°.  These  brethren  made  significant  contri¬ 
bution  to  Scottish  Rite  and  indeed  to  all  of  Masonry  and  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Valley  of  Sydney 

My  official  visit  to  the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection  took  place  during  their 
Annual  Reunion  on  May  8th  and  9th.  I  was  received  with  the  usual  Honours  and 
accompanied  by  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  from  the  area.  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of 
Perfection  received  fourteen  candidates  during  the  reunion  and,  during  my  remarks  at 
the  closing  banquet,  I  congratulate  all  those  who  participated  in  the  degree  work.  All  the 
degrees  were  well  done  with  no  rituals  in  evidence.  The  lodge  had  a  loss  of  eleven  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  but  due  to  a  previous  discrepancy  shows  a  net  loss  of  eighteen.  This  is 
being  investigated. 

Since  I  had  not  previously  visited  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  I  did  so  on 
November  16,  1991.  It  was  an  opportunity  to  observe  excellent  degree  work  and  to 
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announce  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  Honorary  Inspector-General.  The  chapter 
received  thirteen  candidates  at  the  reunion.  It  had  a  loss  of  three  due  to  deaths  and  with¬ 
drawals  for  a  net  gain  of  ten. 

Valley  of  Summerside 

My  official  visit  to  Albert  Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection  took  place  on  May  26, 
1992.  I  was  duly  received  with  Honours  and  accompanied  by  several  Honorary 
Inspectors-General.  Following  the  portrayal  of  the  seventh  degree  by  an  excellent  team, 
I  addressed  the  gathering,  congratulated  all  the  candidates,  and  announced  the  candidate 
for  the  upcoming  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  The  lodge  received  eight  candidates  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  but  lost  nine  (five  deaths,  three  withdrawals  and  one  suspension)  for  a  net 
loss  of  one.  St.  Lawrence  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  received  five  candidates  during  the 
year  but  had  four  deaths  and  two  withdrawals  for  a  net  loss  of  one. 

Valley  of  Bay  Roberts  and  Carbonear 

My  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Bay  Roberts  took  place  on  October  5,  1991. 1  was 
accompanied  by  several  Honorary  Inspectors-General  and  received  with  the  appropriate 
-  honours.  I  was  privileged  to  act  as  Installing  Officer  for  the  back-to-back  Installation  of 
Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Randolph  Young  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  I  was  very 
ably  assisted  by  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  in  attendance.  At  the  following  ban¬ 
quet  I  read  a  paper  entitled  “What  Do  Mason  Do”.  Whitecoat  received  no  candidates 
during  the  year  but  had  two  deaths  and  twenty  suspensions  for  a  net  loss  of  twenty-two. 

Randolph  Young  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  continued  its  decline  in  membership  with 
a  net  loss  of  eleven  due  to  suspensions.  We  will  attempt  to  revitalize  this  chapter  during 
the  next  twelve  months. 

Valley  of  St  John’s 

During  my  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s,  I  installed  the  officers  of 
Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  MacGillivray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and 
Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.Gerald  Greenslade,  33°,  acted  as  Installing  Officer  of  the  Newfoundland  and 
Labrador  Consistory.  We  were  assisted  by  all  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  who 
were  in  attendance. 

The  Valley  of  St.  John’s  was  also  saddened  to  lose  two  of  it’s  very  distinguished 
Honorary  Inspectors-General,  Ill.*. Bro. '.Melvin  Rowe,  33°,  Valley  Historian,  and 
Ill.*. Bro  .’.The  Honourable  Joseph  R.  Smallwood,  33°,  the  Father  of  Newfoundland 
Confederation  and  the  Fajher  of  Scottish  Rite  in  Newfoundland. 

Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection  received  nine  candidates,  one  affiliation  and  one 
restoration.  There  were  four  deaths  and  four  withdrawals  for  a  net  gain  of  three. 

MacGillivray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  received  five  candidates,  one  affiliation,  and 
they  had  four  deaths  and  three  withdrawals  for  a  net  loss  of  one. 

The  Newfoundland  and  Labrador  Consistory  received  thirteen  candidates  and  they 
experienced  four  deaths  and  three  withdrawals  for  a  net  gain  of  six. 
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General 

On  September  23,  1991,  at  the  request  of  the  Worshipful  Master  of  Lodge  St. 
Andrew  1139  S.C.,  the  three  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in  St.  John’s  were  received  in  full 
regalia  for  an  explanation  of  what  Scottish  Rite  was  all  about.  The  booklet  supplied  by 
Supreme  Council,  Questions  and  Answers  about  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite,  was  used  as  a  format.  I  asked  the  questions  and  a  designated  member  of  Scottish 
Rite  gave  the  answer.  The  same  format  was  followed  at  Lodge  Conception  1679  S.C.  on 
February  25,  1991,  and  at  Lodge  Westmoorland  1689  S.C.  on  April  22,  1991. 

In  December,  I  authorized  the  three  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  meeting  in  the  St.  John’s 
Masonic  Temple,  to  move  to  another  masonic  temple  because  the  rents  being  charged  to 
Scottish  Rite  were  becoming  exorbitant  and  were  threatening  to  price  us  out  of  exis¬ 
tence.  The  rents  at  the  St.  John’s  Masonic  Temple  were  in  excess  of  thirteen  thousand 
dollars  a  year  and  the  new  rent  at  the  masonic  temple  in  Manuals  is  three  thousand  per 
year. 


On  January  25, 1  brought  the  greetings  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  Installation  of  the 
Potentate  of  Mazol  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S. 

Due  to  a  previous  commitment,  I  was  unable  to  accept  the  invitation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  to  attend  their  One  Hundred  and  Thirty 
Third  Convocation.  However,  I  instructed  Dl.’.Bro.’.Lawrin  Armstrong,  33°,  to  dele¬ 
gate  a  member  of  Supreme  Council  in  Nova  Scotia  to  bring  the  greetings  of  Supreme 
Council  at  the  convocation. 

Dispensations 

The  five  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  in  my  jurisdiction  requested  dispensation  to  per¬ 
mit  family  members  and  masons,  not  of  the  eighteenth  degree,  to  attend  the  Easter 
Sunday  Ceremonies  on  April  19,  1992.  Permission  was  granted  providing  the  Chapter 
was  not  opened  or  closed  in  the  presence  of  guests,  there  be  no  Table  Ceremony,  and 
that  the  Sovereign  Princes  depart  at  the  same  time  as  the  guests. 

Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  granted  dispensation  to  hold  it’s  December  meet¬ 
ing  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Kentville,  Nova  Scotia. 

My  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  reigning  officers  for  their  dedication  to 
Scottish  Rite;  to  the  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council  for  their  invaluable  sup¬ 
port  during  the  year;  and  to  Ill. ‘.Bro.*.  Harold  E.  Crosby,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander,  and  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill  .‘.Bro. '.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°, 
for  their  willing  support  and  guidance  during  the  year;  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
and  his  office  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  support  during  the  year.

This  report  to  Supreme  Council 
covers  the  activities  in  nine  valleys  under  my  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  Barrie,  Chatham,  Guelph,  London,  Niagara  Falls, 
Sarnia,  Toronto,  Windsor,  and  Woodstock. 

During  the  past  year  I  visited  every  valley  and  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  state  of  the  Rite,  with  the 
exception  of  membership,  is  in  excellent  condition.  In 
general,  the  officers  are  well-skilled  and  enthusiastic 
and  degree  work  is  well  done.  Most  valleys  have  adopt¬ 
ed  an  advisory  council  type  of  administrative  commit¬ 
tee. 

Our  annual  sessions  in  Thunder  Bay  were  a  good  example  of  what  can  be  accom¬ 
plished  when  determination  and  persistence  are  joined  by  good  management  and  willing 
workers. 

On  October  4,  1991,  the  Valley  of  Toronto  hosted  a  reception  to  honour

Nine  Lodges  of  Perfection  report  a  net  loss  of  141  members.  Eight  Chapters  of 
Rose  Croix  report  a  net  loss  of  102  members.  Barrie  Consistory  reports  a  net  gain  of  24 
members. 


Valley  of  Barrie

bration  was  arranged  for  Saturday  November  23,  1991.  A  well- attended  vesper  service, 
fellowship  time,  entertainment,  banquet,  greetings,  and  presentations.

Too  many  times  the  lodge  or  chapter  experiences  difficulty  when  an  officer 
dies  or  is  ill  and  his  replacement  has  had  no  training  in  that  important  office. 

Valley  History  -  It  is  most  difficult  to  compile  the  history  of  a  valley  if  it  is  not 
kept  up  to  date  annually.  Advisory  council  or  valley  executive  committees  should  make 
this  a  priority. 

Declining  membership  -  once  again  I  make  mention  that  Supreme  Council  should 
take  more  interest  in  this  priority  problem. 

I  commend  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  for  giving  so  much  of  his  time  and 
energy  to  Scottish  Rite.  Ill.’.Bro.'.Lawer  has  been  generous  with  his  time  allotted  to 
valleys  and  this  has  been  much  appreciated. 

Thanks  to  the  Active  and  Past  Active  Members  for  their  assistance,  especially  the 
Acting  Deputies,  during  the  winter  months,  and  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  his  office 
for  their  kind  and  courteous  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  my  first  Report  for 
Quebec  on  the  state  of  the  Rite  in  my  jurisdiction  as 
required  by  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  the  order. 

The  two  valleys  in  the  jurisdiction  suffered  a  net 
loss  of  72  members  during  the  past  year,  66  from 
Montreal  and  6  from  Quebec.  Deaths  amounted  to  37 
and  the  withdrawal  of  22  mainly  reflects  the  continuing 
exodus  of  members  from  the  Province.  These  losses 
were  not  offset  very  much  by  the  low  number  of  new 
candidates,  only  27  in  Montreal  and  6  in  Quebec.  The 
outlook  for  further  growth  in  membership  remains 
rather  weak,  however  there  are  some  signs  of  change, 
mainly  due  to  the  implementation  of  various  programs 
that  have  been  originated  by  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebec  to  foster  masonic  renewal. 

On  Friday  April  3,  1992,  the  Valley  of  Quebec  conferred  the  4°  on  6  Candidates 
and  on  Saturday  the  4th  of  April  1991,  the  6  new  members,  accompanied  by  several 
officers  and  members  of  the  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection,  travelled  by  bus  to  Montreal, 
where  The  Valley  of  Montreal  conferred  the  5°,  7°,  13°  and  14°.  The  14°  was  conferred 
in  the  French  language  in  a  most  impressive  and  dignified  manner  by  a  team  of  mainly 
Francophone  members  from  Montreal.  The  members  of  both  valleys  in  attendance 
enjoyed  a  very  instructive  and  harmonious  day. 

On  a  positive  note,  an  increasing  percentage  of  the  candidates  being  received,  both 
in  Montreal  and  in  Quebec,  are  French  speaking  and  this  underlines  the  wisdom  of  the 
efforts  made  in  translating  the  mandatory  degrees  into  French  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  the  Consistory.  This  trend  may  well  be  one 
of  the  primary  ways  of  increasing,  eventually,  membership  in  the  Province.  Although 
the  Valley  of  Quebec  is  still  a  long  way  from  having  enough  manpower  to  confer  many 
degrees  in  either  language,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal  to  assist  them  as 
much  as  possible  over  the  coming  years,  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  both  valleys. 

As  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report,  deaths  accounted  for  a  loss  of  37  members  and 
we  note,  with  deep  regret,  their  loss  and  the  service  they  have  given  to  the  Scottish  Rite. 
The  names  of  the  departed  are  inscribed  in  the  Obituary  records  of  the  Annual 
Proceedings.  We  again  extend  our  deepest  sympathy  to  their  families.  Among  those 
departed  brethren  were  four  33°  members  of  The  Supreme  Council:

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During  the  past  year,  I  attended  most  of  the  meetings  in  Montreal  and  was  received 
officially  in  all  bodies  in  a  most  prestigious  manner,  and  had  the  opportunity  of  address¬ 
ing  the  members  on  numerous  occasion  on  various  topics  and  to  extend  greetings  from 
Supreme  Council. 

The  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  again  invited  our  ladies  to  share 
with  them,  the  Easter  Ceremonies  of  Relighting  the  Lights.

I  strongly  recommend  that  the  4° 
and  the  32°  be  adopted  by  Supreme  Council  as  “Official  Degrees”  in  the  French  lan¬ 
guage. 

The  Montreal  Executive  Committee  continues  to  operate  very  well  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Ill.’.Bro.’. R.  F.  Grindlay,  33°.  To  Dl.’.Bro.’. Douglas  A.  Rennie,  33°, 
Active  Member  and  Past  Deputy,  I  extend  my  personal  thanks  for  all  his  advice  and 
assistance.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Rennie,  33°  is  now  back  to  good  health 
and  we  wish  him  the  very  best. 

I  also  wish  to  congratulate  all  the  officers  of  all  bodies,  both  in  Montreal  and  in 
Quebec,  on  their  excellent  work  and  for  their  cooperation  and  support. 

Finally,  to  all  the  Staff  at  Supreme  Council  in  Hamilton,  I  extend  my  most  sincere 
thanks  and  appreciation  for  your  assistance  and  guidance  to  myself  and  the  valleys 
under  my  care.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  following  report  on 
the  condition  and  activities  of  the  Scottish  Rite  valleys 
in  Saskatchewan  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1992  as 
required  by  our  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

During  my  visits  to  the  three  valleys  in  the 
province,  I  witnessed  work  being  performed  by  dedicat¬ 
ed  officers  and  members  striving  to  make  their  meetings 
and  degrees  interesting  and  enlightening.  They  are  well 
aware  that  a  high  standard  of  leadership  continues  to  be 
the  most  essential  ingredient  for  all  successful  bodies. 
To  this  end  the  Annual  Deputy’s  Provincial  Meeting 
appears  to  be  opening  new  approaches  regarding  many 
of  the  present  day  concerns. 

The  1992  Deputy’s  Provincial  Meeting  was  held  in  Saskatoon  on  February  16th, 
with  19  members  attending,  representing  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies  in  the  three  valleys. 
Driving  conditions  and  the  result  of  recent  weather  warnings  kept  a  number  from  the 
Moose  Jaw  Valley  from  being  present.  It  was  felt  that  the  latter  part  of  March  would  be 
a  better  time  for  these  meetings,  with  less  chance  of  winter  storms  hampering  atten¬ 
dance.  Each  year  these  meeting  appear  to  become  more  informative,  as  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  become  involved  and  actively  participate. 

The  agenda  covered  a  number  of  topics  and  reports  which  resulted  in  a  lively  dis¬ 
cussion.  Many  suggestions  and  recommendations  were  forthcoming  to  improve  atten¬ 
dance  and  membership,  as  well  as  promoting  general  interest  at  regular  meetings.  A 
paper  on  the  restructured  approach  to  regular  meeting  business  and  conferring  of 
degrees  based  on  a  Triple  E  format  —  EFFECTIVE,  EDUCATIONAL  and  ENTER¬ 
TAINING — was  proposed  for  the  1993  meeting.  The  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  from 
the  three  valleys  reported  on  their  review  of  financial  statements  and  their  preparation 
of  reports  to  Supreme  Council.  It  was  agreed  that,  where  professional  help  was 
required,  the  Secretary/Registrars  would  look  to  advice  and  assistance  from  recognized 
accountants. 

Membership  continues  to  be  the  major  concern,  with  all  bodies  experiencing  sub¬ 
stantial  declines.  It  would  appear  that  the  nest  losses  suffered  by  the  craft  lodges  in  the 
province  are  once  again  reflected  in  the  bodies  of  the  Rite.  Suspensions  have  forced  the 
Valley  of  Saskatoon  to  take  a  hard  look  at  their  present  method  of  keeping  dues  current. 
The  formation  of  a  delinquent  dues  committee  appears  to  be  getting  the  desired  results 
through  restorations. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  report  the  deaths  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  Ill. 
Bros.  Edwin  A.  Fisk,  and  Archibald  F.  Leard,  both  from  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon  but 
who  had  moved  to  British  Columbia  on  their  retirement.  Their  contribution  to  Masonry, 
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and  more  particularly,  their  devotion  to  the  Scottish  Rite  will  long  be  remembered.  Our 
deepest  sympathies  have  been  extended  to  their  loved  ones. 

Requests  for  dispensations  were  received  from  three  Rose  Croix  Chapters  in  the 
Province  -  to  permit  family  and  friends  of  members  to  be  present  at  the  Ceremony  of 
Relighting  the  Lights  and  the  Memorial  Service  held  on  Easter  Sunday  morning.  The 
dispensations  were  granted,  subject  to  the  usual  qualifications.  Other  dispensations 
including  visitations  of  degree  teams  and  changes  to  time  and  place  of  meetings  were 
routinely  dealt  with  after  proper  approval  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

A  visit  by  our  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill  .*.Bro.\  John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  and 
Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  Executive  Secretary  of  our  Supreme  Council  in 
November,  1991,  reviewed  and  approved  the  tentative  facilities  and  accommodations 
for  the  118th  Sessions  of  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  A.  &  A.S.R.  to  be  held  in 
Saskatoon  in  September.  Since  that  time  the  members  of  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon  have 
been  actively  engaged  in  setting  up  committees  and  making  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  this  most  important  event.  The  General  Chairman,  Ill.\Bro.‘.R.  Neil  Matheson, 
33°,  has  assured  us  that  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  make  the  occasion  a  mem¬ 
orable  one  for  our  visitors  by  exhibiting  true  Western  Hospitality  and  to  show  that 
Saskatoon  is  indeed  magic.  We  are  grateful  for  the  support  and  assistance  offered  by  the 
Valleys  of  Regina  and  Moose  Jaw. 

Word  has  been  received  that  Scottish  Rite  members  in  the  Valley  of  London  had 
the  pleasure  of  presenting  Ill.'.Bro.'.Morley  Willoughby,  32°,  with  his  70-year  Scottish 
Rite  decoration.  On  behalf  of  the  Valley  of  Regina,  we  wish  to  thank  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Robert 
A.  Barnett,  33°,  Active  Member  and  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Crawford  Sutherland,  33°,  Past  Active, 
and  all  brethren  who  took  part  in  honouring  this  long  time  member  of  the  Regina 
Valley. 

All  valleys  in  the  province  are  reviewing  by-laws  to  try  and  update  and  revise  them 
to  make  them  more  acceptable  to  the  various  bodies.  Both  Regina  and  Saskatoon  have 
given  serous  consideration  to  the  number  of  meetings  held,  with  the  view  of  increasing 
attendance  through  less  demanding  time  commitments.  Saskatoon  bodies  have  experi¬ 
enced  some  delay  in  implementing  the  new  valley  by-laws,  but  the  many  advantages  are 
now  being  felt  as  they  progress  in  putting  the  by-laws  into  effect. 

Valley  of  Moose  Jaw 

Moose  Jaw  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  its  Annual  Reunion  on  November  22  and  23, 
1991,  and,  according  to  custom,  made  the  occasion  a  particularly  memorable  one  by 
honouring  Ill. ‘.Bro .‘.Albert  Smith,  32°,  whose  contribution  to  Scottish  Rite  masonry 
and  to  the  Craft  in  general  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  his  brethren. 

The  degrees  were  portrayed  in  the  usual  dignified  manner,  with  the  officers  per¬ 
forming  their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  all. 

The  14th  degree  was  preceded  with  the  official  reception  of  members  of  Supreme 
Council.  The  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan  along  with  Ill .'.  Bro .’.  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  33°, 
Active  Member  and  several  Honourary  Inspectors-General  were  received  and  intro¬ 
duced  under  the  honourable  Company  of  Swords  and  Stars.

ACTIVE  MEMBER 

On  July  31,  1991,  with  his  family  there  to 
support  him  and  love  him  as  he  had  always 
been  there  for  them,  Raymond  Kenneth  Adams 
passed  away. 

Ray  was  born  in  Winnipeg,  June  7,  1921, 
the  son  of  Marion  and  Alexander  Adams.  He 
completed  his  high  school  education  in 
Winnipeg  at  Gorden  Bell  and  later  attended 
United  College.  He  commenced  his  legal  stud¬ 
ies  at  the  Manitoba  Law  School,  which  were 
interrupted  while  he  served  in  the  Royal 
Canadian  Navy  during  the  Second  World  War. 
Serving  as  Sub- Lieu  tenant,  Ray  was  stationed 
at  Cornwallis,  Nova  Scotia. 

Following  the  war,  Ray  returned  to 
Winnipeg  and  completed  his  legal  studies.  He 
graduated  as  Gold  Medalist  and  was  called  to 
the  bar  on  October  1,  1945. 

He  practised  law  for  46  years  with  the 
firm  of  Tupper  and  Adams  where  he  was 
senior  partner  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Manitoba  Bar 
Association  and  the  Canadian  Bar  Association.  His  contributions  to  the  legal  profession 
included  chairing  the  Isaac  Pitblado  Lectures  on  Company  Law,  editing  the  Canadian 
Consolidation  of  Halsbury’s  Laws  of  England,  and  serving  on  the  Special  Committee  to 
revise  and  draft  the  Manitoba  Corporations  Act. 

Ray  was  initiated  into  Prince  Rupert’s  Lodge  No.l,  G.R.M.  and  raised  on  February 
26,  1946.  He  served  as  Master  of  his  Lodge  in  1954.  He  joined  the  Winnipeg  Lodge  of 
Perfection  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  and  received  the 
4°  on  April  28,  1949;  and  the  32°  on  November  17,  1950.  He  served  as  Most  Wise 
Sovereign  of  the  Bethesda  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1960;  was  coroneted  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  33°,  September  12,  1967,  in  Winnipeg  and  became  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  in  1987. 

On  September  18,  1971,  Ray  was  elected  and  installed  Active  Member  for  the 
Province  of  Manitoba;  and  Deputy  for  Manitoba  on  September  8,  1973,  an  office  which 
he  held  for  18  years.  He  was  also  appointed  in  1975  as  Chairman  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  for  Supreme  Council,  a  position  he  held 
until  his  death. 

Ray  was  also  responsible  for  many  changes  in  Scottish  Rite  in  general  and  the 
Valley  of  Winnipeg  in  particular.  He  established  the  process  of  having  one  application 
form  for  all  three  bodies  of  the  Rite;  produced  one  set  of  By-laws  for  all  three  bodies; 
and  established  The  Council  -  an  Advisory  Body  for  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg. 
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Ray  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  and  filled  the  office  of  Grand 
Introductor  and  Examiner  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  was  also  Grand  Sword  Bearer 
and  Chaplain.  He  was  a  member  of  Khartum  Temple,  Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine,  in  Winnipeg. 

He  leaves  to  cherish  his  memory  his  loving  wife  Florence;  son  Hugh  and  wife 
Dawn;  daughter  Eileen  and  husband  Ron  Mcgregor;  son  Glen  and  wife  Patricia;  as  well 
as  a  brother  Alan  and  wife  Florence  and  sister  Marion  and  husband  Arthur  Ferguson; 
and  a  wealth  of  extended  family  and  friends. 

Following  his  private  interment  at  Garry  Memorial  Gardens,  a  Memorial  Service 
was  held  on  Saturday,  August  3,  at  11:00  a.m.  at  the  Cresent  Fort-Rouge  United 
Church,  conducted  by  Padre  Stanley  Millar,  33°  and  Eulogy  by  Past  Grand  Chancellor, 
Kempton  Keeble,  33°. 

Raymond’s  death  has  created  a  void  that  will  be  difficult  to  fill.  He  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  his  associates  in  Law,  and  his  many  friends  and  associates  in  Masonry,  local¬ 
ly,  nationally  and  internationally.  We  have  lost  a  sensitive,  brilliant,  generous  and  dedi¬ 
cated  friend.

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
Ill/.Bro.'. J.  V.  Lawer,  33°,  who  attended  the 
funeral  service  of  our  late  esteemed  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
Ill .’.Bro,\ Donald  L.  Witter,  33°,  who  passed 
away  June  21,  1992,  felt  the  warm  and  moving 
eulogy  given  by  his  son-in-law,  William  J. 
Reed,  to  be  a  suitable  tribute  for  us  to  use  for 
his  Balustre. 

We  come  here,  in  death,  not  to  grieve  but 
to  celebrate  the  life  of  Don  Witter.  He  had 
requested  that  his  funeral  service  proceed  with¬ 
out  eulogy.  However,  I  can  only  ask  his  for¬ 
giveness  if  I  share  with  you  a  personal  testimo¬ 
nial  about  my  favourite  father-in-law. 

I  celebrate  a  long  life,  a  full  life,  a  produc¬ 
tive  life.  His  truly  was  a  life  of  service: 

Service  to  his  country  -  he  joined  the 
Canadian  Expeditionary  Force  in  1916  as  an 
18  year  old  gunner,  spent  three  and  a  half  years 
in  France  packing  shells  to  the  front  guns  by  horse  and  mule,  and  came  away  with  a 
lifelong  respect  for  those  noble  animals. 

Service  to  his  family  -  to  his  beloved  wife,  Janet  Paterson,  during  63  years  of  mar¬ 
riage;  as  a  good  father  to  his  only  daughter,  Joan,  before  I  got  her  in  1952;  as  devoted 
son  and  brother  to  his  early-disabled  father,  Dick,  to  his  mother,  Nellie,  and  to  his  sister, 
Gladys,  all  of  who  remained  in  Toronto  during  his  long  bank  career  in  Montreal. 

Service  to  the  Royal  Bank  -  Don  Witter  worked  with  the  bank  as  a  career  employ¬ 
ee  for  40  years  before  retiring  in  1958;  he  achieved  high  executive  office  near  the  end 
of  his  career  as  the  first  controller  of  the  bank,  and  in  this  position  he  served  as  trusted 
financial  adviser  to  the  bank’s  then  president,  James  Muir. 

Service  to  the  church  and  society  -  he  was  a  long  time  elder  of  Queen  Mary  Road 
United  Church  in  Montreal  and  Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  He  served  at  one 
time  as  Treasurer  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  and  as  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Shriners’  Hospital  in  Montreal.  He  was  a  generous  contribu¬ 
tor  to  numerous  worthy  charitable  causes. 

Service  to  the  Masonic  Order  -  he  devoted  himself  throughout  his  adult  life  to 
Masonry.  Indeed,  this  personal  commitment  to  Masonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  stands  out 
as  a  central  feature  of  his  whole  life.  He  achieved  high  office  as  Potentate  of  Karnak 
Temple,  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  and  later  in  1968  as  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada.  He  was,  I  think,  a  credit  to  the 
Masonic  Order,  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  the  values  they  stand  for. 
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Don  Witter  had  a  well-defined  personality.  Despite  his  achievements  in  business 
and  in  Masonry,  he  remained  a  shy  and  modest  man.  Those  adjectives  which  best 
describe  him  are:  Disciplines,  Organized,  Influential  in  groups,  Strong,  Dependable, 
Responsible,  Steady,  Faithful,  Helpful.  Above  all,  he  was  a  man  of  principle. 

And  interestingly,  he  was  a  rather  sporty  type.  At  various  times  in  his  life  he 
enjoyed  participating  in  soccer,  tennis,  golf,  curling,  lawn  bowling,  and  fishing. 

In  closing,  and  speaking  for  myself,  daughter  Joan  and  sister  Gladys,  I’ll  remember 
Don  Witter  as  a  solid  rock  of  a  man,  a  fine-quality  person  who  contributed  much  to  his 
family  and  society  over  a  long,  fruitful,  life  of  94  years,  and  I  honour  that  life  today 
with  you.

PAST  ACTIVE  MEMBER 

A  most  respected  friend,  influential  and 
esteemed  Brother  of  the  Hamilton  Valley  and 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada,  entered  into  eternal  rest  November 
28th,  1991.  He  had  not  enjoyed  his  former 
health  and  the  great  joy  of  an  active  life.  Death 
came  suddenly  in  his  sleep. 

Ill  .‘.Bro.’.  Allan  was  born  in  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba,  April  13,  1916,  moved  to  Hamilton 
at  an  early  age  and  received  his  education  in 
various  Hamilton  Educational  Institutions. 

He  commenced  his  business  career  in  the 
meat  packing  business,  working  in  junior 
capacities  for  Armour  &  Company  Ltd.,  and 
John  Duff  and  Sons  Ltd  in  Hamilton.  He  final¬ 
ly  transferred  his  efforts  in  early  1929  to  the 
Hamilton  Health  Association,  then  operating 
the  Mountain  Sanatorium,  the  largest  institu¬ 
tion  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
British  Empire.  After  several  years  of  service 
during  World  War  II  in  the  Canadian  Infantry  Corps  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Army  Pay 
Corps,  he  returned  to  the  Sanatorium,  which  later  became  the  Chedoke  Hospital.  Bro. 
Allan  retired  from  Hospital  Administration  in  1978  after  almost  40  years  of  service  as 
Administrator  of  Business  and  Finance  and  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  to  take  on  a  full  time  position  as  Executive  Secretary  of  Supreme  Council.  He 
served  until  September  1982,  when  he  was  elected  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme 
Council  and  Grand  Secretary-General. 

In  1948  he  married  Frances  Ethelwyn  Copeland,  and  they  have  one  daughter, 
Christine  and  son,  Robert. 

In  Church  affairs  he  was  raised  as  an  Anglican,  but  later  joined  the  United  Church 
of  Canada,  and  served  in  several  local  churches  as  Organist  and  Choir  Director,  member 
of  the  Official  Boards  and  other  capacities.  He  was  a  member  of  Westdale  United 
Church,  Hamilton. 

In  professional  affairs  he  has  served  on  the  Boards  of  the  National  Office 
Management  Association,  the  Society  of  Industrial  and  Cost  Accountants,  and  on  many 
committees  of  the  Ontario  Hospital  Association  and  the  Hamilton  Wentworth  District 
Health  Council. 

Bro.  Allan  was  initiated  in  Temple  Lodge,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  No.  324,  G.R.C.  of  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  on  February  11,  1947,  and  received 
his  Master  Mason’s  Degree  on  April  8,  1947.  On  November  4,  1947,  he  received  his 
14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Hamilton  and  his  18°  in  Hamilton  Sovereign 
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Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  April  24,  1948.  On  November  11,  1948  he  received  the  32°  in 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  Hamilton. 

He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Hamilton,  Ontario  on 
September  10,  1968,  and  crowned  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  on  September 
11,  1982  in  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick,  at  which  Session  he  was  also  elected  Grand 
Secretary- General.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  of 
the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  since  1965,  and  served  as  Provincial  Grand  Treasurer  and 
Grand  Organist. 

After  many  years  of  activity  in  the  Hamilton  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  including  the 
Reunion  and  Entertainment  Committees,  he  was  elected  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of 
Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  for  the  years  1966  to  1968.

He  was  appointed  Executive 
Secretary  in  1978,  Grand  Secretary-General  in  1982  and  Grand-Treasurer  General  in 
1986.  At  his  death  he  held  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation  of  Canada. 

John  Allan  is  survived  by  his  wife  Frances,  daughter  Christine  and  son  Robert. 

A  funeral  service  of  thanksgiving  and  remembrance  was  held  Monday,  December 
2nd,  1991  in  Westdale  United  Church  conducted  by  the  Minister,  Rev.  Johannes  Van 
Nie.  He  was  assisted  by  our  Grand  Prior,  Rev.  William  Fairley,  33°,  and  Past  Grand 
Prior,  The  Very  Rev.  A.  Lome  Mackay,  33°,  followed  by  interment  in  White  Chapel 
Cemetery,  Hamilton.

PAST  ACTIVE  MEMBER 

Illustrious  Brother  Henry  Arthur 
Vallieres,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  died  peaceful¬ 
ly  in  the  Brome  Missisquoi  Hospital  in 
Cowansville,  Quebec  on  December  30th,  1991, 
less  than  a  month  short  of  his  ninetieth  birth¬ 
day. 

Brother  Vallieres  was  bom  in  Montreal  on 
January  26th,  1902.  He  was  the  son  of  Alfred 
F.  Vallieres  and  Jeanne  Crepelle  and  the  broth¬ 
er  of  Olive  Villeneuve.  He  was  educated  in 
Montreal  and  graduated  from  L’Institut 
Francais  Evangelique  de  la  Pointe-aux- 
Trembles,  a  United  Church  institution. 

A  man  of  quiet  charm,  he  won  the  heart  of 
his  schoolday’s  sweetheart  and  married  Jeanne 
Marenger  in  1921,  a  union  from  which  they 
were  blessed  with  a  son  Raymond  and  a 
daughter  Violet.  Henry  and  Jeanne  became  the 
proud  grandparents  of  four  much  loved  grand¬ 
children  and  three  great-grandchildren. 

Brother  Vallieres’  professional  life  was  spent  in  Montreal  in  the  custom  brokerage 
business,  starting  with  his  employment  with  the  J.J.  Robertson  Reg’d  Custom  Brokers 
in  1925.  He  became  the  owner  of  the  company  in  1932.  From  1950  to  1952,  he  held  the 
position  of  President  of  the  Montreal  Division  of  the  Dominion  Chartered  Custom 
House  Brokers  Association  and  President  of  the  national  body  of  the  Association  from 
1957  to  1959.  His  expertise  was  in  demand  as  he  was  a  lecturer  on  Customs  and  Tariff 
Regulations  at  Sir  George  Williams  College  for  over  fifteen  years. 

Brother  Vallieres  was  an  ardent  Anglican  and  for  most  of  his  life  was  an  active 
member  of  L’Eglise  du  Redempteur,  Montreal,  where  he  devoted  many  years  to  the 
duties  of  Warden  and  Diocesan  Layreader.  He  served  for  14  years  on  the  Board  of 
Management  of  L’Institut  Francais  Evangelique  and  in  1945  was  the  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  that  Institute.  In  later  years,  until  his  recent  illness,  he  was  a  reg¬ 
ular  attender  of  St.  Peter’s  Anglican  Church  in  the  Town  of  Mount  Royal,  where  a 
Memorial  Service  was  held  for  him  on  January  7th,  1992. 

The  Masonic  career  of  our  Brother  Vallieres  was  varied  and  distinguished.  He  was 
initiated  into  Denechau  Lodge  No.  80  in  1936,  elected  as  its  Master,  was  its  Treasurer 
for  many  years  and  was  granted  Life  Membership  in  recognition  of  his  services.  He  was 
appointed  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  became  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1963 
and  in  1965  was  elected  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  Always  moti¬ 
vated  to  encourage  Freemasonry,  he  became  co-founder  and  charter  member  of 
Royalmount  Lodge  No.  117,  G.R.Q.  and  was  granted  Honorary  Membership.  He 
became  an  affiliate  member  of  La  Loge  des  Coeurs  Unis,  was  accorded  Honorary 
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Membership  in  Ionic  Lodge  and  became  a  Charter  Member  of  La  Loge  Jean  T. 
Desaguliers.  Brother  Vallieres’  keen  appreciation  of  Freemasonry  saw  him  become  a 
member  of  the  Montreal  Valley  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  becoming 
Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master.  His  participation  in  the  15th  degree  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
set  a  standard  that  many  have  striven  to  emulate.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary 
Inspector-General,  crowned  an  Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  and  for 
fourteen  years  he  served  as  the  Deputy  of  Supreme  Council  for  Quebec.  Shrinedom 
caught  his  attention  and  he  became  a  member  of  Kamak  Temple  of  the  A.A.O.N.M.S. 
and  was  honored  with  Life  Membership.  His  interest  in  charitable  activities  saw  him 
become  the  first  President  of  the  Masonic  Foundation  of  Quebec  when  it  was  incorpo¬ 
rated.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  for  many  years. 

Our  beloved  Brother  Henry  Arthur  Vallieres  was  a  man  of  unsurpassed  charm  and 
dignity.  He  was  an  invaluable  bridge  of  communication  between  the  Anglophone  and 
Francophone  communities  with  which  he  associated.  His  life  stands  as  a  monument  of 
selfless  dedication  to  the  principles  of  Brotherhood;  Brotherhood  that  knows  no  distinc¬ 
tions  based  on  language  or  creed,  but  knows  only  that  all  mankind  are  Brothers  under 
one  Supreme  Father. 

A 
Masonic  Memorial  Service  was  held  on  Wednesday,  January  7th,  1992,  in  the 
Memorial  Hall  of  the  Montreal  Masonic  Memorial  Temple  for  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  A.F.  &  A.M.,

The  Quebec  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  the  Montreal 
Diocese  of  the  Anglican  Church  of  Canada  and  the  com¬ 
munity  at  large  have  lost  a  well-loved  and  devoted 
brother,  priest  and  friend.  Ill. ’.Bro .’.Bill  Whyte  passed 
away  peacefully  on  July  4,  1991,  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital,  Montreal,  after  a  short  illness.  However,  in 
May,  the  entire  family  was  fortunate  in  being  together 
for  the  celebration  of  his  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary — 
a  joyful  event. 

Bro.  Whyte  was  bom  in  Brantford,  Ontario  on  July 
22,  1916,  the  son  of  the  late  R.W.  Bro.  Robert  Whyte 
and  the  late  Lillian  Mace.  He  married  Margery  Damant 
on  May  31,  1941,  and  they  were  blessed  with  a  fine  son, 
Peter.  Bro.  Whyte  spent  his  childhood  and  was  educated 
in  Montreal.  He  was  engaged  for  many  years  in  com¬ 
mercial  business,  but  at  the  age  of  fifty-one  years,  he 
dedicated  his  remaining  years  to  Christianity  and  was  ordained  a  priest  of  the  Anglican 
Church.  This  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit,  not  only  to  himself,  but  to  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact.  For  many  years  he  was  the  incumbent  rector  of  Grace  Church, 
Montreal,  and  was  eminently  successful  in  restoring  the  vitality  of  that  parish,  and  to  a 
marked  degree,  that  of  the  surrounding  community.  He  was  rewarded  by  being  appoint¬ 
ed  a  Canon  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral  in  Montreal.  Upon  retirement  he  became  hon¬ 
orary  assistant  priest  at  the  Church  of  St.  James  the  Apostle,  at  which  church,  he  had 
commenced  his  ministry  and  where  he  was  highly  regarded.  He  was  long-time  member 
of  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Montreal-St.  George,  which  recognized  his  many  services  by 
making  a  very  substantial  contribution  in  his  memory  to  the  new  church  home  of 
Centenary  United  Church. 

Bro.  Whyte  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  by  Royal  Victoria  Lodge  No.57,  on 
January  22,  1946  and  was  elected  in  1956  as  its  Master.  He  was  received  into  the 
Montreal  Valley  of  the  Scottish  Rite  on  October  26,  1953  and  on  May  6,  1968  was 
elected  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  He 
was  very  active  in  the  presentation  of  ceremonials  and  the  conferring  of  degrees.  He 
was  Grand  Chaplain  for  many  years.  He  was  coroneted  on  September  11,  1980  in 
Winnipeg,  as  an  Honorary  Inspector-General.  He  was  an  affiliated  member  of 
Royalmount  Lodge  No.  117  and  was  a  charter  member  (1987)  of  Temple  Daylight 
Lodge  No.  142.  He  was  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  from  1977  until 
his  death,  and  in  1985,  he  became  a  Life  Member.  In  June  1988,  he  became  the  first 
recipient  of  the  W.  Gordon  Parker  Medal  of  Merit,  a  true  indication  of  his  long  and 
highly  appreciated  service  to  the  Masonic  Order.  In  1963,  he  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  and  was  made  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Order  in  1974,  in  recognition  of  his  many  contributions  to  the 
Order. 

An  Anglican  funeral  service  was  held  at  the  Church  of  St.  James  the  Apostle, 
Montreal,  under  the  direction  of  the  rector  of  the  Church,  Bro.  The  Venerable  Reverend 
Stuart  Martin,  Deputy  Grand  Chaplain  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  along  with  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  Right  Reverend  Andrew  Hutchison  and  The  Right  Reverend 
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James  McLean.  The  church  was  filled  beyond  its  capacity  of  about  eleven  hundred  per¬ 
sons,  including  approximately  sixty  members  of  the  clergy,  a  true  indication  of  his  fine 
achievements  as  a  priest  and  a  man.  This  prompted  the  Bishop  in  his  eulogy  to  observe 
that  Canon  Whyte,  on  a  work  day  and  despite  inclement  weather,  could  still  fill  the 
church,  even  in  death. 

Bro.  Whyte  believed  he  should  practice  what  he  preached.  He  brought  an  obvious 
brotherly  love  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  by  a  joyful  personal  approach.  He 
led  by  example  and  was  profoundly  successful.  His  uplifting  manner  of  conducting 
funeral  services  enabled  those  present  to  remember  their  happy  experiences  with  the 
departed  and  that  the  parting  is  temporary.  All  Masons  can  concur  in  this,  regardless  of 
their  religious  persuasions.  Happy  to  Meet,  Sorry  to  Part,  Happy  to  Meet  Again.

Ill. ‘.Bro .’.Freeman  Furry  died  Monday,  July  15, 
1991  in  his  92nd  year.

John  Presbyterian  Church,  Hamilton.  Member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  32  years,  he  served  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  for  8  years.  Latterly,  he  was  a  member  of 
Southgate  Presbyterian  Church  where  he  gave  the  same 
faithful  service  to  his  God. 

Bro.  Furry  was  initiated  in  St.  John’s  Lodge  No. 40,  February  17,  1927  and  was  the 
Master  in  1945.  He  commenced  his  Scottish  Rite  experience  on  November  7,  1958  in 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  followed  by  the  Rose  Croix  Degrees  on  March  29,  1956  in 
Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter,  and  Consistory  Degrees  November  9,  1956  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory.  His  love  of  music  called  him  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Singers  of 
Hamilton  where  he  served  for  many  years  as  Chorus  Master.  His  great  contribution  was 
recognized  by  Supreme  Council  when  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General 
on  September  10,  1981  in  Peterborough,  Ontario. 

Bro.  Furry  is  survived  by  his  loving  wife  Louise,  one  daughter  Janet  Fawcett,  and 
four  devoted  grandchildren,  Susan,  Paul,  Andria  and  Delora.  The  funeral  service  and 
committal  was  held  from  the  J.B.  Marlatt  Funeral  Chapel.  The  service  was  conducted 
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by  his  friend  and  minister  Rev.  T.  Melville  Bailey,  Minister  of  Southgate  Presbyterian 
Church,  Hamilton.  Rev.  Bailey  paid  the  following  tribute.  (In  Part) 

“The  most  radiant  thing  on  earth  is  the  character  of  a  good  man.  The  nearer 
Freeman  grew  toward  God  the  more  he  reflected  Christ’s  shining  light.  That  explains 
Freeman’s  happy  and  generous  nature.  Whenever  resources  were  needed  by  anyone, 
Freeman  was  its  first  to  respond.  He  was  quick  to  make  friends  and  to  help  those  in 
need.  For  many  years  he  laboured  extensively  on  behalf  of  the  United  Way  helping  oth¬ 
ers.  In  his  Masonic  work  he  toiled  tirelessly  for  the  betterment  of  the  Order.  Freeman 
made  his  presence  felt  within  the  Church.  The  welfare  of  the  Congregation  became  his 
vital  concern.  Three  Hamilton  churches  benefitted  immensely.  In  one  church  his  voice 
was  lifted  up  as  a  soloist.  Here  is  my  final  thought  about  true  greatness,  which  Freeman 
possessed.  In  olden  times  in  Venice,  the  men  of  noble  birth  had  their  names  inscribed  in 
a  golden  book,  which  was  kept  in  the  Doge’s  palace.  In  a  similar  vein,  the  prophet 
Malachi  tells  us  that  those  who  feared  the  Lord  were  recognized  by  the  Lord.  These 
names  found  a  place  in  God’s  Book  of  Remembrance.  The  same  theme  is  taken  up  in 
Revelations.  There  we  read  ‘Another  book  was  opened,  which  is  the  Book  of  Life’. 
That  volume  contained  the  names  of  all  good  people.  Freeman  Harold  Furry’s  name  is 
included”.

ILL. .  BRO.\  HECTOR  CROZIER  STURGESS,  33° 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  death  is  recorded  of 
Ill.  Brother  Hector  Sturgess,  who  passed  away  at  the 
Milton  District  Hospital  on  July  20,  1991,  after  a 
lengthy  illness. 

Bro.  Sturgess  was  bom  in  Montreal  on  July  8,  1904 
and  was  educated  at  Montreal  High  School  and  Sir 
George  Williams  College.

Subsequently,  he  was  the  Contract  Sales  Manager  for  Beaver  Asphalt  Paving  Co.  Ltd., 
until  his  retirement  in  1978  when  he  relocated  to  Oakville,  Ontario. 

His  Masonic  career  began  with  his  initiation  in  Montreal  Kilwinning  Lodge  No.20, 
on  January  26,  1940,  was  passed  on  March  22,  1940,  and  raised  on  April  26,  1940.

He  is  sur¬ 
vived  by  two  daughters,  Doris  (Mrs.  G.  Peircy)  of  Comox,  Shirley  (Mrs.  R.  Colcomb) 
of  Winnipeg,  one  son  Douglas  of  Oakville,  and  21  grandchildren  and  great  grandchil¬ 
dren.

On  the  15th  day  of  August,  1991,  after  a  brief  ill¬ 
ness,  Ill. ‘.Bro.*.  Albert  (Bert)  Fisk,  of  Victoria,  British 
Columbia,  passed  through  the  Sacred  Pillars  and  into  the 
Grand  Lodge  above. 

Bro.  Fisk  was  born  June  9,  1908  at  Edmonton, 
Alberta.  He  will  be  deeply  missed  by  his  wife  Eva,  a 
very  special  and  loving  person,  son  Jim  of  Victoria, 
three  grandchildren,  two  great-grandsons  who  gave  him 
so  much  pleasure,  two  sisters,  and  three  brothers. 

This  kind,  gentle,  and  soft-spoken  man  was  a  pillar 
of  justice,  integrity  and  honour.  His  was  a  lifetime  of 
duty  to  his  family,  country,  the  province  of 
Saskatchewan  and  his  beloved  Masonic  fraternity. 

He  served  six  years  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy

On  Wednesday  August  28,  1991,  at  his  residence  in 
Gilmore,  Ontario,  Ill  .‘.Bro  .’.Eugene  Harrison  passed 
away  suddenly  and  unexpectedly. 

Bro.  Harrison  was  born  in  Toronto,  on  February  1, 
1923,  and  was  the  son  of  the  late  Mr.  &  Mrs.  William 
Harrison,  who  predeceased  him  in  1953,  and  the  brother 
of  the  late  Donald  Harrison.  He  attended  elementary 
school  in  Prince  Edward  County  and  graduated  from 
Belleville  Collegiate  Institute.

He  was  elected  to  Grand  Council  R.  and 
S.M.  in  1970,  appointed  Grand  Lecturer  from  1971-87  and  Representative  of  Nebraska. 
He  was  founding  member  and  the  first  T.I.M.  of  Hiram  Council  No. 24  in  Peterborough 
in  1978.  He  was  founding  member  of  Quinte  York  Rite  College  No.53  in  1976,  and 
served  as  Governor  in  1977.  He  was  awarded  the  York  Cross  of  Honour  in  1975,  The 
Order  of  the  Purple  Cross  in  1978,  The  Order  of  the  High  Priesthood  in  1978,  and 
served  as  President  of  Priory  in  1987. 

Bro.  Harrison  joined  Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  May,  1977,  the 
Peterborough  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  March,  1978  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory 
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in  May  1978.  He  served  as  Most  Wise  Sovereign  in  1988.  He  was  coroneted  as  an 
Honourary  Inspector-General  in  1985. 

He  was  also  active  in  the  Shrine.  He  became  a  member  of  Rameses  Temple  1975, 
and  subsequently,  became  a  member  of  the  Belleville  Shrine  Club.

At  the  age  of  14,  he  began  what  was  to  become  a  50- 
year  career  in  telecommunications  and  journalism,  with 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  as  a  cable  and 
morse  operator  at  its  Transoceanic  Cable  Station  at 
Heart’s  Content.  At  the  age  of  15,  he  was  transferred  to 
Boston  as  a  morse  operator  with  the  Western  Union 
Landline  Service.  In  1922,  at  the  age  of  16,  he  immi¬ 
grated  to  Canada  to  work  with  the  Great  North  West  Telegraph  Company,  the  foreown¬ 
er  of  the  Canadian  National  Telegraph  System.  In  1923,  he  joined  Canadian  Press  at 
Toronto  as  a  morse  operator  with  the  Mail  and  Empire  newspaper.  In  1925,  he  was 
transferred  to  Ottawa  and  worked  with  the  Ottawa  Citizen.  In  1926,  he  resigned  from 
the  Canadian  Press  and  moved  to  Montreal  to  become  a  supervisor  with  the 
Commercial  Cable  Company  at  Montreal.  He  subsequently  worked  with  the  Canadian 
Marconi  Company  at  Montreal. 

In  1939,  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  newly  formed  Newfoundland  Broadcasting 
Company  at  St.  John’s,  and  worked  the  Reuter’s  Transatlantic  radio  news  circuit  until 
Newfoundland  entered  into  Confederation  on  March  31,  1949.  In  April  1949,  Bro. 
Rowe  was  hired  as  an  Associate  Editor  by  the  Canadian  Broadcasting  Corporation 
newsroom  at  St.  John’s.  Over  the  years,  he  progressed  through  the  many  supervisor 
news  positions  within  the  corporation  and  retired  in  1970  as  the  Newfoundland  and 
Labrador  Director  of  Radio  and  Television  News  for  the  Canadian  Broadcasting 
Corporation.  In  all,  his  career  in  telecommunications  and  journalism  spanned  50  years. 

Bro.  Rowe  was  also  active  in  public  and  community  service.  He  devoted  consider¬ 
able  time  and  effort  to  the  St.  John’s  Anglican  School  Board,  was  Chairman  of  the 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador  Public  Librarian  Board  and  Director  of  the  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Advisory  Council. 

Throughout  his  life  he  had  a  preferred  interest  in  history.  He  wrote  extensively  on 
the  history  of  his  home  town  and  in  particular  of  the  influences  the  Transatlantic  Cable 
System  had  on  the  development  of  the  province.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
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Newfoundland  and  Labrador  Historical  Society,  Honourary  member  of  the  Harbour 
Grace  Historical  Society  and  Chairman  of  the  Heart’s  Content  Cable  Museum  Society. 
In  the  later  capacity,  he  was  instrumental  in  having  the  abandoned  cable  station  at 
Heart’s  Content  established  as  a  provincial  public  museum,  dedicated  to  the  preserva¬ 
tion  and  display  of  technical  equipment  dating  back  to  1840. 

Bro.  Rowe’s  most  significant  accomplishment  after  his  retirement  was  to  concern 
himself  with  the  lot  of  senior  citizens  living  throughout  the  province.  To  this  end  he 
founded  the  Newfoundland  and  Labrador  Senior  Citizen  Federation  in  1975,  and  con¬ 
tinued  as  its  President  until  he  resigned  in  1984.  The  Federation  has  a  membership  of 
over  50,000  seniors  and  its  most  significant  accomplishment  under  Bro.  Rowes  guid¬ 
ance  was  the  implementation  of  a  provincial- wide  free  prescription  drug  program  for 
lower  income  seniors.  He  was  also  Newfoundland’s  first  representative  on  the  National 
Advisory  Committee  on  Aging. 

Bro.  Rowe  began  his  Masonic  life  on  January  1,  1940,  when  he  joined  Lodge 
Heart’s  Content  No.  1275  on  the  role  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  He  remained  an 
active  member  of  his  mother  lodge  and,  in  1986,  was  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award  for  his  many  years  of  archive  work  in  both  the  Lodge  and  the  communi¬ 
ty. 


Brother  Rowe’s  involvement  in  Scottish  Rite  began  in  1968  when  he  received  the 
14°  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia.  At  that  time  Scottish  Rite  did 
not  have  a  formal  preserve  in  Newfoundland  and  Labrador.  Bro.  Rowe’s  involvement 
mirrors  the  development  and  establishment  of  the  A.&  A.S.R.  in  Newfoundland  and 
Labrador.  Soon  after  Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  introduced  to  the  Province  in 
1967,  he  became  its  Grand  Secretary.  When  MacGillavary  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was 
instituted  in  1970,  Bro.  Rowe  became  its  first  Registrar.  Bro.  Rowe  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  at  Hamilton,  Ontario  on  September  7,  1977.  Bro.  Rowe 
was  the  driving  force  for  the  establishment  of  the  Newfoundland  and  Labrador 
Consistory;  he  developed  and  presented  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Council  in  September 
1978.  The  Consistory  was  instituted  in  1980,  and  Bro.  Rowe  was  named  its  First  Grand 
Secretary,  a  post  he  held  until  1982. 

Bro.  Rowe  was  a  member  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Sovereign  Consistory,  a  charter 
member  of  Whitecoat  Lodge  of  Perfection,  an  honorary  member  of  Randolph  Young 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

Bro.  Rowe  is  survived  by  his  wife  Bertha,  sons  Lionel  and  Douglas,  daughters-in- 
law  Catherine  and  Eunice,  and  four  grandchildren. 

A  Masonic  service  was  conducted  by  Officers  of  MacGillivary  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  at  Carnells  Memorial  Chapel  on  October  22,  1991,  which  was  very  well  attended. 
Funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  H.  Hinton  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John’s  the 
Baptist,  St.  John’s  on  October  23  with  interment  at  St.  Mary’s  Anglican  Cemetery, 
Heart’s  Content  on  October  24. 

He  was  a  dedicated  Mason  and  a  tower  of  wisdom  and  strength  for  the  A.  &  A.S.R. 
in  Newfoundland  and  Labrador.  His  guidance  and  perseverance  will  be  missed.

ILL.*.  BRO.*.  HARRY  CHARLES  KERR,  33° 

Freemasonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  British 
Columbia  lost  a  stalwart  champion  in  the  passing  of 
Ill .’.  Bro  .*.  Harry  Kerr,  on  November  9,  1991,  following 
a  lengthy  illness. 

Bro.  Kerr  was  bom  September  15,  1921,  at  Fraser 
Hills,  just  east  of  New  Westminster,  B.C.  After  being 
very  active  in  sport  during  his  highschool  years,  he 
enlisted  in  the  Canadian  army  in  October  of  1942,  serving 
overseas  with  the  South  Alberta  Regiment  in  England 
and  later  in  northwest  Europe.  On  his  discharge  from  the 
army,  he  was  employed  by  Famous  Players  Limited,  and 
served  as  a  motion  picture  projectionist  in  Vancouver 
for  almost  forty  years,  retiring  in  September,  1986. 

Because  of  his  private  avocation,  Bro.  Kerr 
approached  British  Columbia’s  only  daylight  lodge, 
Meridian  Lodge  No.  108,  where  he  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  1955.  He  served 
as  its  Worshipful  Master  in  1961-62,  and  was  elected  Secretary  for  the  years  1967-73. 
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In  1971,  he  was  appointed  Grand  Standard  Bearer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia,  and  appointed  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  District  20  the  following 
year.  Elected  an  honorary  member  of  his  lodge  in  1979,  he  served  as  Chaplain  from 
1982  until  his  passing  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above.  As  will  be  seen,  Harry  never  forgot 
his  duties  toward  his  Craft  Lodge.  Duties  v/hich  he  conscientiously  performed  with  true 
dedication. 

Bro.  Kerr  received  his  14°  in  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection,  his  18°  in  Vancouver 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1970,  and  his  32°  in  the  British  Columbia  Consistory  on 
October  24,  that  same  year.  A  warm  and  outgoing  individual,  the  first  thing  one  would 
often  get  from  Harry  was  an  arm  around  the  shoulder  and  “Well,  how’s  my  Brother  to¬ 
day?”  Invariably  he  wore  an  infectious  grin  that  couldn’t  help  but  lift  one’s  spirits.  He 
was  ever  both  willing  and  able  to  fill  any  chair  at  virtually  a  moments  notice,  not  only 
in  his  craft  lodge,  but  also  in  his  Scottish  Rite. 

It  was  in  many  of  the  dramas  portrayed  in  his  beloved  rite  that  Harry  displayed  his 
considerable  acting  abilities.  For  his  role  as  the  scheming  Count  Reinfret  in  the  twenty- 
first  degree,  he  was  incessantly  teased  about  the  indignity  of  being  dishonoured,  dis¬ 
armed,  and  escorted,  unceremoniously,  out  of  the  lodge  room.  Loving  it  all,  and  quick 
as  the  wit  he  was,  he  would  flash  right  back  with  his  great  sense  of  humour. 

Harry  could  have  his  serious  moments  though,  and  when  he  took  up  a  cause  he  was 
a  most  eloquent  speaker,  able  to  present  a  heart-felt  and  stirring  message,  without  bene¬ 
fit  of  written  notes.  An  avid  member  of  the  Pals’  Club,  he  enjoyed,  to  the  fullest,  the 
camaraderie  and  good  fellowship  of  those  monthly  luncheons,  as  he  did  his  membership 
in  the  Shrine. 

Bro.  Kerr  rose  to  become  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  British  Columbia  Consistory 
for  the  years  1989  and  1990,  overseeing  the  re- location  of  his  first  Annual  Reunion  to 
the  city  of  Penticton.  His  anguish  was  untold  when  his  illness  prevented  him  from  occu¬ 
pying  the  chair  for  his  second  reunion  in  Vancouver.  It  had  been  just  two  months  before 
that  he  had  been  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  in  St.  John’s, 
Newfoundland,  an  honour  of  which  Harry  was  tremendously  proud. 

Harry  was  a  very  dedicated  Freemason,  highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him,  as 
one  who  practised  himself  what  he  had  learned  throughout  his  years  of  Freemasonry. 
There  is  no  other  way  to  describe  him  but  to  say,  that,  in  the  very  best  sense,  he  exhibit¬ 
ed  what  we  have  been  taught  to  recognize  as  being  the  ideal  of  a  Freemason.  Harry  will 
surely  be  remembered  also  for  his  effervescent  enthusiasm  toward  every  endeavour  he 
undertook.  With  his  warm  and  friendly  personality,  with  his  humility,  yet  commitment, 
ever  to  strive  for  the  highest  and  the  best  in  life,  we  are  reminded  that  men  like  Harry  do 
make  a  difference  in  this  world  by  the  quality  of  their  character  that  enriches  our  lives, 
and  more  importantly,  that  sets  an  example  for  us  to  follow. 

Harry  is  survived  by  his  loving  wife  Ellen  and  son  Richard,  who  were  strongly  sup¬ 
ported  at  a  memorial  service  held  November  13,  1991,  in  the  Royal  City  of  New 
Westminster.

Ill .'.Bro.\ Norman  was  bom  in  Toronto,  July  15, 
1898.  He  and  his  family  moved  to  Montreal  in  1906, 
and  subsequently,  to  Winnipeg  in  1908. 

He  was  educated  in  Winnipeg  and  received  his 
Elementary  education  at  Mulvey  School.  After  gradua¬ 
tion  from  Kelvin  High  School,  he  attended  the 
University  of  Manitoba  for  a  year  and  a  half,  leaving  in 
1916  to  join  the  Canadian  Forces.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  12th  Field  Ambulance  Unit  and  served  in  France 
and  Belgium. 

In  1918,  he  transferred  to  the  Royal  Air  Force  as  a 
Pilot  Officer  and  received  his  wings  on  Armistice  Day 
in  1918  with  the  rank  of  Pilot  Officer.  After  his  return  to 
Canada,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Winnipeg 
Grenadiers,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

At  this  same  time,  he  joined  the  Canadian  National  Railway,  where  he  was 
employed  for  47  years,  during  which  time  he  filled  several  positions,  starting  as  an 
express  messenger;  then  to  freight  traffic;  then  to  the  Research  and  Development 
Department  with  the  position  of  Transport  Economist  for  Western  Canada;  and  finally 
as  Freight  Traffic  Sales  Manager;  a  position  he  held  until  his  retirement  on  July  15, 
1963. 

Bro.  Norman  always  had  a  love  for  the  theatre.  In  his  early  years,  he  took  several 
parts  with  the  Little  Theatre  Group  in  Winnipeg.  He  maintained  his  interest  and  profes¬ 
sional  experience  in  radio,  the  stage  and  the  theatre  after  retirement. 

Bro.  Norman  joined  The  Assiniboine  Lodge  No.l  14  in  1948,  where  he  was  initiat¬ 
ed  on  September  7,  1948,  passed  on  October  4,  1948,  and  raised  on  January  4,  1949.  He 
was  installed  Worshipful  Master  of  his  lx>dge  in  1959.  He  was  also  appointed  Grand 
Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba 
in  1962.

He  became  a  member 
of  the  Kildonan  Chapter  No. 9  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  on  February  4,  1964,  Knight 
Templar  of  the  King  Edward  Preceptory  No. 24  on  May  5,  1965,  a  Life  Member  of  the 
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Cryptic  Rite,  having  served  in  the  office  of  Thrice  Illustrious  Master,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  Grand  Council  for  Western  Canada.  He  was  also  a  Commander  of  the  Royal 
Arch  Mariners. 

Bro.  Norman  joined  the  Khartum  Temple  Shrine  in  1960,  and  immediately  became 
active  in  ritualistic  affairs.  In  1963,  Syd  Foreman,  the  Illustrious  Potentate  of  Khartum 
Temple,  formed  the  Ritualistic  Unit,  appointing  Graeme  as  its  first  Ritualistic  Director, 
a  position  he  held  from  1964  through  1966.  The  first  performance  by  this  unit  took 
place  in  Thunder  Bay  in  1963,  with  Graeme  as  its  Ritualistic  Potentate.  He  was  subse¬ 
quently  so  highly  regarded  by  this  Unit,  he  was  made  a  Gold  Card  Life  Member,  the 
highest  honour  which  this  unit  can  convey  to  its  members. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Carleton  Club,  the  Canadian  Club,  the  Royal 
Commonwealth  Society,  Military  Institute  of  the  Wartime  Pilots  and  Observers 
Association,  C.N.  Railways  Officers  Association  and  Fellowship  Club,  Grenadier 
Officers  Association,  and  Acting  Member  of  the  “Actors  Showcase”  of  Winnipeg. 

Bro.  Norman  was  also  an  active  member  of  Broadway  First  Baptist  Church  for 
over  60  years.  He  served  as  church  clerk  and  taught  bible  classes  among  many  other 
-  things. 

Bro.  Norman  was  pre-deceased  by  his  wife  Maijorie,  his  bride  of  over  50  years.  He 
is  survived  by  his  daughter,  Shirley  Margaret  (Lee)  and  husband  Dick  Bower  and  their 
two  daughters  Nicole  and  Shelda,  of  Folsom,  California,  son  Douglas  Norman  and  his 
two  sons  Blake  and  Paul  of  Vancouver  and  their  mother  Sharon,  two  brothers,  Douglas 
and  wife  Bea,  Lawrence  and  wife  Francis,  and  a  cousin  Helen  Adam,  all  of  Toronto. 

Bro.  Norman  had  a  full  and  happy  life,  loving  his  family,  enjoying  his  friends  and 
associates,  and  especially  his  reading.  He  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  knew  him 
and  he  has  left  a  void  which  cannot  be  filled.

ILL.*.  BRO.\  SAMUEL  JOHN  COLLETT,  33° 

The  Valley  of  Hamilton  lost  one  of  its  active  and 
best  known  members  on  December  16,  1991,  with  the 
death  of  Ill  Bro  Sam  Collett. 

He  was  bom  in  Churchtown,  Cornwall,  England  in 
1906,  and  immigrated  to  Canada  in  1910,  to  settle  in 
Portage  LaPrarie  where  his  father  started  a  farm.  After 
graduation  from  the  Manitoba  School  system,  Sam 
joined  the  T  &  N  O  Railway  as  a  telegraph  lineman  and 
in  1924  left  to  join  the  Bell  Telephone  Company, 
remaining  with  them  until  his  retirement  in  1967  as 
Hamilton  City  Foreman  of  Outside  Plant  Engineering 
and  Construction.  He  maintained  his  connections  with 
Bell  as  a  past  president  and  life  member  of  the 
Telephone  Pioneers  Club. 

On  July  18,  1938,  Sam  married  Margaret  Isabel 
Osgood,  a  marriage  which  lasted  until  her  death  in  July  of  1983.  They  were  active 
members  of  St.  Thomas  Anglican  Church  in  Hamilton. 

The  main  interest  and  activity  of  Sam  Collett  was  Masonry.  Initiated  into  Dundum 
Lodge  No. 475  in  1945,  he  became  the  Worshipful  Master  in  1953.  He  joined  York 
Masonry  in  1957,  and  was  the  presiding  officer  in  Hiram  Chapter  No. 2,  Godfrey  de 
Bouillon  Preceptory,  Salem  Council  No. 9,  and  The  Royal  Ark  Mariners. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  he  received  his  14°  and  18°  in  1952,  and  the  32°  in  1964. 
For  many  years  Sam  was  the  Vice-Chairman  of  the  reunion  committee  for  the  Hamilton 
Valley.  On  September  9,  1977,  Sam  Collett  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  at  Hamilton,  Ontario. 

Other  Masonic  honours  were  his  being  made  a  Knight  of  the  York  Cross  of  Honour 
in  1975,  a  Knight  of  Harrington  Conclave,  a  Noble  of  Rameses  Shrine  and  an  honorary 
member  of  Northeast  Lodge,  No.995  Buffalo,  N.Y. 

Ill  health  slowed  this  ardent  Mason  down  somewhat  toward  the  last,  but  his  person¬ 
ality,  his  smile,  and  his  presence  will  long  be  remembered  in  the  Hamilton  area  craft 
lodges  and  the  Valley  of  Hamilton.

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ILL/.  BRO.\  JOSEPH  ROBERTS  SMALLWOOD,  33°,  P.C.,  C.C. 

He  was  bom  in  the  village  of  Gambo  on  December 
24,  1900,  and  received  the  higher  call  when  he  passed 
from  us  on  December  17,  1991,  one  week  before  he 
would  have  been  91  years  old.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife  Clara  (Oates)  one  daughter  Clara  Russell,  sons 
William  and  Ramsey,  thirteen  grand-children  and  fifteen 
great  grandchildren.  A  man  who  will  live  forever  in 
Canadian  history,  not  only  for  his  political  life,  but  for 
his  contribution  to  Freemasonry  in  Newfoundland,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  establishing  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  in  his  Province.  He  will  always  be  remem¬ 
bered  as  a  Father  of  Confederation,  a  man  of  inex¬ 
haustible  energy,  who  thought  a  sixteen  hour  workday 
was  normal.  A  man  with  a  vision  to  bring  the  colony  of 
Newfoundland  into  Confederation  thus  uniting  Canada 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  which  he  did. 

After  achieving  Confederation,  he  embarked  on  the  second  endeavour,  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  making  Newfoundland  a  prosperous  province  of  Canada,  and  bringing  to  her 
people  the  economic,  social  and  public  service  benefits  enjoyed  by  other  Canadians.  He 
met  the  challenge  with  the  same  dedication,  effort  and  determination  that  he  applied  to 
everything  he  did.  He  was  elected  the  first  Premier  when  Newfoundland  entered 
Confederation,  and,  in  his  23  years  as  Premier,  he  achieved  remarkable  success  in  our 
level  of  health  care,  education  facilities,  transportation  and  municipal  services. 

Newfoundland  and  Labrador  is  a  better  place  today  because  of  “Joey  Smallwood”. 
Instead  of  using  his  considerable  skills  and  abilities  to  benefit  himself,  he  unselfishly 
dedicated  his  efforts  to  his  province  and  its  people. 

He  was  educated  at  the  British  Hall,  operated  by  the  Church  of  England,  the 
Methodist  Centennary  School,  the  Roman  Catholic  Littedale  School,  and  the  Church  of 
England  Bishop  Field  College.  He  worked  as  a  labour  organizer,  and  helped  found  the 
Newfoundland  Federation  of  Labour.  He  also  worked  as  a  columnist,  a  radio  broadcast¬ 
er  and  a  farmer. 

He  will  be  remembered  not  only  for  his  contribution  to  Newfoundland  and  Canada, 
but  for  his  contribution  to  Freemasonry.  He  was  a  member  of  Lodge  Harbour  Grace, 
No.476  and  was  elected  Master  in  1967,  the  year  the  Lodge  celebrated  its  Centennary. 
In  1965,  he  was  President  of  a  group  of  Sublime  Princes  who  organized  a 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador  Scottish  Rite  Club,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Newfoundland, 
and  petitioned  Supreme  Council  for  a  Lodge  of  Perfection,  which  was  granted  in  1967, 
and  subsequently  Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  constituted  in  1968.  “Joey”  was 
the  first  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master.  He  was  also  a  member  of  MacGillivray  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix,  Newfoundland  and  Labrador  Consistory,  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory, 
and  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

He  was  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  of  Shannon  Chapter  No. 9,  a  Royal  &  Select  Master  in 
Eastern  Council  No. 6,  and  a  Knight  Templar  in  Beothic  Preceptory  No.71. 
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The  degree  and  honour  that  he  cherished  most  of  all  was  that  he  was  the  first 
native-born  Newfoundlander  to  be  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  33°,  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Canada  at  the 
Annual  Session  at  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia  in  1969. 

On  the  basis  of  what  Bro.  Joseph  Smallwood  has  done  for  Scottish  Rite  in 
Newfoundland,  he  will  be  remembered  as  “The  Father  of  Scottish  Rite  in 
Newfoundland  and  Labrador”.

December  31st  will  for  years  bring  a  touch  of  sad¬ 
ness  to  the  Brethren  of  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Kootenay s, 
for  that  will  be  the  anniversary  of  the  passing  of  our 
well  loved  Dl.*.Bro.‘. Kenneth  Weir.  Our  bright  star  in 
Freemasonry  slowly  faded  and  died  during  that  usually 
happy  afternoon,  finally  yielding  to  cancer  after  a  long 
battle,  surrounded  by  his  entire  loving  family. 

While  Trail,  BC  has  been  his  home  for  some  thirty- 
five  years,  his  presence  has  been  felt  throughout  the 
province,  as  well  as  in  the  northwest  United  States.  His 
whole  being  was  one  of  giving,  in  creative  art,  vocal  or 
instrumental  music,  organization,  or  other  friendly  tal¬ 
ents.  Whether  it  was  family,  lodge.  United  Church  or 
civic  activities,  Ken  was  always  involved  in  many  pro¬ 
jects  for  the  benefit  of  others.  He  sang  in,  and  later 
directed,  the  Trail  Male  Chorus.  He  was  Chairman  of 
the  Trail  Art  Club  and  assisted  in  organizing  the  National  Exhibition  Centre  in 
Castlegar.  The  City  of  Trail  commissioned  him  to  design  the  official  City  Rag  which 
presently  flies  over  our  City  Hall. 

Bro.  Weir  was  bom  January  30,  1926,  in  Bassano,  Alberta.  His  family  moved  to 
Creston,  BC,  where  he  completed  his  secondary  education.  He  served  in  the  Royal 
Canadian  Navy  from  1944-1946,  training  at  H.M.C.S.  Stadacona,  serving  at  the  end  of 
the  war  as  a  medical  attendant  on  H.M.C.S.  Sackville.  After  demobilization,  he  took  his 
Masonic  degrees  in  Creston,  before  leaving  for  Victoria  Normal  School.  Ken’s  travels 
to  obtain  improved  art  teaching  assignments  took  him  to  Prince  George,  Dawson  Creek 
and  Powell  River,  before  arriving  in  Trail  in  1957.  Through  summer  courses,  he 
obtained  his  Bachelor  of  Education  at  U.B.C.  in  1963,  and  he  completed  his  Master’s 
Degree  in  Fine  Arts  at  Eastern  Washington  State  College  in  1972.  His  greatest  pleasure 
in  his  profession  was  to  encourage  artistic  talent  in  gifted  students,  especially  in  those 
who  were  able  to  go  on  to  make  their  own  way  using  these  talents. 

On  April  11,  1952,  while  serving  in  Prince  George,  Ken  married  Roberta  Gee  from 
Kamloops,  a  fellow  teacher.  Together  they  have  been  the  very  embodiment  of  Masonic 
hospitality  to  their  many  friends  and  associates.  They  were  blessed  with  three  children, 
listed  with  their  spouses,  Glyn  (Jennifer)  of  Port  Coquitlam,  William  (Irene)  of  Victoria, 
and  Lori  (Denis  Gratton)  of  Windsor.  They  have  presented  Ken  and  Roberta  with  six 
wonderful  grandchildren. 

Bro.  Weir  was  raised  in  Creston  Lodge  No.54  on  June  6,  1947,  and  travelled  exten¬ 
sively  before  putting  down  roots  again.  Upon  arriving  in  Trail,  he  affiliated  with 
Friendship  Lodge  No.  144  in  1960,  rising  to  become  Master  in  1976.  He  was  D.D.G.M. 
of  District  7  in  1983.  He  was  appointed  organist  of  Friendship  Lodge  in  1982,  serving 
in  this  office  until  his  passing.  He  accepted  the  appointment  of  Secretary,  additionally, 
in  1990.  He  served  as  organist  in  two  other  local  Craft  Lodges,  and  was  made  an 
Honorary  member  of  Ymir  Lodge  No.31,  in  1989,  in  recognition  of  his  dedication.  He 
filled  in  as  an  organist  or  for  many  other  offices  in  Eastern  Star,  Job’s  Daughters,  in 
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fact,  wherever  there  was  a  need.  He  was  the  Grand  Warden  for  the  B.C.  Eastern  Star  in 

1991,  and  served  in  the  ritual  for  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

His  artistic  talents  were  infinitely  varied,  but  always  perfection.  For  his  Grand 
Lodge,  he  was  invited  to  create  a  reduced  copy  of  “The  Great  Standard  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia”,  to  provide  a  Travelling  Standard  for  that  Body.  He  was 
also  selected  to  do  an  Armorial  Banner  for  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge.  He  assisted  the  local  Royal  Arch  Chapter  by  making  a  series  of  twelve 
banners  for  their  collection  of  regalia.  Each  of  these  is  an  individual  masterpiece,  wor¬ 
thy  of  the  artist.  Painting,  carving,  metalcrafting,  ceramics,  silk  screen,  calligraphy,  to 
name  but  a  few,  were  sure  skills  of  this  wonderful  artificer.  All  were  generously  offered 
to  the  Lodge  and  to  the  community  at  large. 

Bro.  Weir  had  completed  twenty-nine  years’  association  with  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  exactly  four  weeks  before  his  passing.  He  joined  the  newly  con¬ 
stituted  Kootenay-Boundary  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1962,  the  Kokanee  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  in  1965,  and  B.C.  Consistory  in  1968.  He  served  as  principal  officer  in  both  local 
bodies;  as  T.P.G.M.  for  the  years  1968  and  1969,  and  M.W.S.  in  1973.  He  served  on  the 
Executive  Committee  continually,  as  he  was  an  invaluable  source  of  inspiration. 
Through  the  years  he  enjoyed  performing  several  important  parts  in  many  of  the  degree 
rituals.  Ken  was  proud  that  he  had  served  as  Master  of  Ceremonies  in  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  for  some  eighteen  years. 

Bro.  Weir  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1973  at  Vancouver. 
Having  received  the  degree,  he  found  that  it  brought  more  than  honour  and  recognition; 
it  brought  much  greater  responsibilities  and  greatly  varied  duties  to  the  Order.  He  han¬ 
dled  all  this  with  the  same  ease  and  aplomb  he  has  shown  in  the  rest  of  his  career,  with 
great  dedication.  To  say  that  he  will  be  missed  is  inadequate. 

Cremation  was  followed  by  a  private  family  graveside  service  by  Rev.  J.C.  Reid 
celebrating  Ken  Weir’s  life.  Memorial  donations  were  directed  principally  to  Masonic 
charities.  Scottish  Rite  Honours  were  given  at  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  January  13, 

1992.  Southern  Jurisdiction  Funeral  Honours  were  presented  in  Bro.  Weir’s  nemory  by 
selected  members  from  a  contingent  of  twelve  Scottish  Rite  visitors  from  Coeur 
d’Alene,  Idaho,  under  the  direction  of  Ill.’.Bro/.Wm.  E.  Sweikert,  33°.  This  was  the 
first  time  such  honours  have  been  presented  outside  of  the  State.  Brethren  of  Friendship 
Lodge  No.  144  received  a  memorial  address  by  the  Worshipful  Master,  Worshipful 
Brother  Kenneth  A.  Poznikoff,  with  fraternal  remembrances  and  scriptural  consolations 
by  Most  Worshipful  Bro.  Thomas  Y.  McLachlan,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia.

On  the  death  on  January  1,  1992,  of  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.John 
McGowan,  the  Valley  of  North  Bay  was  diminished  by 
much  more  than  the  mere  statistical  loss  of  a  single 
member.  It  lost  one  whose  service  as  an  Officer  was  an 
example  to  all  in  the  Valley  and  whose  exemplification 
of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  attracted  many  Masons  to  the 
Scottish  Rite. 

Bro.  McGowan  was  born  in  Kilsyth,  Scotland  in 
1903,  immigrated  to  Canada  in  1915  to  the  town  of 
Parry  Sound  and  moved  to  North  Bay  in  1924.  He 
returned  to  Scotland  at  the  age  of  nine,  living  with  his 
grandparents  to  attend  school  until  the  age  of  13  at 
which  time  he  returned  to  Canada  and  continued  his 
education  in  various  schools  and  colleges.  He  was  a 
member  of  Calvin  Presbyterian  Church,  North  Bay.  He 
married  the  former  Mairiam  Grieve  in  1927.  He  was 
predeceased  by  his  wife  in  1978.  Bro.  McGowan  worked  for  the  Ontario  Northland 
Railway  until  his  retirement  in  1968.  He  served  overseas  during  World  War  II,  as  a 
member  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Engineers.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Legion  Branch  No.23. 

Bro.  McGowan  was  deeply  devoted  to  his  work  with  Masonry.  He  was  initiated 
into  Freemasonry  in  North  Bay  Lodge  No.617,  North  Bay,  Ont.  He  received  his  Master 
Mason  Degree  May  23,  1947,  was  Master  of  North  Bay  Lodge  in  1972,  and  was  an 
Honorary  Member  of  Nipissing  Lodge  No. 420,  North  Bay.  He  was  awarded  Very 
Worshipful  Brother  in  1974.  He  joined  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1951,  North 
Bay  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1953,  received  his  32°  in  Moore  Consistory  in  1965,  and 
was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  at  Toronto  in  1970.  Bro.  McGowan 
served  the  Valley  of  North  Bay  with  great  dedication  as  T.P.G.M.  in  1965,  M.W.S.  in 
1962,  directed  several  degrees  and  took  many  parts.  He  was  a  member  of  Rameses 
Temple,  Toronto  and  Rorab  Shrine  Club,  North  Bay. 

A  Masonic  memorial  service  was  held  on  the  evening  of  January  3,  1992  and  was 
attended  by  a  large  gathering.  The  funeral  service  was  held  on  Saturday,  January  4, 
1992,  with  interment  in  Terrace  Lawn  Cemetery,  North  Bay,  following  cremation.

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ILL.*.  BRO.*.  HARVEY  MILTON  CROCKATT,  33° 

The  citizens  of  Woodstock  and  Oxford  County  and 
the  Masons  of  the  Valley  of  Woodstock,  Ontario,  lost 
one  of  its  most  respected  members  on  January  3,  1992. 

Ill. *.Bro.*. Harvey  Crockatt,  was  bom  November  3, 
1901  in  Toronto,  the  youngest  of  4  children.  When  he 
was  3  years  old  the  family  moved  to  a  farm  in 
Cooksville  area  and  seven  years  later  moved  back  to 
Toronto.  In  these  two  communities  he  grew  up  to  be  an 
active  sports-minded  young  man. 

On  February  9,  1924  Harvey  married  Fay  McDonald 
and  they  lived  in  Toronto.  In  1940  they  moved  to 
Woodstock,  Ontario,  where  Harvey  worked  as  a  lab  tech¬ 
nician  for  Neilson’s  Company  in  Beach ville,  Ontario. 

On  June  4,  1962,  tragedy  struck  and  Fay  died  sud¬ 
denly  of  a  heart  attack.  It  was  very  difficult  for  Harvey  and  he  retired  in  1969.  On  July 
26,  1974,  he  married  Nettie  Dorland  and  on  November  17,  1983  Nettie  died.  In  1990, 
on  Thanksgiving  morning,  when  shaving,  he  suddenly  lost  his  sight  and  had  to  move  to 
Carrasant  Care  Nursing  Home  in  Woodstock. 

Bro.  Crockatt  had  a  great  love  for  sports,  especially  baseball  and  hockey,  for 
music,  and  was  known  as  a  guitarist  and  a  square  dance  caller. 

He  was  a  prominent  Mason  and  began  his  Masonic  career  on  June  16,  1954,  when 
he  was  initiated  in  Mercer  Wilson  Lodge  No. 678,  Woodstock,  passed  on  September  15, 
1954,  and  raised  on  December  15,  1954,  becoming  Worshipful  Master  in  1954  and 
D.D.G.M.  of  Wilson  District  1971-72.  Bro.  Crockatt  was  made  an  honorary  member  of 
St.  John’s  Lodge  No. 20,  London.  He  received  his  14°,  in  the  Woostock  Lodge  of 
Perfection  on  May  2,  1968,  his  18°  in  Centennial  Chapter  Rose  Croix  on  March  30, 
1974,  and  his  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  May  11,  1974.  He  was  coroneted 
an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Hamilton  on  September  9,  1977. 

A  large  attended  Masonic  Service  was  held  at  the  Mac  Smith  Funeral  Home  on 
Monday  evening  January  6,  1992.  The  funeral  services  were  held  from  the  funeral  home 
on  Tuesday  January  7,  conducted  by  Rev.  David  Snihur  of  College  Avenue  United 
Church  of  which  Harvey  was  a  member.  Rev.  Snihur  referred  to  him  as  a  man  of  faith, 
integrity,  honesty  and  a  man  of  love. 

Bro.  Crockatt  enjoyed  life  and  looked  on  his  friends  with  compassion,  humour  and 
generosity.  He  had  a  busy,  useful  and  well  spent  life.  His  faith,  courage  and  honesty 
gave  his  life  great  meaning.  He  had  a  full  life  of  long  years  leaving  many  memories. 
Our  lives  will  miss  him,  but  we  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  having  known 
him  and  shared  some  of  the  adventures  of  life.  His  memory  remains  a  blessing  to  all 
who  knew  him  and  may  all  the  nice  things  that  he  has  done  in  the  past  come  back  two-fold.

The  death  of  Ill /.Bro.*.  Clarence  Smith  occurred 
suddenly  on  Sunday,  January  5,  1992,  after  a  period  of 
ill  health.

17,  1908,  moving  to  Hamilton  at  an  early  age.  He  is  sur¬ 
vived  by  his  wife  the  former  Pauline  Smith  whom  he 
married  on  June  16,  1961.

His  hob¬ 
bies  were  gardening  and  stained  glass  of  which  he  had 
made  memorial  windows  placed  in  the  Church  on 
request  of  families  as  memorials  to  loved  ones. 

Our  Brother  entered  Freemasonry  in  October  1949, 
when  he  was  initiated  at  Wentworth  Lodge  No.  166,  Stoney  Creek,  Ontario.  In  the  suc¬ 
cessive  years  of  1954,  ‘55  and  ‘56,  he  became  a  member  of  the  three  Hamilton  Scottish 
Rite  Bodies.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General,  September  1984. 

He  spent  countless  hours  as  a  work  of  love  in  the  robing  room  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Cathedral  in  Hamilton,  where  he  repaired,  organized  and  assigned  the  costumes  of  the 
various  degrees.

Ill  Bro  .*.  Archibald  Leard  was  bom  in  Saskatoon, 
July  12,  1911,  where  he  was  raised  and  educated.  He 
graduated  with  distinction  from  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Science,  University  of  Saskatchewan,  and  graduated  in 
Education  from  the  same  University;  took  post  graduate 
work  in  School  Administration  at  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan,  and  post  graduate  work  in  Special 
Education  at  Wayne  University,  Detroit;held  an 
Honorary  Life  Membership,  Conference  of  Executives 
of  American  Schools  for  the  Deaf,  granted  for  excep¬ 
tional  and  outstanding  services  in  the  field  of  Special 
Education.  He  was  school  principal  in  several  schools  in 
Saskatchewan  towns  before  joining  the  staff  of  the 
Saskatchewan  School  for  the  Deaf  in  1936.

Following  a  period  of  failing  health, 
Ill.'.Bro.'.McCrae  passed  away  in  Brandon,  Manitoba, 
on  January  10,  1992.

ILL/.  BRO.\  CHARLES  JENNINGS,  33° 

The  Valley  of  Toronto  suffered  the  loss  of  a  devot¬ 
ed  member  with  the  death  of  Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.Charles 
Jennings,  in  his  90th  year,  on  January  14,  1992,  after  a 
considerable  period  of  ill  health. 

Bro.  Jennings  was  born  in  Leeds,  England,  on 
March  20,  1902.  He  came  to  Toronto  at  a  very  young 
age  with  his  parents.

On  the  January  23,  1992,  the  Hamilton-Wentworth 
area  lost  a  highly  esteemed  member  of  this  community.

The  Woodstock  Valley  of  the  Scottish  Rite  lost  a 
most  reverred  and  beloved  friend,  in  the  death  of 
Ill  .*.Bro.‘.  John  (Jack)  Ferguson,  on  January  25,  1992. 
He  had  been  seriously  ill  for  many  months,  having  suf¬ 
fered  a  severe  stroke  in  the  fall  of  1991. 

Jack  was  bom  on  December  26,  1907,  at  Belmont, 
Ontario,  in  the  County  of  Middlesex.  He  received  his 
public  and  continuation  school  education  in  Belmont.

Masons  in  general  and  those  of  Ontario  in  particu¬ 
lar,  were  saddened  to  learn  of  the  passing  of 
Ill ,*.Bro .‘.Bruce  Foster  at  Ridgetown,  Ontario  on 
Thursday,  February  6,  1992. 

A  person  of  many  distinguishing  characteristics,  he 
will  be  remembered  as  being  exemplary  of  conduct, 
courteous  in  manner,  and  easy  in  address.  But  equally 
important,  he  was  steady  and  firm  in  principle,  ready 
and  willing  to  undertake  the  management  of  his  respon¬ 
sibilities  and  well  skilled  in  the  extension  of  them. 
These  several  attributes  found  expression  whether  it  was 
in  the  lodge  room,  the  class  room,  or  in  whatever  setting 
he  found  himself. 

Born  in  Haldimand  County  in  1906,  in  the 
Township  of  North  Cayuga,  he  received  his  primary  and 
secondary  education  in  the  Town  of  Cayuga.  He  attended  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  and  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  from  the  University  of  Toronto  in 
1928.

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  the  death  is  recorded  of 
Ill .’.Bro.‘. Ormonde  Barrett,  who  passed  away  at  the 
B.M.P.  Hospital  in  Cowansville,  Quebec,  on  March  2, 
1992,  following  a  short  period  of  failing  health. 

Bro.  Barrett  was  born  on  March  2,  1904,  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario.  Following  his  education  in  Hamilton 
schools,  he  graduated  in  law  from  Osgoode  Hall  in 
Toronto  and  was  called  to  the  Bar  of  Ontario  in  1926. 

Retired  at  the  time  of  his  death,  Bro.  Barrett 
enjoyed  a  succession  of  responsible  and  prominent  busi¬ 
ness  activities  which  included  the  following:  Secretary 
and  General  Counsel,  then  Assistant  to  the  President  of 
the  Goodyear  Tire  and  Rubber  Co.  of  Can.  Ltd., 
Personnel  Manager  of  the  Ford  Motor  Co.  of  Can., 
President  of  Canadian  Vickers  Ltd.,  President  of  Zinc 
Oxide  of  Canada  Ltd.,  President  of  Durham  Industries  (Canada)  Ltd.,  President  of  the 
Canadian  Industrial  Preparedness  Assoc,  and  Chairman  of  the  Guardian  Trust 
Company. 

He  gave  outstanding  service  to  Canada  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Army  Service 
Corps,  before,  during  and  following  World  War  II,  as  one  of  the  first  RCASC  officers 
to  go  overseas  in  1939,  as  one  of  the  three  senior  commanders  of  the  Corps  during  the 
War,  as  Colonel  Commandant,  and  as  the  founder  of  the  Canadian  Forces  Logistics 
Association.  He  was  equally  a  leader  in  defence  matters  generally.  He  was  the  first 
Chairman  of  the  Conference  of  Defence  Association  after  the  War  and  continuously 
over  the  ensuing  40  years,  he  was  a  source  of  guidance  and  sound  judgement.  Col. 
Barrett  had  many  other  military  interests  and  affiliations,  and  was  awarded  the  Order  of 
the  British  Empire  (O.B.E.),  Commander,  Order  of  Orange  Nassau  (with  Swords), 
Netherlands,  mentioned  in  dispatches,  holder  of  the  Efficiency  Decoration  (E.D.)  and 
the  Canadian  Forces  Decoration  (C.D.). 

The  community  in  general  has  benefitted  through  his  generous  contribution  of  time 
and  energy  as  Chairman,  Quebec  Division,  Canadian  Manufacturers  Assoc.;  Chairman, 
Advisory  Council,  School  of  Business  -  Queen’s  University;  Chairman,  McGill 
Associates,  McGill  University;  President,  Canadian  Club  of  Montreal;  Vice-President, 
Quebec  Provincial  Council,  Boy  Scouts  of  Canada;  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Montreal 
Branch  of  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  and  Life  Governor  of  the  Montreal 
General  Hospital. 

Bro.  Barrett’s  masonic  career  was  equally  outstanding  and  commenced  with  his 
initiation  in  Georgina  Lodge  No. 343  in  Toronto,  in  1937,  where  he  eventually  served  as 
Worshipful  Master  in  1948.  In  1954,  he  affiliated  with  Royal  Albert  Lodge  No. 25  in 
Montreal  and  was  Worshipful  Master  of  that  Lodge  in  1963. 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  he  has  been  a  member  of  both  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes  and  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  for  over  20  years.  He  was  Vice-Chairman  of 
the  Centennial  Committee  in  1969,  was  appointed  Grand  Registrar  in  1970,  and  elected 
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Honorary  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden  in  1984.  He  was  a  Director  of  the  Masonic 
Memorial  Temple  Corporation  and  has  served  20  years  as  a  Director  of  the  Masonic 
Foundation  of  Quebec. 

In  capitular  Masonry,  Bro.  Barrett  was  an  Honorary  Member  and  Past  Principal  of 
St.  Paul’s  Lodge  No.374,  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  and  a  member  of  St.  Paul’s  Mark  Lodge. 
He  was  a  member  of  Karnak  Temple,  and  a  Governor  of  the  Shriners  Hospital  for 
Crippled  Children. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  he  received  the  4°  in  the  Toronto  Lodge  of  Perfection  on 
March  8,  1948,  the  18°  in  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  April  10, 
1955,  and  the  32°  in  the  Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  on  March  3,  1956.

There  was  an  overflowing  attendance  of  his  many  masonic  and  non-masonic  friends. 

“What  endeared  him  to  those  who  were  associated  with  him  were  his  personal 
qualities  -his  management  abilities,  his  judgement,  his  fairness,  his  discipline  and  with 
it  all  his  warmth  and  good  humour.

ILL/.  BRO.*.  WILLIAM  (BILL)  HOWARD  SCRIVENS,  33° 

After  a  fulfilling  life.  Ill  .\Bro.\ Bill  Scrivens 
passed  away  at  Central  Park  Lodge,  Ottawa,  Thursday, 
March  5,  1992.  He  was  born  at  Metcalfe,  Ontario,  June 
26,  1896. 

Bill  was  like  the  big  tree  in  the  forest  that  began  as 
a  tiny  seed,  developing  year  by  year  into  a  small  sapling 
with  ever  sturdier  trunk  and  branches,  nurturing  the  ani¬ 
mal  life  beneath,  and  finally  becoming  a  giant,  a  source 
of  strength  in  its  surroundings  and  admired  by  all. 

Bill’s  early  education  commenced  in  a  one  room 
schoolhouse  in  his  community.  After  moving  to  Ottawa 
at  age  16,  he  was  encouraged  to  continue  his  education, 
which  he  did  at  a  local  business  school.  His  formal  edu¬ 
cation,  although  incomplete,  was  surpassed  in  excel¬ 
lence  when  you  recognize  his  personal  and  business  life 
achievements. 

Bro.  Scrivens’  business  career  started  in  the  grocery  business,  then  North  American 
Life  selling  insurance.  In  1930,  he  formed  his  own  insurance  company,  which  was  the 
beginning  of  W.H.  Scrivens  and  Son  Ltd.  a  thriving  family  business,  which  successfully 
continues  on  the  Founders  excellent  reputation  and  policy  for  service  to  its  customers. 

He  was  a  member  of  Dominion  Church,  later  Dominion-Chalmers  United  Church. 
Bill  wasn’t  just  a  joiner,  he  served  on  many  church  committees  with  dedication  and  dis¬ 
tinction.  He  was  particularly  interested  in  the  Young  Peoples  Organization.  With  all  this 
he  supplemented  his  activity  with  the  duties  and  responsibilities  as  an  Elder  of  the 
Church.

He  served 
as  Worshipful  Master  in  1934.  He  received  his  60-year  membership  pin  in  1982. 

In  1930,  he  received  his  14°  in  Ottawa  Lodge  of  Perfection;  1939  with  his  18°  in 
Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix;  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1942;  a  Charter 
Member  of  Ottawa  Consistory  in  1975.  In  1941,  he  was  installed  as  T.P.G.M.  in  the 
Lodge  of  Perfection.  Throughout  his  years  in  Scottish  Rite  he  was  active  on  various 
committees  as  well,  in  a  number  of  degrees.  He  had  a  strong  understanding  in  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  Masonry  and  accordingly  extended  his  influences  for  the  betterment  of  mankind. 
He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  1960  at  Fort  William,  Ontario. 
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Bill  is  survived  by  his  wife  Evelyn  (Blair)  whom  he  married  in  1921.  At  the  cele¬ 
bration  of  their  70th  wedding  anniversary,  they  attributed  their  happy  marriage  to  their 
faith  in  God  and  their  love  for  each  other.  He  is  also  survived  by  three  sons,  Donald, 
Bruce  and  David,  eight  grandchildren  and  seven  great-grandchildren. 

A  Masonic  service  was  held  at  the  Hulse,  Playfair  &  McGarry  Chapel  on  Sunday, 
March  8  where  the  brethren  of  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge  and  sister  Lodges  gathered  to  pay 
a  last  farewell  and  offer  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Bill  Scrivens.  On  Monday,  March  9, 
the  funeral  service  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  A.  Churchill  was  held  at  Dominion-Chalmers 
United  Church.  Interment  Pinecrest  Cemetery. 

A  tall  tree  of  humanity  is  gone,  but  his  deeds  will  follow  in  his  legacy  of  humour, 
love,  understanding,  caring  for  others  and  the  family  he  and  Evelyn  raised  and  nurtured.

Masonry  in  general,  and  the  Valley  of  Sudbury  in 
particular,  lost  one  of  its  oldest  and  most  highly  respect¬ 
ed  members  when  Ill.'.Bro.'.Elie  Shpaiuk,  passed  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Above,  on  April  1,  1992,  following  a  short 
period  of  declining  health.

Death  claimed  Ill  .’.Bro  .'.David  Spalding,  after  a 
short  battle  with  cancer  which  culminated  in  death  from 
heart  failure  on  April  3,  1992,  at  Foothills  Hospital, 
Calgary. 

David  was  bom  in  Leith,  Scotland,  on  December  8, 
1910,  and  came  to  Canada  at  an  early  age  receiving  his 
education  in  Edmonton,  Alberta,  following  which  he 
entered  the  wholesale  hardware  business. 

During  World  War  II  he  served  with  the  R.C.A.F., 
as  a  radar  technician.

After  a  lengthy  and  courageous  battle  against  can¬ 
cer,  Ill. ’.Bro. ‘.James  Speirs  passed  away  at  his  home  in 
Islington  (Metro  Toronto),  Ontario,  on  Sunday,  April 
26,  1992.  His  family  were  all  with  him  at  the  time. 

Bro.  Speirs,  known  to  all  as  “Jim”,  was  born  in 
Toronto  on  March  17,  1923,  and  educated  in  that  city 
where  he  completed  a  course  in  and  received  his  diplo¬ 
ma  as  an  Architectural  Draftsman  at  Danforth  Technical 
School.

Ill .'.Bro .’.James  Allan  died  in  Haldimand  War 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Dunnville,  Ontario,  on  May  9, 
1992,  after  a  lengthy  illness.  He  was  in  his  98th  year. 

Bro.  Allan  was  born  in  Canboro  County  of 
Haldimand,  Ontario,  on  November  13,  1894.  He  left 
grade  school  when  he  was  10  and  worked  on  his  father’s 
farm  until  he  was  16  at  which  time  he  entered  the 
Ontario  Agricultural  College.  He  graduated  in  1914, 
with  the  degree  of  B.S.A.  He  then  assumed  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  his  father’s  farm  and  later  served  for  a  short 
period  as  Agricultural  Representative  in  Lanark  and 
Wentworth  Counties.  In  1919,  he  entered  the  dairy  busi¬ 
ness  in  Dunnville. 


Bro.  Allan,  early  in  his  career,  began  the  impressive 
record  of  unselfish  public  service  which  characterized 
his  whole  life.  He  first  served  on  the  local  municipal  councils  in  Canboro  Township  and 
in  Dunnville.  In  1929,  he  became  deputy  reeve  of  Dunnville  and  later  reeve,  serving  in 
one  capacity  or  the  other  for  16  years.  He  served  a  term  as  Warden  of  Haldimand 
County.  He  was  greatly  involved  in  church,  fraternal  and  public  service  organizations. 
He  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Haldimand  County  Committee  in  9  Victory  Loans,  Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Haldimand  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Past- 
President  of  the  Haldimand  Children’s  Aid  Society,  a  Director  of  The  Ontario  Good 
Roads  Association.  After  serving  a  term  as  President  of  this  organization,  he  was 
awarded  a  life  membership. 


Entering  a  wide  area  of  service,  Bro.  Allan  ran  for  and  was  elected  as  member  for 
Haldimand-Norfolk  in  the  Provincial  Legislative.  After  serving  on  several  select  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  legislature,  including  the  committee  on  highway  safety,  he  entered  the 
cabinet  in  January,  1955,  as  Minister  of  Highways,  later  becoming  Minister  of 
Transport.  In  1958,  he  became  Treasurer  of  Ontario,  as  well  as,  Minister  of  Economics, 
and  for  a  brief  time,  also,  acted  as  Minister  of  Public  Works.  His  involvement  in  these 
high  profile  and  demanding  political  responsibilities  soon  made  his  name  a  household 
word  throughout  the  province.  He  ran  for  the  leadership  of  the  party  in  1961,  but  lost 
out  to  a  much  younger  John  Robarts.  He  retired  from  political  life  in  1975,  deeply 
respected  and  liked  by  all  members  of  the  house.  His  involvement  in  many  areas  of  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  Niagara  Peninsula,  including  the  Niagara  Bridge  and  the  Niagara  Parks 
Commissions,  was  recognized  in  notable  ways;  in  1985,  the  Burlington  Skyway  was 
renamed  the  Burlington  Bay  James  N.  Allan  Skyway;  he  was  awarded  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris  causa,  by  McMaster  University;  he  was  made  an  honorary 
chief  of  the  Mohawk  Tribe  of  the  Six  Nations  Indians. 


Bro.  Allan’s  membership  and  leadership  was  equally  notable  in  his  masonic  career. 
He  was  initiated  in  Amity  Lodge  No. 32,  Dunnville,  Ontario  on  June  12,  1918,  passed 
December  18,  1918,  and  raised  February  12,  1919.  He  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason 
in  McCallum  Chapter  No. 29,  Dunnville  on  March  19,  1920.  He  was  installed  as  Master 
of  Amity  Lodge  in  1924.  He  received  his  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  May  3, 
1955,  his  18°  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  March  29th,  1956  and 
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received  his  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  May  10,  1957.  He  was  coroneted  an 
Honorary  Inspector-General  at  St.  Andrews,  New  Brunswick,  September  5,  1961.  He 
was  received  as  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  at  Hamilton  in  1963. 

Bro.  Allan  was  very  active  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario.  He  was  District-Deputy  Grand  Master  Niagara  District;  and  was  a  member  and 
Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  General  Purpose  of  Grand  Lodge.  In  1963,  his  election 
as  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  was 
a  deserved  honour  for  this  distinguished  public  servant.  In  1965,  Bro.  Allan  became 
Grand  Master. 

Bro.  Allan  was  predeceased  by  his  beloved  wife  Lillian  and  is  survived  by  his  son 
Harvie,  daughter  Jean  Sabiston,  and  eight  grandchildren. 

On  May  1 1,  a  large  group  of  Masons  led  by  M.  W.  Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne,  Grand 
Master,  paid  tribute  to  their  departed  Brother  Allan  in  a  Masonic  service.  The  public 
funeral,  held  on  May  12,  at  Grace  United  Church,  Dunnville  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Ian  Kirby-Smith,  with  a  large  congregation  of  people  from  all  walks  of  life  present  to 
honour  the  life  and  work  of  one  of  the  provinces  most  illustrious  citizens.  Interment 
took  place  in  Riverside  Cemetery. 

As  full  of  years  and  with  a  life  resplendent  with  good  deeds,  honoured  and  much 
respected  by  all,  Bro.  Allan  leaves  to  all  his  brethren,  friends  and  family,  a  host  of  glori¬ 
ous  memories  which  will  continue  to  inspire  and  bless  for  years  to  come.

He  was  born  in  Nelson,  BC,  May  15,  1916.  He 
received  his  elementary  education  in  Nelson  and  gradu¬ 
ated  from  the  University  of  B.C.  as  a  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist.  He  moved  to  Kelowna,  BC,  in  1948,  after 
serving  from  1942-1946  in  the  Medical  Corps  on  the 
troopships  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Isle  de  France.  He  was 
President  and  C.E.O.  of  Long  Super  Drugs  Ltd.  with 
stores  in  Kelowna,  Penticton,  Vernon  and  Kamloops.  He 
retired  in  1975. 

Bro.  Long  was  extremely  active  in  community 
affairs.  He  served  as  president  of  many  organizations 
and  was  in  no  small  way  responsible  for  Kelowna 
becoming  a  very  progressive  centre  in  the  Okanagan 
Valley.  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Brier  Curling  Championship  when  it  was 
held  in  Kelowna  in  1968,  and  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Revision  for  the  Central 
Okanagan  Regional  District  for  several  years. 
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He  was  a  member  of  St.  Michael’s  and  All  Angel’s  Anglican  Church  and  served  as 
Rector’s  Warden  for  a  number  of  years. 

He  was  initiated  into  Nelson  Lodge  No.23  April  9,  1947;  served  as  W.M.  of  Prince 
Charles  No. 153,  in  1957;  D.D.G.M.  in  1971;  received  4°  in  Okanagan  Lodge  of 
Perfection  on  Oct.  3,  1963;  served  as  organist  in  Lodge  and  Chapter  from  1968  until  his 
death.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Edmonton  in  1984.  He  was 
First  Principal  of  Kelowna  Chapter  R.A.M.,  served  as  District  Superintendent,  and  was 
a  member  of  Gizeh  Temple. 

He  married  Una  Turnbull  in  1942.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  his  daughter 
Georgina  (Tarswell),  three  sons,  Richard,  Bill,  and  Trevor,  and  seven  grandchildren. 

A  funeral  service  was  held  on  May  19,  1992,  at  St.  Michael’s  and  All  Angel’s 
Church,  Kelowna,  with  Bishop  Fraser  Berry  officiating. 

Bro.  Long  will  be  sorely  missed  in  his  community  and  by  all  his  brethren  in 
Freemasonry.

On  Wednesday  evening,  May  20,  1992,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Centennial  Lodge  #684,  St.  John’s  Lodge  #209A 
and  members  of  the  London  Masonic  fraternity  gathered 
at  the  A.  Millard  George  Funeral  Home  in  London  to 
hold  a  Masonic  service  for  the  late  Ill.  V.  W.  Bro.  Ewart 
Mapletoft,  Past  Grand  Steward  and  Past  Master  of 
Centennial  Lodge  #684,  who  died  on  Monday,  May  18, 
1992,  in  his  94th  year. 

For  many  years,  Ewart  was  a  faithful  member  of 
Centennial  Lodge,  and  besides  being  one  of  our  Charter 
members  (number  9  on  the  Register  of  the  Lodge)  and  a 
Past  Master,  he  was  for  many  years  the  faithful  organist 
and  vocal  soloist,  not  only  for  Craft  lodges,  but  the 
Scottish  Rite  of  Masonry,  as  well. 

Our  Brother  was  born  in  London,  Ontario,  on 
September  10,  1898.  He  received  his  early  schooling  in  London  and,  on  completion  of 
high  school,  he  started  to  work  for  the  old  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,  later  to  become  the 
Canadian  National  Railway,  as  a  junior  clerk  in  the  freight  department.  Through  the 
years,  he  advanced  through  all  phases  of  the  freight  department  which  eventually  culmi¬ 
nated  in  his  appointment,  for  the  last  five  years  of  his  service,  as  freight  agent  and  ter¬ 
minal  traffic  manager  of  the  London  Division.  Ewart  retired  from  his  railway  job  after 
completing  47  years  service  in  1963,  having  reached  the  age  of  65. 


Bro.  Mapletoft  joined  the  Craft  on  March  12,  1920,  in  St.  John’s  Lodge  No.209A 
and  was  passed  on  May  7,  1920,  and  raised  on  June  25,  1920.  He  was  organist  of  St. 
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John’s  No.209A  from  1923  to  1926,  and  Union  Lodge  No. 380  from  1951  to  1958.  He 
was  also  an  honourary  member  of  Union  Lodge.  He  was  the  Grand  Organist  for  the 
Scottish  Rite  from  1960  to  1974,  and  Director  of  the  Mocha  Temple  Chanters  in  1974. 
In  addition  to  these  activities,  Ewart  was  a  member  of  two  professional  vocal  quartet’s 
touring  Southern  Ontario  during  the  20’ s,  as  well  as,  the  Secretary  of  the  London 
Chapter  of  the  Canadian  College  of  Organists  (C.C.O.)  and  founding  member.  He  was 
for  many  years  Secretary/Treasurer  of  the  London  Kiawanis  Club  Musical  Festival.  He 
was  Organist  and  Choirmaster  for  over  45  years  of  Wellington  Road  United  Church 
from  1926  until  1971.  He  was  honoured  by  the  congregation  on  this  occasion.  He 
received  the  4°  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  November  1953,  and  the  18°  in  the 
London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  April  1954.  He  received  the  32°  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory  in  November  1958,  and  was  coroneted  an  Honourary  Inspector- 
General  September  1978,  at  Moncton,  NB.  He  was  the  Worshipful  Master  of  Centennial 
Lodge  in  1960  and  was  appointed  a  Grand  Steward  in  1973.  Our  Brother  received  the 
70- year  pin  from  Grand  Lodge  in  1990. 

Ill.\Bro.\ Robert  A.  Barnett  of  Centennial  Lodge  was  asked  to  give  the  eulogy  at 
the  funeral  service  for  our  late  Brother  to  give  his  family,  friends  and  relations  some 
idea  of  how  his  Brother  Mason’s  saw  him.  Because  of  his  great  age  and  service  every¬ 
one  in  the  lodge  knew  him  or  knew  of  him.  I  can  think  of  no  finer  way  to  end  this  retro¬ 
spect  of  the  life  of  James  Mapletoft  than  to  paraphrase  the  conclusion  of  the  remarks 
made  at  his  funeral  service. 

“Ewart  said  it  himself  and  not  that  long  ago  -  the  occasion  being  the  official  recog¬ 
nition  in  Centennial  Lodge  of  his  having  received  (in  his  mother  Lodge)  the  70-year 
pin.  He  told  us  that  he  took  no  particular  pride  in  being  recognized  as  the  resident  relic. 
-  “that  had  more  to  do  with  good  fortune  and  the  will  of  the  Great  Architect”.  But  he 
did  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  he  was  for  70  years  plus  a  Mason,  because  he  chose  that, 
and  he  made  it  happen  each  of  those  70  years  as  an  active  member.  I  recall  Ewart’s 
pride  in  all  of  his  lodge  affiliations.  Of  course  he  had  a  special  place  for  Centennial 
Lodge  as  would  any  of  us  whom,  like  Ewart,  had  shared  in  the  very  earliest  beginnings 
of  a  new  lodge,  a  new  format  and  philosophy  of  membership  and  had  struggled  to  get 
the  new  concepts  accepted  and  then  watched  it  grow  successfully.  There  are  many  in 
this  room  who  could  share  their  feelings  with  you  (the  family),  what  they  thought  of 
Ewart,  of  all  that  he  had  done  for  music  and  the  craft  and  this  would  only  confirm  the 
fact  that  he  was  one  of  our  ‘giants’  who  quietly  participated,  supported  and  encouraged, 
was  always  there  for  over  70  years.  I’ll  leave  you  with  two  pictures  of  Ewart  that  are 
etched  in  my  memory. 

At  the  installation  of  Officers  there  is  a  point  in  the  ceremony  where  the  Master- 
elect  stands  alone  in  the  West  and  then  he  is  officially  presented  and  recommended  as 
“fit  for  duty”.  Ewart  was  always  the  man  in  Centennial  Lodge  who  stood  beside  the 
Master-elect  and  made  the  formal  presentation.  He  performed  this  task  with  dignity  and 
represented  to  the  new  Master-elect  the  support  and  continuity  of  the  Past  Masters  of 
the  Lodge.  I  can  see  him  now  standing  by  the  new  Master,  his  very  presence  signifying 
the  age-old  continuity  of  our  gentle  Craft. 

Finally  the  other  picture  of  Ewart  that  comes  to  mind  is  the  special  way  Centennial 
closes  each  meeting.  The  Brethren  form  a  circle  and  sing  “Auld  Lang  Syne”.  The 
Master  would  call  out,  Ewart,  and  his  strong  tenor  voice  would  sing  out  leading  the 
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lodge  in  a  meaningful  rendition  of  Robert  Burns  traditional  song  when  like  minded  men 
take  their  leave  of  one  another. 

He  made  “Auld  Lang  Syne”  ring  off  the  walls  of  the  Lodge  room  -  and  he  was 
happiest  when  we  finished  with  him  in  full  throat.  Should  “old  acquaintance  be  forgot”? 
Not  likely,  not  in  the  hearts  and  minds  here  to-day  to  celebrate  with  you  the  life  of  our 
Brother  James  Ewart  Mapletoft.  We  take  comfort  in  the  communion  of  saints  and  we 
can  look  forward  to  that  circle  with  Ewart  again.” 

Bro.  Mapletoft  was  predeceased  by  his  wife  Leita  May  Herald  and  a  daughter 
Maijorie  Beaty.  He  is  survived  by  his  daughter  Barbara  Penny  of  Collingwood,  six 
grandchildren  and  eleven  great-grandchildren.

Ill  .’.Bro  .*.  Vernon  McFadgen  was  born  in 
Collingwood,  Ontario,  on  July  25,  1902,  and  received 
his  early  education  there.  He  proceeded  to  the  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy  and  graduated  in  1925,  and  in  that 
year  he  opened  his  own  drug  store  in  the  Westdale  area 
of  Hamilton,  and  operated  it  successfully  for  40  years. 
In  1926  he  married  Muriel  Leach  and  they  had  two  chil¬ 
dren,  Robert  and  Aileen. 

Being  an  active  druggist  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Pharmacist  Association  and  became  president  of  that 
body  in  1932.

Ill.'.Bro.’.  Alfred  Mellanby  passed  away  on  May, 
30,  1992  at  the  Henderson  General  Hospital  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario.  He  was  admitted  to  the  hospital 
approximately  six  weeks  prior  to  passing  for  a  minor 
operation  on  his  knee.  While  in  the  hospital  he  devel¬ 
oped  a  blood  clot  which  ultimately  led  to  his  death. 

Bro.  Mellanby  was  bom  August  9,  1903  at  Plum- 
stead,  County  Kent  in  England,  and  came  to  Canada  with 
his  parents  at  a  very  early  age.  The  family  finally  settled 
in  Hamilton,  where  Alfred  attended  public  school.  After 
leaving  school  at  age  14  years,  he  spent  five  years  as  a 
junior  clerk  with  a  law  firm  and  the  Bank  of  Montreal.  In 
1922,  he  started  as  a  salesman  and  dispatcher  with  the 
Imperial  Oil  Company  Ltd.  and  finally  retired  from  the 
Company  in  1966,  after  44  years  of  service. 

Bro.  Mellanby  is  survived  by  his  wife  Evelyn  Gertrude  Burcher  whom  he  married 
on  July  9,  1966,  in  All  Saints  Anglican  Church  in  Hamilton.  Alfred  was  a  lifetime 
member  of  All  Saints  Church  and  was  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  Anglican  faith. 

Bro.  Mellanby  was  initiated  into  Temple  Lodge  No. 3 24  on  September  23,  1924, 
and  was  raised  two  months  later  on  November  25th.  He  was  Master  of  the  Lodge  in 
1962  and  1963.

Bro.  Mellanby  was  always  a  gentleman  and  always  willing  to  share  his  vast  store 
of  knowledge.

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THE  ANCIENT  AND  ACCEPTED 
SCOTTISH  RITE 

HERITAGE 

The  Scottish  were  ever  a  missionary  folk,  and  wherever  they  went  in  the  old  world 
or  the  new,  there  too  is  found  a  quietly  working  leaven  of  faith  and  practice. 


To  them  dire  misfortune  and  exile  was  an  impetus  to  spread  their  fierce  faith  afar. 

In  time  of  calamity  or  economic  necessity,  the  flame  of  faith  burned  the  more 
brightly.  The  dross  was  purged,  the  gold  remained. 

In  Scotland,  the  purging  of  all  symbol  was  a  splendid  gesture  by  the  Puritans, 
magnificent  in  its  intensity,  but  too  high  a  standard  for  frail  mortal  men.  Starved  of  it, 
they  were  not  cured  of  it.  Free  Masonry,  whose  life  blood  it  is,  came  to  feed  an 
insatiable  appetite  and  flourished  as  nowhere  else. 

The  most  familiar  of  early  Celtic  carved  symbols  is  the  everlasting  pattern. 
Seemingly  it  has  two  strands,  in  reality  it  is  one  endless  strand,  signifying  the  unity  of 
the  temporal  with  the  eternal,  the  integration  of  faith  and  life  here,  and  of  life  here  and 
hereafter. 

Scottish  Freemasonry  exhibits  this  symbol  pattern,  its  ritual  and  dramas:  teach  and 
act  it  out!  With  this  characteristic,  it  has  journeyed  by  way  of  France  to  America,  back 
to  Great  Britain,  and,  for  us,  to  its  culmination  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  in  Canada. 

With  this  in  mind,  this  brief  history  of  fact  is  presented.  Our  membership  shows  a 
thirst  for  knowledge.  May  you  who  read  be  spurred  on  to  a  more  detailed  study  of  the 
story  and  aims  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  of  which  you  are  a  member.

DESCENT 

1717  In  this  year  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  formed. 

1733  Sixteen  years  later,  we  find  the  first  mention  of  a  Master  Mason  Lodge  and  of 
a  Scottish  Lodge  in  London.  Soon  afterwards,  speculative  Masonry  is  found 
on  the  Continent.  In  France,  in  particular,  the  Scottish  influence  is  marked 
(Ecossais). 

1737  Was  the  year  of  Andrew  Michael  Ramsay’s  Oration  which  influenced  the 
course  of  later  Masonry  to  a  great  degree. 

1745  “The  Forty-Five”. 

1747  Charles  Edward  Stuart  granted  a  charter  to  a  Rose  Croix  Chapter  at  Arras, 
France,  presumably  the  forerunner  of 

1754  The  Chapter  of  Clermont  at  Paris,  which  was  founded  on  Scottish  degrees 
(Ecossais),  together  with  the  Kadosh  or  legend  of  the  Templars. 

1758  From  this  Chapter  developed  the  Knights  of  the  East  in  1757  and  a  year  later 
the  Rite  of  Perfection  of  18°.  The  Ancient  Degrees. 

1761  Stephen  Morin  was  commissioned  to  introduce  the  Rite  to  America,  and  did  so 
in  Jamaica  and  San  Domingo. 

1762  Prior  to  this,  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite,  as  we  know  it  today,  was  taking  shape,  for  in  this  year  The 
Grand  Regulations  of  1762  were  issued. 

1767  But  it  was  not  until  six  years  later  that  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Council  of 
Jerusalem  was  founded  in  Albany,  N.Y. 

1780  The  Emperors  of  the  East  and  West  followed,  and  in 

1786  six  years  The  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786  brought  that  order  and  government, 
of  which  the  Rite  stood  in  need,  and  became  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  in  its  present  form  of  Thirty-three  degrees. 

By  the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786,  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  was  formed  and  its 
government  vested  in  a  Supreme  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General,  which  is  the  33rd  and  last  degree  of  The  Order. 

1801  The  Southern  Supreme  Council  was  opened  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  on 
May  31st,  1801,  and  it  absorbed,  without  protest,  the  Rite  of  Perfection, 
already  established  and  working  the  “Ancient”  Degrees,  and  incorporated  the 
eight  accepted  degrees  under  the  authority  of  the  1786  Constitutions.  This 
Supreme  Council  issued  Warrants  for  the  formation  of  other  Supreme 
Councils,  and  they  in  turn,  by  the  authority  vested  in  them,  gave  Warrants  to 
the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world. 

1845  Marked  the  formation  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales. 
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1867  Oct.  8th.  In  the  minutes  of  this  Supreme  Council  is  recorded  a  letter  from 
Albert  Pike,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Southern  Supreme  Council, 
relating  to  the  establishment  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  in 
Canada,  together  with  their  reply:  “That  the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and 
Wales  will  have  great  pleasure  in  establishing  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  in  Canada”. 

1868  Feb.  12th.  A  further  minute  tells  of  a  certificate  of  33°  being  issued  to  Bro. 
McLeod  Moore,  on  his  having  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  of  a  diploma 
giving  him  authority  to  establish  a  Consistory  32°  in  Canada. 

1868  May  6th.  The  Warrant  for  the  establishment  of  a  Consistory  Sovereign  Princes 
Royal  Secret  in  Canada  by  McLeod  Moore  at  Hamilton  is  recorded. 

1868  July  14th.  Certificates  of  33°  from  England  and  Wales  were  issued  to  John 
Walter  Murton  32°  Southern,  U.S.A.;  Thomas  Douglas  Harington  32°; 
Thompson  Wilson  18°. 

1868  July  18th,  at  3  o’clock  p.m.  in  the  rooms  of  St.  George’s  Lodge,  Y.R.F., 
London,  Ont.,  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  was  constituted,  there  being 
present:  Col.  McLeod  Moore  33°  as  Commander-in-Chief,  representative  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales;  J.W.  Murton  33°;  Thompson 
Wilson  33°;  James  D.  Gibson  32°;  C.A.  Birge  32°;  Wm.  Reid  32°;  Wm.  Edgar 
32°;  Hugh  A.  Mackay  32°. 

Absent  were  T.D.  Harington  33°  and  A.  Stephenson  32°,  Montreal.  At  4  p.m. 
the  Consistory  was  closed  and  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  opened,  at  which  an 
application  from  Hamilton  to  open  a  Chapter  Rose  Croix  was  received  and 
granted,  and  J.W.  Murton  appointed  its  presiding  officer. 

Thus  were  founded  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter 
of  Rose  Croix,  and  London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

1868-74  During  these  years  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  was  the  governing  body  of 
the  A.&  A.S.R. in  Canada,  subject  only  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  England 
and  Wales  through  its  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General,  Col.  McLeod 
Moore  33°,  of  Montreal,  the  representative  of  that  Supreme  Council  until  Dec. 
10th,  1868,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  T.D.  Harington  33°  of  Ottawa. 

During  these  years,  applications  for  Warrants  for  the  formation  of  Rose  Croix 
Chapters  were  received  and  granted  by  this  body  to  Ontario,  Quebec,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick  in  which  province  a  Consistory  also  was  opened 
at  St.  John. 

1873  On  April  4th  of  this  year,  T.D.  Harington  resigned  as  Commander-in-Chief  in 
favour  of  J.W.  Murton  who  was  elected  to  the  office  on  Oct.  1st  of  the  same 
year  and  became  the  first  presiding  officer  who  was  not  a  representative  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales. 

After  the  introduction  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  to  Canada,  frequent  visits  took  place 
between  our  membership  and  United  States  bodies,  a  practice  which  continues 
happily  and  grows.  This  association  brought  out  the  contrast  between  the 
American  method  and  the  English  working  of  the  18°,  30°,  31°,  and  32°  only. 
Those  responsible  felt  the  need  of  a  governing  body  in  Canada  and  set 
themselves  to  obtain  a  Supreme  Council  in  the  Dominion. 

1874  Oct.  16th.  By  their  efforts,  the  Supreme  Council  for  Canada  was  formed  and 
convened  at  Ottawa  on  October  16th,  1874,  and  in  it,  and  its  successors,  is 
vested  the  sole  government  of  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  in  Canada. 
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The  Subordinate  Bodies  that  came  under  its 
jurisdiction  in  1874  were:

Moore  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  St.  John.

New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  St.  John. 

Keith  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Halifax. 

SOVEREIGN  BODIES 

Under  the  regulations  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales,  Warrants 
issued  to  Rose  Croix  Chapters  gave  them  sovereignty  over  subordinate  degrees  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  degrees  below  18°.  When  Lodges  of  Perfection  were  formed  as 
separate  bodies,  Chapters  holding  such  Warrants  were  permitted  to  retain  their  original 
title. 


Today,  sovereignty  and  jurisdiction  are  vested  in  the  Supreme  Council  and  the  title 
“Sovereign”,  whether  of  Consistory  or  Chapter,  is  retained  by  courtesy  only,  and  as  a 
relic  of  an  honoured  past. 

FROM  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY- 
GENERAL’S  OFFICE 

The  degrees  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  are  not  innovations.  They 
rather  illustrate  Symbolic  Masonry  and  are  full  of  instructive  lessons  explaining  the 
traditions  and  legends  of  such  high  interest  to  every  Mason,  shedding  further  light  on 
the  nature  and  object  of  our  ancient  institution. 

Any  man  who  has  received  and  understood  the  great  lessons  taught  in  our  Rite 
degrees,  cannot  fail  to  be  a  better  man  and  a  better  Craft  Mason. 

The  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite  are  numbered  from  one  to  thirty-three,  but  of 
these,  only  twenty-nine,  from  the  fourth  to  the  thirty-third  inclusive,  are  exemplified  or 
communicated  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

We  disclaim  any  control  over  the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow-Craft,  and 
Master  Mason.  However,  no  applicants  are  accepted  for  membership  who  are  not 
Master  Masons  in  regular  standing  in  Craft  Lodges  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  province  where  the  applicant  holds  membership. 
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The  Scottish  Rite,  as  at  present  constituted,  comprises  three  distinct  and  separate 
Bodies,  each  having  its  own  tableau  of  officers  and  each  directly  responsible  to  the 
Supreme  Council.  Each  Body  has  its  particular  function  and  controls  the  exemplication 
of  certain  degrees.  All  three,  however,  work  in  close  harmony  and  coordinate  their 
respective  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  all. 

The  three  Bodies  are  as  follows: 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection,  which  confers  the  Ineffable  Degrees  from  four  to 
fourteen  inclusive. 

The  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  which  confers  the  Historical  and  Religious  Degrees, 
fifteen  to  eighteen  inclusive. 

The  Consistory,  which  confers  the  Philosophical  and  Chivalric  Degrees  from 
nineteen  to  thirty-two  inclusive. 

The  Thirty-third  and  Last  Degree  of  the  Rite  is  conferred  only  by  the  Supreme 
Council  upon  brethren  of  its  own  selection,  who  have  distinguished  themselves  by  their 
services  to  the  Rite,  to  Freemasonry  in  general,  or  to  their  country.  It  is  an  honorary  or 
official  degree,  and  no  member  may  apply  for  it.  Each  province  has  the  right  to  one 
Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  for  every  fifty  Grand  Elect  Perfect  and  Sublime 
Masons  14°  in  the  province,  without  regard  to  the  Lodge  to  which  they  belong. 

The  Supreme  Council  consists  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors-General  (who  may 
be  either  Active  or  Past  Active  Members)  and  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  The 
number  of  Active  Members  shall  not  exceed  thirty-three.  The  Active  Members  can  be 
elected  only  from  those  holding  the  rank  of  Honorary  or  Past  Active  membership. 

The  Scottish  Rite  is  a  teacher  of  great  truths  inspired  by  the  wisdom  of  the  ages. 
The  candidate  is  admitted  to  the  Temple  of  Solomon  in  that  period  of  confusion 
inherited  from  the  third  degree.  We  begin  again  the  work  of  the  edification  of  the 
Temple  and  recover  for  the  Craftsman  that  which  was  lost.  In  later  degrees  are 
portrayed  certain  events  associated  with  the  building  of  the  Second  Temple  and,  in  a 
still  later  degree,  the  Third  Temple  is  erected — that  temple  of  Truth  in  the  heart  of  man 
to  which  Jesus  alluded  when  He  said,  “Destroy  this  Temple  and  in  three  days  I  will 
build  it  up”.  In  the  final  series,  the  history  and  philosophy  of  Masonry  are  developed  in 
ceremony  and  drama,  so  that  the  zealous  brother  has  unequalled  opportunity  for 
acquiring  a  deeper  knowledge  and  understanding  of  Masonic  symbolism  and  dogma.

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WHENCE  THE  SCOTTISH  RITE 
BY 

JOHN  V.  LAWER

The  nineteenth  century  English  Barrister,  Historian  and  Antiquarian  who  did  much 
to  promote  the  study  of  Medieval  History,  Sir  Francis  Palgrave,  once  wrote  that  “The 
Fundament  Rule  of  Science,  whether  in  history  or  elsewhere,  is  not  what  has  been 
believed,  but  what  is  true.” 

The  entered  apprentice  is  charged  that  the  pursuit  of  truth  is  a  sacred  duty,  and 
thus,  having  been  willingly  obligated,  he  can  and  should  echo  the  words  of  the  Psalmist, 
“I  have  chosen  the  way  of  truth.” 

But,  “What  is  Truth?”  That,  you  will  remember,  was  the  question  posed  by  Pilate 
to  Jesus. 

In  the  context  of  this  address,  what  specifically  is  the  truth  of  the  origin,  the 
“Whence,”  -of  The  Scottish  Rite? 

In  Chapter  One  of  the  history  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  1874-1974,  it  is  said,  “Prior  to  1801  the  history 
of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  is,  at  least  in  part,  traditional,  and  in  some 
measure  disputed”.  That  this  is  so  should  not  be  surprising  since,  although  nowadays  it 
is  frequently  said  in  our  country  that  Masonry  is  a  society  with  secrets  and  not  a  secret 
society,  oft  time  and  elsewhere  this  has  not  been  the  case.  In  any  event,  such  has  seldom 
been  its  public  image  anywhere. 

Sometimes  persecuted,  more  often  regarded  with  inquietude  by  established 
authority,  masonic  intercourse  has  often  perforce  been  carried  on  sub  rosa. 

“In  such  circumstances  masons  could  well  empathize  with  the  dictum  of  the  3rd 
Earl  of  Shaftesbury,  the  English  Philosopher,  who  died  in  1713,  who  said  that  wise  men 
were  all  of  the  same  religion,  and  when  asked  what  that  religion  was,  replied  that  wise 
men  never  tell”. 

Why  should  there  be  this  suspicion  if  Freemasonry  is,  indeed,  but  a  beautiful 
system  of  morality,  veiled  in  allegory  and  illustrated  by  symbols? 

And  why,  when  again  as  an  entered  apprentice  we  were  called  on  to  make  a  daily 
advancement  in  masonic  knowledge,  should  our  own  origin  be  so  cloaked  in  mystery? 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  renewed  interest  in  the  subject,  although,  strangely, 
those  who  have  pursued  this  quest  for  knowledge  have  more  often  than  not  been  non¬ 
masons. 
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Traditionally  English  masonic  scholars  have  accepted,  or  promoted,  the  theory  that 
modern  Freemasonry  evolved  from  guilds  or  associations  of  operative  Masons 
consequent  upon  the  acceptance  into  such  organizations  in  the  Seventeenth  and 
Eighteenth  Centuries  of  non-operatives  or  speculative  masons.  Such  persons  petitioned, 
it  seems,  for  membership  either  because  they  were  attracted  by  the  lofty  ethical  precepts 
inculcated  in  their  members  by  these  organizations,  or  for  what  perhaps,  depending 
upon  one’s  point  of  view,  may  have  been  the  less  laudable  purpose  of  cloaking  behind 
an  apparently  innocent  facade  the  opportunity  of  discussing  and  promoting  the  ideas  of 
the  age  of  enlightenment  which  would  ultimately  sweep  away  the  old  order. 

I  will  return  to  this  second  suggestion  later  in  this  address. 

Again  the  genesis  of  the  higher  degrees,  which  eventually  evolved  into  the  present 
degree  system  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  -  and  the  term  “Higher”  is  used  here  only  in  the 
sense  of  higher  in  numerical  order  and  not  with  any  connotation  of  relative  superiority, 
-  “Has”,  to  quote  Brigadier  A.C.F.  Jackson,  “never  been  satisfactorily  settled”. 

There  seem  to  be  at  least  three  theories.  The  first  two  are  characterized  by  Jackson 
in  the  opening  chapter,  entitled  “The  Birth  of  Ecossais  Masonry.” 

In  his  “Rose  Croix,  A  history  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite  for  England  and 
Wales.”  He  refers  to  one  as  the  English  theory  and  to  the  other  as  the  French  story. 

Both  of  these  versions  place  the  origin  of  the  degrees  in  the  1730’s  or  perhaps  even 
slightly  earlier.  In  the  one,  some  at  least  of  the  high  degrees  were  formulated  in 
England,  and  France  became  their  beneficiary  as  a  result  of  the  outpouring  of  English 
Freemasonry  from  about  1725.  These  degrees  became  particulary  popular  among 
English  Lodges  in  France  whose  members  were  supporters,  many  of  them  Scotsmen, 
and  perhaps  some  Irishmen,  of  the  exiled  Stuart  pretenders  to  the  British  Crown. 

The  French  story  sees  the  higher  degrees  as  having  actually  been  invented  in 
France  in  lodges  frequented  by,  mainly,  Scottish  Jacobites,  and  being  called  Scottish 
degrees  because  of  the  national  origin  of  many  of  the  lodge  members,  and  to  distinguish 
these  degrees  from  the  two,  and  subsequently  three,  degrees  practised  in  English  lodges. 

Perhaps  the  two  theories  are  not  mutually  exclusive.  There  was  a  wide  variety  in 
the  degrees  as  they  proliferated,  and  their  appearance  coincided  with  a  period  when 
enlightened  men,  -  the  speculatives  attracted  to  the  lodges  of  the  day  -  travelled 
frequently  and  engaged  in  social  intercourse  with  each  other  between  the  two  countries, 
following  the  cessation  of  hostilities  upon  the  signing  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  the 
enactment  of  a  liberal  act  to  toleration  in  England,  and  the  relaxation  of  censorship  in 
France.  Would  it  not  be  reasonable  to  believe  that  masons  on  both  sides  of  the  Channel 
were  familiar  with  the  existence  and  the  working  of  some  of  the  degrees  whatever  their 
origin? 

In  any  event,  the  practice  of  higher  degrees  continued  to  be  popular  in  France,  and 
from  there  spread  to  Prussia  and  abroad  to  America.  On  the  other  hand,  interest  in  such 
Scottish  Degrees  in  England  did  not  generally  last  very  long,  there  may  have  been 
several  reasons  for  their  decline  in  popularity.  One  reason  would  almost  certainly  seem 
to  have  been  their  association  with  supporters  of  the  Stuart  cause. 
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Harry  Carr  has  noted,  in  the  Freemason  at  Work,  that  loyalty  to  the  King,  without 
treason  or  treachery,  is  prescribed  in  every  version  of  the  old  charges,  and  the  Cooke 
Manuscript  of  circa  1410  enjoins  loyalty  to  the  King  of  England  and  the  Realm.  Thus 
any  likelihood  that  the  higher  Scottish  Degrees  might  spread  in  England  was  interrupted 
with  the  return  of  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie  and  the  ‘45. 

Perhaps  as  the  result  of  the  rivalry,  and,  in  earlier  centuries,  open  hostility,  which 
has  existed  between  England  and  Scotland,  the  English  have  been  at  pains  to  distance 
any  close  early  relationship  between  Scotland  and  Freemasonry  and  certainly  the  high 
degrees.  Although  the  word  “Scottish”  did  appear  on  occasion  following  the 
establishment  by  Dr.  Robert  Thomas  Crucefix  of  a  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales  by  authority  of  a  patent  dated  October  26,  1845  issued  to  him  by  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  USA,  the  word  does  not  appear  in  the 
patent  July  15,  1874  issued  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  authorizing 
Thomas  Douglas  Harington  to  establish  a  Supreme  Council  for  The  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

In  1909,  the  word  “Scottish”  was  officially  dropped  from  the  title  of  the  English 
Supreme  Council,  and  in  England  and  Wales,  the  Rite  is  known  as  The  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Rite. 

Brigadier  Jackson  says,  categorically,  as  he  nears  the  end  of  his  chapter  on  the  birth 
of  Ecossais  Masonry,  “in  conclusion,  it  must  be  stressed  that  Scotland  had  no  real 
connection  with  any  kind  of  high  degree  Masonry  in  spite  of  the  way  in  which  the  term 
Scots  or  Ecossais  were  used  during  this  period,”  that  is  in  the  second  quarter  of  the 
eighteenth  century. 

The  third  theory  would  seem  to  have  had  its  origin,  or  at  least  its  first  public 
appearance,  in  the  oration  delivered  by  Chevalier  Andrew  Michael  Ramsay  before  a 
lodge  at  Epemay  in  France  on  December  26,  1736.  Ramsay’s  thesis  was  that  Masonry, 
although  founded  in  remote  antiquity,  had  been  renewed  by,  to  use  his  phrase,  “our 
ancestors  the  crusaders,”  and  had  been  spread  by  them  throughout  Europe  upon  their 
return  from  the  Holy  Land.  In  particular  he  said  it  had  been  introduced  into  Scotland 
from  France  “because  of  the  close  alliance  between  the  French  and  the  Scotch”. 

Whether  or  not  the  oration  was  repeated  on  March  21,  1737  at  Paris  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  France  of  which  he  was  Grand  Chancellor — Jackson  says  it  was  not, 
the  official  history  published  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  says  it  was — Ramsay  saw  to  it  that  his  paper  received  a  wide  circulation, 
and  in  France  it  met  with  an  enthusiastic  response. 

Ramsay  was  himself  bom  in  Scotland  in  the  1680’s — the  exact  date  is  uncertain — 
apparently  into  a  Calvinist  family.  However,  he  subsequently  took  up  residence  in 
France  where  he  converted  to  Roman  Catholicism.  There,  and  in  Rome,  he  tutored  the 
sons  of  Noble  and  Royal  Families.  One  of  his  pupils  was  Charles  Edward  Stuart,  the 
Young  Pretender,  Bonnie  Prince  Charlie. 

Ramsay’s  theory  was  rejected  also  by  R.S.  Lindsay,  33°,  in  his  the  Scottish  Rite  for 
Scotland,  published  in  1957,  when  he  held  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary-General  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Scotland.  “Masonic  research”  he  wrote,  “has  disclosed  no 
evidence  whatsoever  pointing  either  to  the  Ecossais  Degrees  having  been  devised  by  the 
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Jacobites  as  an  instrument  for  their  political  ends  or  to  Scotland  having  been  the  cradle 
or  asylum  at  any  time  of  these  degrees.” 

A  successor  in  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary-General  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Scotland,  Gabriel  Jerdan,  33°  commented  in  the  Scottish  Constitution  of  the  Scottish 
Rite,  published  in  1988,  that  “the  origin  of  the  Scottish  Rite  can  not  be  pin-pointed  and 
there  is  more  than  one  theory  regarding  this...”.  However,  he  also  said,  when  referring 
to  the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786,  that  the  Order  was  named  “The  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite”  not  because  of  any  connection  with  Scotland,  but  because  in 
France  “Ecossais”  Masonry  had  been  Synonymous  with  speculative  and  later  “Haute 
Grade”  Masonry  for  many  years.  In  these  Jacobite  times  there  were  few  native  French 
speculative  masons  but  many  fugitive  Scottish  Freemasons”.  Jackson  characterizes 
Ramsay’s  theory,  which  joined  Christian  Knighthood  with  Masonry,  as  a  “completely 
fictitious  story”.  Frederick  Smyth,  in  his  Brethren  in  Chivalry  1791-1991,  says  the 
connection  is  “without  historical  foundation”. 

Nevertheless,  the  story  has  persisted  for  a  quarter  of  a  millennium.  Since  at  least 
the  time  of  Baron  von  Hund  and  his  Rite  of  Strict  Observance,  which  flourished  in  the 
latter  half  of  the  19th  century,  the  story  has  been  associated  specifically  with  the  Order 
of  the  Poor  Knights  of  Christ  and  The  Temple  of  Solomon — The  Knights  Templar — 
and  it  is  this  connection  which  continues  to  tantalize  the  minds  today  of  contemporary 
non- masonic  authors,  such  as  Michael  Baigent,  Richard  Leigh  and  Henry  Lincoln,  John 
J.  Robinson  and  Michael  Bradley. 

Joseph  Fort  Newton,  in  the  Builders,  refers  in  a  note  to  a  reference  in  history  of 
Freemasonry  and  concordant  orders  by  Hughan  and  Stillson  to  a  statement  in  realities  of 
Masonry  by  Blake  to  the  effect  that  while  the  theory  of  the  descent  of  masonry  from  the 
Order  of  the  Temple  is  untenable,  a  connection  between  the  two  societies,  in  the  sense 
in  which  an  artist  may  be  said  to  be  connected  with  his  employer,  is  more  than  probable. 

Does  this  observation  furnish  us,  perhaps,  with  a  clue  we  should  pursue  as  we  seek 
the  “Whence”  of  The  Scottish  Rite? 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  lecture  which  cautions  not  to  endeavour  to  make  many 
little  circumstances  that  weigh  nothing  separately,  weigh  much  together. 

Nevertheless,  I  am  impressed  by  the  submission  made  by  the  authors  of  the  Holy 
Blood  and  the  Holy  Grail  that  “what  is  necessary  is  an  interdisciplinary  approach  to 
one’s  chosen  material,”  -  in  short,  a  willingness  to  synthesize,  -  “for  only  by  such 
synthesis  can  one  discern  the  underlying  continuity,  the  unified  and  coherent  fabric, 
which  lies  at  the  core  of  any  historical  problem”. 

Pursuing,  then,  the  suggestion  noted  by  Newton  of  a  possible  connection  between 
Masonry  and  The  Order  of  the  Temple,  one  finds  the  positive  assertion  by  Michael 
Bradley  in  the  Columbus  Conspiracy  published  just  last  year  that,  “it  seems  that 
Templars  were. ...behind  the  short-lived  phenomenon  of  Gothic-Styled  Cathedral 
Building.” 

Bradley  notes  that  all  of  the  great  Gothic  Cathedrals  were  constructed  only  during 
the  194  years  of  Templar  ascendancy  in  Europe.  He  makes  several  other  interesting 
observations.  He  says  that  a  number  of  scholars  of  architecture  have  found  that  these 
Cathedrals  conform  to  an  unvarying  canon  of  design,  apparently  derived  from  an 
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Egyptian  source,  but  found  also  in  the  plan  of  The  Temple  of  Solomon.  Here  we  pause 
to  recall  that  Baldwin  II,  King  of  Jerusalem,  granted  the  order  quarters  on  the  site  of 
King  Solomon’s  Temple  in  Jerusalem  and  from  this  they  took,  in  part,  their  name,  - 
The  Order  of  the  Poor  Knights  of  Christ  and  The  Temple  of  Solomon. 

Again  to  quote  Bradley,  “aside  from  the  architectural  canon,  the  financing  of  these 
Cathedrals  is  believed  to  have  been  made  possible  by  Templar  money.  We  find  that  a 
Templar  priory  was  located  very  near  to  every  “Notre  Dame”  ever  built,  sometimes 
within  the  shadow  of  the  spires.  One  of  the  major  mysteries  about  the  sudden  spate  of 
cathedral-building  is  how,  at  the  time,  towns  could  afford  to  raise  them.  The  cost  of 
Salisbury  Cathedral,  as  just  one  example,  was  far  beyond  the  fiscal  resources  of 
medieval  Salisbury’s  small  population.  The  money,  and  the  organization  of  Master 
Masons,  must  have  come  from  some  outside  source.  It  seems  that  the  Gothic  “Notre 
Dames”  all  over  Europe,  in  cities  and  smaller  towns  alike,  were  raised  by  a  travelling 
corps  of  Master  Masons  and  architects  employed  to  construct  a  concealed  message  in 
stone  and  paid  for  by  Templar  money”.  In  this  regard,  it  must  be  remembered  that  as  the 
crusades  declined,  the  Templars  became  the  bankers  of  the  mediterranean  world  and 
beyond,  carrying  goods  in  their  own  fleet  of  ships  and  handling  the  transfer  of  large 
sums. 

I  find  it  of  some  interest  that  Bradley  should  take  Salisbury  as  his  example  since 
the  Cathedral  was  finished  in  only  thirty-eight  years,  and,  when  it  was  consecrated  in 
1258,  it  became  the  first  example  of  pure,  unmixed  gothic  style  in  England. 

Joseph  Fort  Newton  would  again  agree  with  some,  at  least,  of  Michael  Bradley’s 
comments.  Newton  writes  that  the  Cathedral-Builders  were  quite  distinct  from  the 
Guild-Masons,  the  one  being  a  universal  order  whereas  the  other  was  local  and 
restricted.  Older  than  Guild-Masonry,  the  Order  of  the  Cathedral-Builders  was  more 
powerful,  more  artistic.  He  continues  “during  the  building  period  the  Order  of  Masons 
was  at  the  height  of  its  influence  and  power.  At  that  time,  the  building  art  stood  above 
all  other  art,  and  made  the  other  arts  bow  to  it,  commanding  the  services  of  the  most 
brilliant  intellects  and  of  the  greatest  artists  of  the  age”. 

Further,  Newton  quotes  from  non-mason,  James  Dallaway,  Architecture  in 
England,  that  “the  honour  due  to  the  original  founders  of  these  edifices  is  almost 
invariably  transferred  to  the  Ecclesiastics,  under  whose  patronage  they  rose,  rather  than 
to  the  skill  and  design  of  the  master  mason,  or  professional  architect,  because  the  only 
historians  were  monks”. 

Newton  does  not  mention  the  question  posed  by  the  author  of  the  Columbus 
Conspiracy  and  by  the  authors  of  the  Holy  Blood  and  the  Holy  Grail  as  to  whom  our 
Lady  really  may  have  been  in  the  dedication  of  the  Gothic  Cathedrals  to  Notre  Dame. 

But  Newton  does  refer  to  what  he  calls  the  cartoons  in  stone  which  portrayed  with 
searching  satire  abuses  current  in  the  medieval  church.  He  quotes  in  a  note  from  a  list 
compiled  by  Findel,  History  of  Masonry,  where  that  author  refers  to  some  carvings 
which  have  obvious  masonic  allusions,  and  concludes  with  the  comment,  “these  were 
bold  strokes  which  even  heretics  hardly  darted  to  indulge  in.” 

Perhaps,  the  Templars  over  indulged,  for  when  Philippe  IV  of  France,  Philippe  the 
Fair,  moved  swiftly  and  decisively  against  the  order  in  his  Dominion  at  dawn  on  Friday 
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October  13,  1307,  the  alleged  excuse  was  their  heresy.  Despite  the  zealous  efforts  of  the 
Holy  Office  of  the  Inquisition  during  the  years  which  followed  until  the  Grand  Master, 
Jacques  de  Molay  was  roasted  to  death  over  a  slow  fire  on  the  Isle  of  Jews  in  the  Seine 
at  Paris  on  March  18,  1314,  the  verdict  of  history,  in  relation  to  the  charge,  remains  the 
Scottish  Verdict,  not  proven. 

Despite  Philippe’s  success  in  suppressing  the  Order  in  France,  many  individual 
Templars,  and  the  entire  Templar  Fleet,  based  at  La  Rochelle,  escaped  his  dragnet. 
While  Frederick  Smyth  rejects  what  he  calls  the  bait  so  temptingly  offered  by  Michael 
Baigent  and  Richard  Leigh  in  the  Temple  and  the  Lodge  that  some  of  the  fleet  sailed  to 
safe  haven  in  those  parts  of  Scotland  controlled  by  Robert  the  Bruce,  there  seems  little 
doubt  that  English  and  French  as  well  as  Scottish  Templars  helped  to  defeat  the  English 
forces  under  Edward  II  at  Bannockum  on  June  23,  1314. 

The  Papal  bull  of  1312,  suppressing  the  order,  was  never  proclaimed  in  the 
Scotland  controlled  by  Robert  the  Bruce,  while  in  England  Edward  II,  who  is  alleged  to 
have  wrought  as  a  craftsman  with  his  companions  at  night,  moved  but  slowly  against 
the  order.  Although  their  properties  passed  to  the  hospitallers,  their  persons  were  not 
subjected  to  the  torture  inflicted  upon  a  large  number  of  the  members  in  France. 

John  J.  Robinson  in  his  Bom  in  Blood,  The  Lost  Secrets  of  Freemasonry,  published 
in  1989,  sets  out  to  demonstrate  how  many  terms  used  in  the  craft,  and  the  clothing 
worn  by  its  members,  otherwise  difficult  to  comprehend,  are  explicable  if  one  considers 
them  in  relation  to  the  language,  dress,  and  customs  of  the  Knights  Templar. 

A.C.F.  Jackson  in  his  Rose  Croix  comments  that  the  old  charges  “with  their 
slightly  ridiculous  codes  of  conduct  designed  for  medieval  workmen”  can  only  have 
appeared  to  the  speculative  who  began  entering  the  craft  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries  “as  comical  as  they  do  now  to  us”. 

Robinson  does  not  view  the  old  charges  in  such  a  light  at  all.  He  views  them  as  a 
set  of  instructions  for  a  secret  society  created  to  assist  and  protect  fraternal  Brothers  on 
the  run  and  in  hiding  from  the  church.  The  fugitive  Templars  would  have  needed  a  code 
such  as  the  old  charges  of  masonry,  but  the  working  stonemasons  clearly  did  not.  The 
need  for  signs  of  recognition  is  even  more  obvious. 

Further,  if  a  mason  read  the  initiation  ceremony  of  a  candidate  for  membership  in 
the  Order  of  the  Temple,  preserved  in  the  records  of  the  Templar’s  trial  and  set  forth  by 
Frances  Gies  in  her  admirable  account  of  the  Knight  in  History,  he  would  easily 
convince  himself  he  was  reading  the  ceremony  of  a  degree  he  had  not  yet  obtained. 

Newton  notes  that  while,  at  this  distance  in  time,  the  middle  ages  wear  an  aspect  of 
smooth  uniformity  of  Faith  and  Opinion,  in  reality,  what  looks  like  uniformity,  was 
only  conformity  and  underneath  its  surface  were  many  secret  societies  keeping  their 
beliefs  alive. 

Robinson  comments  that  some  dissidents  run  for  the  woods  and  hide,  while  others 
organize.  In  the  case  of  the  fugitive  Knights  Templar,  the  organization  already  existed. 
The  Church,  which  had  fought  for  a  position  of  supremacy  in  a  feudal  context,  was  slow 
to  accept  changes  that  might  affect  that  supremacy,  defying  any  disagreement  with  its 
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tenets  as  heresy.  In  its  bloody  rejection  of  protest  and  change,  it  provided  organizations 
like  the  Knights  Templar  with  a  river  of  recruits  that  flowed  on  for  centuries. 

But  while  men  may  mask  their  opinions  from  the  profane,  they  cannot  easily  hide 
their  bodies  in  the  woods  for  their  entire  lives.  While  various  solutions  might  be  found, 
many  Templars  may  have  done  what  their  preceptor  in  Lorraine  reputedly  advised  them 
to  do,  shave  their  beards,  don  secular  garb,  and  assimilate  themselves  into  the  local  populace. 

In  the  Temple  and  the  Lodge,  Michael  Baigent  and  Richard  Leigh  say  that  before 
their  formal  dissolution  the  Templars  sponsored  their  own  guilds.  They  also  acted  as 
patrons  and  protectors  for  other  guilds  of  craftsmen  and  stonemasons,  and  appear,  on 
occasion  to  have  become  members  of  such  guilds  themselves.  On  occasion,  too,  skilled 
artisans  would  be  taken  in  as  “associates”  of  the  Order.  They  refer  to  the  comment  in 
Aitken,  The  Knight  Templar  in  Scotland,  that  there  the  commercial  activities  of  the 
Templars  had  reached  such  a  point  that  they  were  threatening  the  well-being  of  the 
trade  guild  members.  A  law  was  passed  to  ensure  that  “no  Templar  should  meddle  in 
buying  or  selling  goods  belonging  to  the  guild  unless  he  were  a  guild  member”.  As  the 
Templars  did  not  curtail  their  commercial  activities,  it  follows  that  some  must  have 
joined  the  relevant  guilds. 

Since  a  guild  was  not  an  association  of  workers,  but  rather  an  association  of 
entrepreneurial  owners,  it  should  not  have  proved  too  distressing  for  a  Knight  to  have 
adapted  to  this  role,  particularly  as  a  plausible  cover  story.  To  quote  Robinson,  “it 
would  not  be  at  all  unusual  for  a  secret  society,  whose  central  ritual  involved  the 
allegorical  building  of  the  Temple  of  Solomon,  to  gradually  assume  the  cover  story  of 
being  actual  builders”. 

One  of  Robinson’s  theses  is  that  the  great  society  apparently  behind  the  peasants 
revolt  in  England  in  1381  was,  indeed,  the  Knights  Templar.  While  it  may  only  be  a 
coincidence,  it  is  interesting  to  observe  that  while  the  Mason’s  Company  in  London  was 
not  incorporated  until  about  1410,  it  appears  to  have  come  into  existence  following  a 
merger  between  two  separate  companies  which  existed  in  London  at  least  as  early  as 
1373,  Freemasons  and  Masons. 

Further,  the  oldest  existing  document  which  is  clearly  Masonic,  The  Regius 
Manuscript,  also  dates  from  this  period,  -  Circa  1390. 

Not  all  of  the  Knights  would  have  attached  themselves  to  the  Guilds  for  protection. 

There  is  the  legend  recounted  by  the  authors  of  the  Holy  Blood  and  the  Holy  Grail 
that  the  order  which  fought  beside  Robert  the  Bruce  at  Bannockburn  maintained  itself 
as  a  coherent  body  in  Scotland  for  another  four  centuries. 

They  refer  to  the  account  recorded  by  Waite,  New  Encyclopedia  of  Freemasonry, 
that  at  the  Battle  of  Killiecrankie  in  1689,  John  Graham  of  Claverhouse,  Viscount 
Dundee,  the  Leader  of  the  Stuart  Cause,  was  killed  on  the  field  of  battle.  When  his  body 
was  recovered,  he  was  reportedly  found  to  be  wearing  the  Grand  Cross  of  the  Order  of 
the  Temple,  not  a  recent  device  supposedly,  but  one  dating  from  before  1307. 

The  story  is  one  with  which  Andrew  Michael  Ramsay  would  almost  surely  have 
been  familiar.  And,  again,  while  it  may  only  be  coincidental,  the  first  of  the  papal  bulls 
against  Freemasonry  -  in  Eminenti,  promulgated  in  the  name  of  Pope  Clement  XIII  - 
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after  Freemasonry  became  public,  so  to  speak,  with  the  formation  of  the  Premier  Grand 
Lodge  in  London  in  1717,  was,  in  fact,  issued  in  1738,  only  a  little  more  than  one  year 
after  Ramsay  first  delivered  his  oration  in  France  as  mentioned  earlier  in  this  address. 
The  degrees  of  the  Scottish  Rite  spread  to  American  from  France.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  the  Southern,  or  Mother  Jurisdiction  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  the  United  States,  with  its  Headquarters  in  the  House  of  the  Temple  in 
Washington,  and  which  dates  from  1801,  accepts  the  theory  of  descent  from  the  Order 
of  the  Temple. 

The  degrees  conferred  in  the  Consistory  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  at  least  in  America, 
are  usually  referred  to  as  Chivalric  Degrees. 

The  29  is  styled  Knight  Ecossais  of  St.  Andrew,  or  Patriarch  of  the  Crusades.  The 
original  occupation  of  these  Knights  is  said  to  have  been  the  rebuilding  of  Churches  in 
the  Holy  Land,  destroyed  by  the  Saracens,  reminiscent  of  those  ancient  Masons  who 
laboured  to  rebuild  the  Temple  of  Solomon  with  the  sword  in  one  hand  and  the  trowel 
in  the  other. 

The  lesson  it  inculcates  is  toleration — toleration  between  Moslems  and  Christians. 
In  this  sense  it  reflects  to  some  degree,  although  the  occasion  portrayed  is  said  to  have 
occurred  in  Greece,  and  more  than  a  century  following  the  Last  Crusade,  not  only  the 
respect  the  Knights  and  their  enemies  came  to  have  one  for  the  other,  but  also  the  not 
infrequent  friendly  relations  and,  indeed,  alliances  which  occurred  between  the 
Knightly  Orders  and  the  Moslem  States  of  the  Middle  East.  Frances  Gies  quotes  from 
the  Syrian  Writer  Usama  (1095-1 188)  his  comment  “whenever  I  went  into  the  Al-Aqsa 
Mosque,  which  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Templars  who  were  friends  of  mine,  they  would 
put  a  little  Chapel  at  my  disposal,  so  that  I  could  say  my  Prayers  there”. 

When  the  Knight  of  St.  Andrew  of  Scotland  arrives,  as  a  postulant  petitioning 
admittance  to  the  30°,  he  is  asked  if  he  desires  to  be  admitted  among  the  poor  fellow 
soldiers  of  the  Temple  of  Solomon.  This  Degree,  said  to  have  originated  at  Lyons, 
France  in  1741,  an  area  which  was  a  hotbed  of  Templar  activity  even  after  the  formal 
suppression  of  the  Order,  represents  the  vengeance  of  the  Templars  on  all  tyrants, 
temporal  and  spiritual,  of  whom  Philip  the  Fair  and  Clement  the  Fifth  are  the 
representatives. 

Prominently  displayed  in  the  Degree  is  the  Black  and  White  Beau  Seant,  the 
Banner  of  the  Knights  Templar,  which,  incidentally,  Robinson  claims  is  the  origin  of 
the  Masonic  Mosaic  Pavement. 

Brethren,  in  conclusion,  I  would  ask  you  to  remember  that  it  is  what  we  think  we 
know  already  that  prevents  us  from  learning. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  favourite  Lawyer’s  expression,  I  hope  you  will  not  think  a 
quote  attributed  to  Mark  Twain  is  appropriate  to  my  address:  “The  researches  of  many 
commentators  have  already  thrown  much  darkness  on  this  subject,  and  it  is  probable 
that,  if  they  continue,  we  shall  soon  know  nothing  at  all  about  it.” 
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
